The history and use of the Reredos has been 
well and concisely set forth by the late Rev. E. 
M. C. Mackenzie Walcott, in his Dictionary of 
Sacred Archceology, and will serve as a fitting and 
helpful introduction to this article : — 

Reredos. (Retroaltare, retrotabularium, postabulurriy 
postaltare, posticum, retable, reyretaule, retaule, reredos, 
lardose, Varrieredos ; Sp. retablo ; Ger. postergule). Called 
bv Bishop Andrewes the backpiece. An ornament behind an 
altar, of nang^ng carved metal- work or drapering ; on it were 
often ranged innumerable lights ' ultra magnum altare/ It is 
not earlier than the fourteenth century in its later form, nor 
under any description previous to the end of the eleventh, or 
beginning of the twelfth century. As long as the old ritual 
lasted the altar stood free from the east end, in the chord 
of the apse. Until the fourteenth century it was still of the 
ordinary form of a table, and had only the Gospels and 
ciborium set on it at the time of Holy Communion, both in the 
Western and the Eastern churches. The tabernacle was an 
addition in the seventeenth century to the retable ; the latter 
about the end of the eleventh century was introduced, being 
moveable and made of wood or precious metal, and set on the 
altar to contain relics at certain times. Even the fixed 
retable, a mere upright slab of stone masking a little shrine 
behind it, does not date further back than the beginning of the 
twelfth century, and was never attached then to the high-altar 
of a cathedral, but only used in minsters to which pilgrims 
were to be attracted by the exhibition of relics. Beiore this 
curtains, dossals, or ridels (Fr. rideaux), which had fenced in 
the back and sides of the altar, gave place to the stone reredos 
at Exeter, Lincoln, Brecon, Beverley, Bristol, York, Canter- 
bury, Durham (1380), Westminster, and those now lost at 
Peterborough, Tewkesbury and Gloucester, and still grander 
structures, the germ of which may be seen in the panelled 
walls of Ludlow and Wells, or at Christchurch (Hants), 
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Winchester, S^ Alban*s and S* Mary Overie, of the fifteenth 
century, covered with tabernacle-work, images and sculpture 
round a central crucifix once lighted by pendent lamps. 
Whilst they obstruct the view of the eastern limits of tne 
church, which hitherto augmented the sublimity of the 
sanctuary, they resemble a gorgeous veil before some further 
holy of holies which our earthly services faintly shadow. 
There are superb reredoses of the sixteenth century, with 
wonderful carvings in wood, at Schleswig, Nuremberg and 
Bamberg, where colour is employed. Other beautiful examples 
in stone remain at Seville (1482-1550), Keyserburg, Bodilis, 
Lampaul and Crozon. In parish churches there was a 
panelling often over the altar, or an arcade, as at Hanwell, 
Enstone, Solihull, and S* MichaeFs, Oxford. At Arundel there 
is a passage behind the wall or reredos of the altar, as 
originally at King's College, Cambridge, and still at Brilley 
ana Michaelchurch, where there are carved oak posts against 
the east wall, which, with corresponding posts, in the 
sanctuary screen, supported a beautiful panelled canopy as wide 
as the chancel and resembling the balaachino of the Basilica. 
There is a beautiful carved reredos and painted triptych of the 
sixteenth century over S* Agilophus's altar at Cologne. The 
centre retable faced the celebrant." 

Now, it is noteworthy that while Montgomeryshire 
can boast of some rare and beautiful remains of 
Screens and Roodlofts ot the fifteenth century, ^ there 
does not appear to be a single instance of the survival 
of an early Reredos. When, indeed, we consider their 
history, their comparatively late introduction, and that 
at best they were a luxury and not a ritual necessity, 
we need not wonder that they should have been scarce, 
but we can hardly suppose that there never were any. 
Probably, the reason was that when — 

In 1550, on the 24^*' November, the Council issued an order 
to Ridley, Bishop of London, and other bishops, to cause to be 
taken down all the altars in every church ana chapel ; ^ 

and it is added under the year 1552,

stode behynde the hye alter ; ^ 

then, 

The sculptured tables of alabaster, generally consisting 
of scriptural subjects, and forming the reredos to many an 
altar, were not suflfered to remain, but were taken down and 
broken up, or more or less mutilated, and buried within the 
church or burial-ground surrounding it.^ 

This was most likely the fate of any such carved work 
here. But if any escaped this destruction then, the 
keen scent of Vavasour Powell with his troop of 
Inquisitors would make short work of them in the next 
century. Not a single stone altar now remains in situ ; 
and when the altar was destroyed, we may be sure that 
the carved work attached to it shared its ruin. Nor 
have I read or heard of any remains or fragments 
of such work having been dug up anywhere in this 
county, as has been the case in some places elsewhere. 
The nearest approach to it, as far as I know, is the 
two panels of carved alabaster, which were found some 
years ago, concealed under the floor of one of the 
rooms in the gable of the roof of Plas-yn-Pentre, in 
the parish of Llangollen, and now at High Lea, 
Oswestry, the residence of Mr. W. Fletcher Rogers. 

The larger measures lOin. in width by 25in. in height, and 
the subject is Christ, crowned with thorns, and surrounded 
by the emblems of the Passion. The other, 16in. high by llin. 
wide, represents some Saint, with the nimbus round the 
head, kneeling in front of a stream issuing from a pile of 
buildings at the upper left hand corner. The saint is clad 
in armour, over which he wears ecclesiastical vestments, 
and leads a dragon by a cord held in the right hand and holds 
a bag, or some other object in his left. On one side of 
the stream is a crucified figure on a cross, and a second

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dragon is swimming in the water below. The whole scene is 
most curious.^ 

What adds to the interest is the circumstance that 
Plas-yn-Pentre was in mediaeval times a grange of 
Valle Crncis, and Valle Crucis was a daughter house 
colonised by the monks of Strata Marcella. 

BERRIEW. 

This beautiful Reredos, exquisitely carved in the 
later Decorated style, consists of a wide central 
compartment and two niches on each side, surmounted 
by rich ogival arcading, foliated and cusped, with open 
tracery above. The subject of the central division is 
the Appearance of our Risen Lord to the disciples at 
the Sea of Tiberias (St. John xxi., 2). A Lamb rests 
before Him and another is grazing at His side. In His 
right hand is a Shepherd's crook, and His left is 
extended towards the recipient of His charge (" Feed 

my lambs feed my sheep "), viz., the kneeling 

apostle St. Peter in the foreground. To our Saviour's 
right are grouped SS. James, Nathanael and another ; 
to the left, SS. John, Andrew and Philip. Tlie four 
niches are occupied by figures of British Saints, who 
flourished within the area of the diocese ; Beuno, the 
Patron Saint, Melangell, Asaph and Winifred. 

St. Beuno, represented as a 14th century Friar, to 
correspond with the architectural style of the Reredos, 
is robed in cloak and cowl, with knotted girdle and 
unshod feed, but distinguished by the British tonsure, 
and holding a Crucifix aloft in his right hand. The 
impressiveness of this figure is striking and well 
represents the saintly evangeliser of the district. 

St. Melangell (Monacella) of Pennant has her hands 
clasped and raised in prayer, and resting on her 
left shoulder a crook with the head turned inwards. 
Her emblem, a Hare, crouches close at her feet.

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St. Asaph, vested in mitre and episcopal robes, raises 
his right hand in blessing, and holds in his left a 
Pastoral Staff with the crook turned outwards. 

St. Winifred is represented as a beautiful crowned 
Virgin, wearing a cloak fastened by a morse and 
holding in her hand a building (her Chapel at the 
Holy Well), and in her left a great sword, the emblem of 
her martyrdom. 

The canopy of the central compartment is projected 
forward in the form of a semi-hexagon ; above it are 
two scrolls in hollow mouldings, the one wavy and 
cusped, the other of vine tendrils with fruit and 
foliage; these are surmounted by a line of cresting 
the whole width of the Eeredos. The retable below 
has two ledges and a gradine for altar cross and candle- 
sticks respectively. At either end there is a column 
panelled and banded with carved capital on a level 
with the cresting ; upon each an angel kneels, holding 
a musical instrument and facing inwards. The whole 
is flanked by a series of panels richly arcaded and 
divided by transoms into upper and lower compart- 
ments. 

The dimensions of the Reredos proper aie — 8ft. 6in. 
wide by 8ft. in height; those of the flanking panels, 4ft. 
9in. by 7ft. The material throughout is British oak 
unpolished. It was designed by Mr. F. Kempson, of 
Hereford ; the carved figures were executed by Earp, of 
Lambeth, and the decorative structure by May and 
Collins, of Tewkesbury. 

A brass tablet on the north wall bears the memorial 
inscription — 

A.S. MDCCCXCVi*° die omnium sanctorum (on an escutcheon) 
To the Glory of God and in memory of Abraham Howell and 
Mary his wife this Reredos is here placed by their children. 

For the admirable illustration that accompanies this 
description, I am indebted to their daughter. Miss F. 
E. Howell, of Rhiewport. 
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BETTWS. 

This Reredos is carved in Caen stone, and consists of 
five panels with foliated heads beneath depressed 
angular arches set off with crockets and finials, and 
a back ground of foliated arcading; and above all a 
hollow moulding enriched with roses, fleurs-de-lis and 
vine leaves, the whole occupying a space nine feet wide 
by four feet in height. The lower portion of the 
panels is of Derbyshire alabaster, which adds colour 
to the treatment of the white Caen stone.

The central panel, which is rather wider than the 
others, being 2ft. 6in. by 2ft., has the figure of Our 
Lord on the Cross, and on either oide the four 
Evangelists, all of whom, except St. John, are 
represented as old and bearded men. They are

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draped in flowing robes, and each bears a roll in his 
left hand ; St. Matthew has also a stilus, or pen, in his 
right hand ; St. Mark holds an open scroll before him, 
as if reading it ; St. John is given with his ri^ht hand 
raised, and as meditating what he should write next ; 
St. Luke as deep in thought contemplating the work 
still to be done. On either side a narrow panel is 
occupied by a sunflower and a lily. The Reredos is 
flanked on each side by arcading with tracery and 
panels, inlaid with alabaster and set off, like the hollow 
moulding, with birds, roses, and fleurs-de-lis. 
Upon it is the inscription — 

To the Glory of God and in memory of her much loved 
husband, Prvee Buckley Williames, who died March 24***, 1871, 
aged 69, this Reredos is dedicated by his widow Anna 
I^ances Parslow WiUiftraos. 

FORDEN. 




" A sculptured Reredos of Bath stone was given by 
the Rev. R. N. Dennis, late Rector of East Blatch-

ington, as a memorial to his stepmother, Mrs. Dennis, 
who, as a widow, was for many years a valued member 
of the Vicar s family." ^ The Reredos consists of a 
central panel charged with a cross, flanked on each 
side by sunken foliated panels, with medallions of the 
four Evangelists and emblematic designs. The central 
panel has a foliated head supported by carved capitals 
and marble pillars; the spandrels and the hollow 
moulding of the canopy are carved with foliage ; the 
back ground is in rich diaper and the cross flory has 
its arms intersected, and its foot enveloped in foliage. 
The two medallions on the north side represent St. 
Matthew and St. Mark, and between them a panel of 
wheat ears with a label inscribed, " I am the Bread 
of Life;" those on the south, St. Luke and St. John, 
likewise divided by a panel of vine leaf and grapes, 
" I am the True Vine." Above them, running the 
whole length, is a dog tooth moulding. 

GUILSFIELD. 

Owing to the depth of the east window this effective 
Reredos is divided into two sections, but the two are 
united by a panelled and arcaded lower portion, which 
extends the whole breadth of the east wall. This 
panelling is itself divided into two parts, an upper and 
a lower division. The upper consists of panels with 
double arcading foliated above, and set off below with 
smaller panels of foliage, and is surmounted by a 
cornice of carved work ; the lower portion consists of 
larger panels of a linen pattern, with narrow bands of 
foliage above and below. The whole reaches from the 
floor to the level of the window cill. On the north 
side of the window, under canopied arcading, are 
statuettes of the four Greater Prophets, Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, Ezekiel and Daniel, and corresponding to 
them on the south wall are the four Great Fathers of

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the Church, SS. Jerome, Ambrose, Augustme and 
Gregory. Of these, the Prophets are represented in 
loose flowing robes, and the Fathers in ecclesiastical 
vestments. 

Isaiah has a tablet in his left hand and a pen in his 
right hand. 

Jeremiah, venerable with a flowing beard, also holds a 
pen in his upUfted right hand and a book in his 
left. 

Ezekiel is shown in the act of writing, and 

Daniel, the youngest of the four, holds in his left hand 
a scroll rolled up. 

St. Jerome, vested in cope, chesible and alb, with stole 
and maniple, wears a cardinal's hat, and holds 
in his right hand a Church, and in his left an 
open book. 

St. Ambrose, wearing a mitre and the pallium, holds a 
scourge in his right hand, and in his left a closed 
book, and on the same side a crozier. 

St. Augustine has a crozier in his right arm, and a 
book in his right hand, and in his left a heart; he 
wears a mitre, and is vested in pallium, chesuble 
and alb. 

St. Gregory, with mitre and cope, chesible and alb, 
has on his left side a cross, with two bars, and 
holds in his left hand a book, while his right hand 
is held up in benediction. 

The general efiect of this Reredos is excellent ; it not 
only takes away from the bareness of the sanctuary, 
but it is an additional ornament to the church ; which 
already possessed some excellent wood carving in its 
handsome roofs and screens. 

It has been erected at the expense of Mrs, Curling, 
of Brookland.

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LLANFECHAIN. 



The Church of Llanfechain is remarkable, though 
not unique, in having no large east window ; but in its 
stead are three narrow, round headed pre-Norman

loops, one at the apex,^ and the other two well apart 
below. The space between these is occupied by the 

^ The head of this one has in some latter alterations been made flat 
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Reredos, which consists of three divisions. The central 
and chief compartment, which measures 42in. by 25in., 
represents Our Lord on the Cross, with the kneeling 
and weeping Magdalen embracing his feet, and the 
vessel with sweet spices and ointment close at hand. 
The lowest compartment, 36in. by 24in., is sub- 
divided into a narrow central panel, with a wider one 
on each side ; all the panels are richly carved in their 
arcading and spandrels, and the side ones are charged 
with four shields, bearing the implements of the 
Passion. The uppermost section, 24in. by 12in., 
comprises a projecting three sided canopy of open 
arches, from which rises a smaller single panel, with 
the sacred monogram, " I.H.S.," and the whole is 
terminated by a Cross, as a finial. On either side is a 
lofty pillar, on which stands an angel with uplifted 
wings. 

The lowest portion is extended 18 inches in each 
direction, and stands upon a superaltar of Caen stone, 
which bears the inscription — " He that eateth My 
Flesh and drinketh My Blood dwelleth in Me and I in 
him." On either side are rich dossal hangings.^ 

The Reredos, which is of oak, was designed by Mr. 
Douglas, and executed by Mr. Griflfiths, of Chester, 
and was the gift of Miss Williams, of Bryngwyn, in 
1890. 

MONTGOMERY. 

The form and arrangement of this Reredos are 
unusual, owing to the wish to combine two memorials, 
the window and the Reredos, in one harmonious com- 
position. The window was erected in memory of David

Mechain. 
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Lloyd, Esq.,^ and this memorial to his wife, Mariamie,^ 
who was buried with him in a vault at the south west 
corner of the church. " The cill of the window, 
however, being very low, there was only sufficient 
height under it for an alabaster and marble super- 
altar shelf and retable." The subject of the memorial 
glass is the Crucifixion, which occupies the lower half 
of the window under the stone transom. The difficulty 
of erecting a Reredos, and yet not interfering with the 
window, was cleverly met by the architect^ in the 
following way : — 

"At the transom level there are carried across the 
window three depressed ogee-shaped arches, the central 
one of which includes three of its lights, and the side 
ones two lights each. These arches are richly cusped 
and carved, and they support an embattled cornice ; 
while they are in their turn supported from the 
retable by clustered piers in front both of the two 
larger mmlions, and also of the internal angles of the 
splayed recess of the window. Against these piers, 
under canopies, are figures representing the four 
Archangels, viz., St. Michael (with the cross and 
sword piercing the dragon), St. Gabriel (with the lily 
as the angel of the Annunciation), St. Raphael (with 
the pilgrim's staff and fish), and St. Uriel (with the 
scroll and book). The figures are carved in alabaster 
by Mr. Earp, of London. Above the canopies are six 
winged Seraphim, their feet resting on fiery wheels ; 
emblematical of theii* speed as God's messengers, and 
bearing scrolls on which are inscribed the *Ter 
Sanctus.' The central arch is finished with an 
alabaster finial, which represents the emblem of Our

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Lord's Sacrifice ; the Pelican in her piety (feeding her 
ofF-spring with her blood). The two wings of the 
Reredos, which cover the wall spaces on either side of 
the windows up to the transom, are treated with 
panels and canopies of Gaen stone, both richly traceried 
and carved, resting on a base and surbase of alabaster 
and red sandstone. There are four of these panels on 
either side, with a panel of greater width on each side 
of the window. All of these are filled with Venetian 
Mosaic figures in gold and coloured grounds, from the 
cartoons of Messrs. Clayton and Bell. The panels on 
the north and south splay represent respectively St. 
David and St. Margaret, the patron Saints of Wales 
and Scotland. These figiues kneel towards the 
Crucifixion, and by the side of each stands their 
guardian angel. St. David is vested in his episcopal 
vestments and has the Harp of Wales ; and St. 
Margaret has the conquered Dragon at her feet. The 
eight side panels have figures representing the four 
Evangelists and four Greater Piophets. All are 
richly treated in colours and are placed (as mosaics 
should always be) at some height above the floor. The 
idea of the whole composition is to represent, as far as 
practicable, the words in the Commonion Service, ^ With 
Angels and Archangels and all the Company of 
Heaven we laud and magnify Thy Glorious Name ; 
evermore praising Thee and saying. Holy, Holy, Holy, 
Lord God of Hosts.' "1 

TREGYNON. 

This- beautiful Reredos is wrought in Derbyshire 
alabjpister, with figures in white Italian marble. It 
extends eleven feet in length, and consists of seven 
canopied panels. The central compartment bears a 
plain Latin Cross upon a diapered and gilded back- 

f round. In niches on either side are figures of a 
neeling angel. Next to these are larger quatrefoil 
panels, with the sacred monogi*ams, "I.H.S.," and the

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" Chi Ro." At each end is a lofty shrine, with 
finely wrought canopy, containing the figures of. St. 
David, the Patron Saint of Wales, and St. Cynon, the 
local Patron, respectively. The figure of St. David 
is vested in cope, chesible and alb ^y^ith orphreys, on his 
head he wears a mitre crown, and in his left hand he 
holds a pastoral staff with the veil ; his right hand is 
raised in blessing, with the thumb and third finger 
joined after the British fashion. St. Cynon is robed in 
monastic cloak and girdle, and holds in his left hand a 
book which he is expounding. He wears the British 
tonsure, i.e., the front part of the head is bare. The 
expression is very venerable and impressive.' . The 
east wall is decorated with circular panels containing 
alternately the monogram, " I.H.S.," and the Crown, 
and is surmounted by the Agnus Dei. The whole 
harmonises with the beautiful Te Deum window, which 
has a curious history of its own, having been erected 
originally by Sir Tatton Sykes, in his beautiful new 
church at Sledmere, in Yorkshire, and afterwards taken 
out. It was bought (with others) by Lord Sudeley, 
and by him presented to Tregynon. The Reredos and 
decoration are the gift of Sir James and Lady Joicey, 
Bart., M.P., of Gregynog, and were dedicated on April 
18th, 1902. 

Besides these there are also other Reredoses, with 
little or no figure carving, and of less elaborate and 
costly character, which, nevertheless, add much to the 
adornment of the sanctuary, and some of them are 
endeared as memorials of departed friends. Such are 

Castle Caereinion, alabaster extending the whole width 
of the Sacrarium : in the centre are three square 
panels inlaid with gilded mosaics and charged 
respectively with the " Agnus Dei " and the 
sacred monograms " I.H.S." and " X.P.S."

Kerry, arcaded, of Grinshill stone, with sunk tracery 
panels, that in the centre being charged with i 
cross, executed by Mr. Roberts, of Welshpool. 

Llandrinio, of dark oak, consisting of a panel from the 
pulpit, beautifully carved and set in a framework 
of other panels designed and executed by Mr. 
Simpson Jones, of Gungrog. 

Llandysilio, " This reredos is of Caen stone, carved by 
Earp, and has in its centre a square slab of 
the dark veined marble called Rouge Royal, with 
arcaded panels on either side. Beneath is an 
inscription to the memory of M" Brewster, wife of 
the Rector (Waldegrave Brewster, 1859-1870), 
who died shortly before the church was completed. 
The legend runs * E.H.B. obdormivit in Xto, Kal. 
Apr. 1868." 1 

Llandyssil, formed of Caen stone, with alabaster panels, 
consists of three arcaded and foliated compart- 
ments, the centre inlaid with a marble cross, and 
the sides with the sacred monograms, executed by 
Mr. Sausern, of Lambeth. 

LLANIDLOES. 

This carved oak Reredos consists of five central 
panels, flanked by four others on each side. The 
central compartment bears a cross with a circle head, 
and all the arcading is carved with flamboyant tracery. 
Over the centre is a triangular finial, with two small 
ones on either side. 

LLANLLWCHALA.RN. 

Seven panels of tracery, formerly in the Parish 
Church of Welshpool, are here introduced under a 
band of carved moulding, executed by Mr. Simpson 
Jones, after a design by Pugin. It is intended to 
commemorate the reign of the late Queen Victoria.

MANAFON. 

Of oak, in five compartments, with richly carved 
tracery ; that in the centre 18in. by lOin. projects 
forward, those at the side are 12in. by lOin. Th^ whole 
is surmounted by cresting, and is in memory of the 
Rev. Thomas John Williams, of Henllys, by his wife 
Frances S. Williams, A.D. 198 (sic for 1898). 
Beneath it along the retable is the text from the older 
Reredos, '' Laudate Dominum R.P. V.P.^ Anno Domini 
1608." 

MEIPOD. 

Of old oak from carved pews and bands of vine 
leaves, and carving from the ancient Screen, placed 
here at the restoration of the church in 1872. 

POOL QUAY. 

This consists of three compartments in Caen stone^ 
the panels filled with zinc painted with texts, and a 
dog's tooth moulding along the upper part. Above 
the central division is a triangular heading set off with 
a quatrefoil. 

WELSHPOOL, ST. MARY'S. 

An arcaded Reredos wrought in alabaster, with 
panels of Irish marble, that in the centre bearing a 
cross; the gift of Lucy, Countess of Powis, on the 
restoration of the church in 1872.

This Reredos consists of a series of Romanesque 
arches beneath a triforium of similar character. The 
panels are filled with illuminations, in both English 
and Welsh, of the Creeds, Apostles, and Nicene, the 
Lord's Prayer, and the Collect for the Second Sunday 
in Advent. Beneath runs the inscription — ** In Dei 

floriam et in perpetuam memoriam Non. Nov. A.S. 
IDCCCXXXIX," to record its consecration in honour 
of the coming of age of Edward James, Viscount Clive 
(the late Earl of Powis).

THE CHURCH. 

The entrance to the church at Guilsfield is by an 
ample south porch, the archway of which seems as 
though it had been lowered and stilted during some 
alterations subsequent to its erection. Large porches, 
such as this, are found in other churches in the neigh- 
bourhood ; they form useful auxiliaries to country 
churches, serving for shelter from the inclemency of 
the weather, and bestowing dignity upon the edifice. 
Over this porch is the parvise, which is used for a 
parish room. In the porch lies a singular old oak chest, 
cut out of the solid log, bound with iron, and having a

very thick heavy lid. The illustration will give some 
idea of this interesting relic, which is of a scarce type. 
Its size is 7ft. 6in. long, 1ft. Sin. broad, and 1ft. Gin. 
deep, It is very similar in appearance to the one in 
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Clynnog church, Carnarvonshire, reputed to have 
belonged to St. Beuno, which is illustrated in the 
April number (1868) of the Arckceologia Camhrensis. 

The entrance door is extremely massive and heavy, 
made of oak, 4 inches thick, iron bound and studded 
with nails ; the hinges are fleur de lis pattern.

Look up on entering the church, and the special 
peculiarity of the church will be seen in the double 
roof The original roof spans the nave from wall 
to wall, it has a high pitch, and the principals are 
rudely ornamented by cuspings, the spaces between 
them being filled in with timber ribs, dividing them 
into squares, with the angles ornamented by pieces cut 
to a circular or cusped form, a not uncommon treat- 
ment in the roofs of churches of the 14th and 15th 
centuries. Then there is another roof or ceiling 
extending over about one half the length of the nave, 
from the east end westward, at a lower level, with a 
very much flatter pitch of the late Tudor period. The 
most interestinof features of the lower roof are bosses at 
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the intersection of the ribs, which are of good and 
varied design, and consist of interlaced circles, triangles 
and quatrefoils, and no less than one hundred and 
twenty varieties have been counted. 

The east window of five lights is of second-rate 
Perpendicular style, and has been filled with stained 
glass, by Mrs. Curling, in memory of her late husband, 
and has the following inscription : — " To the glory of 
God and in memory of William Curling, this window is 
dedicated by his Widow, A.D. 1891." The five lancets 
of the window have been filled with representations of 
the Nativity, Baptism, Crucifixion, and Ascension of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

The nave is lighted by a clerestory range of four 
foliated lights on the north side, and by three similar 
lights on the south side. On the south side of the 
church is a stained glass window of one light, with a 
figure representing "Christ the Good Shepherd." The 
figure, which is richly treated, stands upon a base of 
highly ornamental design, and is surmounted by a 
canopy of the same character. It is in memory of the 
late Miss Mytton of Garth, and was erected by the 
parishioners. The nave piers are very peculiar, both 
as regards their plans and the lines of their cap and 
base mouldings, and at first sight suggest the idea that 
they have been pared down from piers of larger 
dimensions and of an earlier date, the arches are 
crippled. If these and the piers belong to the same 
period as the constructional roof of the church, it 
IS evident that at Guilsfield the art of carpentry was 
then much better understood than the art of masonry. 
At the west end there is a massive and interesting 
embattled tower, with strong angular buttresses at its 
corners, surmounted by a dwarf spire covered with 
wooden shingles. The ascent to the belfry is by a 
narrow spiral stone staircase, built in the waU of the 
tower. 

The Bells are in good condition, and consist of the 
large bell with inscription, ** May all I summon to the 
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grave eiiioy everlasting bliss;*' the second bell, "Thomas 
KudhaU founder 1781," and the third, "T R 1782." 

The clock in the tower has the inscription, " Be 
diligent Night cometh." 

The timber in the roof over the south aisle (where 
formerly there was a gallery) contains some grotesque 
figures, owls, ^ and other devnces carved on the faces 
of the principals. 

The Font, which is stone, has some curious heraldic 



figures carved on 
its alternate 
panels, and on the 
three alternate 
faces of the splay 
beneath are a 
fleur de lis, a 
rose and a cross.

the Church once 
said, " quaintly 
queer." There 
were scarcely two 
pews parallel or 
at right angles 
the one to the 
other.

a stout farmer and his 
wife used to sit facing each other in a very small pew 
upon seats as narrow as a knife board, while one or 
two pews were as large as a good sized room." The 
Garth pew contained an open fire place. The illustra- 
tions are taken from photographs of a model of the 
inside of the church. The model is in the possession 
of Mrs. Naylor of Leighton, who kindly allowed the 
photographs to be taken. The aisles in some parts 
were little more than two feet wide, meandering 
amongst pews and describing triangles, rhomboids and 
irregular polygons in their course.

History of the parish of GiriLSFiELD. 
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Formerly, there were seven dormer windows ^ on the 
south side, peculiar for their domestic character. 
Similar gables have existed in other churches in the 
neighbourhood, as at Llanyblodwel, and one, dated

1619, at Llansantffraid church, is mentioned in Vol. 
IV. of these Collections, page 100. The uncertainty 
as to the period at which these features were first 
introduced into ecclesiastical architecture renders such 
of them as bear dates especially interesting. The 
dormers at Guilsfield have vanished, but they probably 
belonged to the same period as the one at Llansant- 
ffraid ; i.e.,, early in the seventeenth century. 

On Thursday, 7th August, 1879, the church 
was re-opened after having undergone thorough

we cannot help heaving a sigh, when we think of the 
picturesque dormer windows, now no more, and all the 
old oak re-placed by new. 

The sides of the tower, nave, north and south aisles, 
porch and parvise, were all restored. The two 
galleries that formerly existed in the church were 
removed. All the old oak pews were entirely removed, 
and replaced by modern oak, carved open seats. The 
principal window in the chancel was renewed, and a 
new three-light window was put in the east end of the 
south aisle, and another new window in the south- 
west end of the south aisle. 
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The roofs were renewed. The new portions of the 
tower included the battlements and pinnacles, which 
were restored, as much of the old material as could be 
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utilised being used. The main entrance at the "south 
porch was enclosed with new wrought-iron framed 
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gates. Whitland Abbey slates were used for the roof. 
The aisles and chancel were laid with Godwin's 
encaustic tiles. An entirely new carved oak Rood 
Screen, about 15ft. high, was erected, and screens were

erected in the north and south aisles of the chancel, in 
which a considerable portion of old carved work was 
re-placed. The re-produced designs give some idea of 
the delicacy of the tracery of five of the old panels. 

The choir seats were placed in the chancel and the 
organ in the north chancel aisle. A new pulpit stands 
just outside the chancel, of carved oak, with panels, 
buttresses and pinnacles, and is in five compartments, 
in four of which are carved figures of the four evan- 
gelists, and in the centre one Our Saviour, the top of 
each being suimounted in the cornice by cherubs 
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with extended wings. The whole of this beautiful 
work of art stands upon a handsome Mansfield stone 
pedestal. The old plaster was removed from the walls 
and pillars, the walls being re-plastered and the pillars 
remaining plain. The old font was restored and re- 
moved to the west end, near the door. 



NOTES ON THE STRUCTURE OF THE CHURCH 

By MR. WALTER MILLARD, A.R.I.B.A. 
lUuatrated by a Oround Plan and Section, 



THE CHURCH OF ST. AELHAIARN, GUILSFIELD. 

The Church of St. Aelhaiarn, Guilsfield, as we see it 
now, is a structure mainly of the 14th century, and stands 
to-day apparently very much as it did some 500 years 
ago in all essentials of general shape and size, height 
of walling and pitch of roof The building — its tower 
excepted — has come down to us, too, from that time 
without having received any later extensions or 
structural re-arrangements of plan, such as we find in 
the majority of our old churches, indicating expansion 
and outgrowth to meet special requirements. In 
consequence of its having remained till now unaltered 
in its main lines, for so long a period, this is a less 
difficult edifice to read than naany another that might be 
mentioned — than, for example, St. Mary's, Welshpool,^ 
or St. Oswald's, Oswestry. At the same time it is 
architecturally by no means unworthy of being named 
with such structures as these ; but its life-history as a 
building, since the 14th century, happens to have 
been different from theirs, and, we may say, uneventful 
by comparison. Whilst they, from that time onwards, 
have undergone various modifications to meet changing 
needs and ideas, clear evidence of which is afforded in 
the structures themselves, Guilsfield church seems to

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have by then completed its process of expansion, and to 
have needednothing further in the way of enlargement or 
material alteration from those days to these — saving the 
erection of south and west galleries, now removed. 
Herein may, possibly, be found a slight clue to some 
local history. For, evidently, in the 14th century, a 
need must have been felt and responded to in the 
parish for the piovision of church accommodation on 
a scale that has practically sufficed for all time since ; 
and, as we shall see, there is fair ground for supposing 
that this provision was a very considerable advance on 
anything previously existing on the site. Such provision 
of accommodation by increase of size and dignity in a 
Parish Church at a particular period seems to point 
unmistakably to a certain measure of prosperity in the 
neighbourhood at the time, whilst the non-disturbance 
subsequently of the general arrangements then made 
may lead us to infer that no higher tide of prosperity 
has ever risen in the place since. 

Conclusive internal evidence that the existing main 
structure Is — as stated — of the 14 th century, is 
afforded by its ai'cliitectural forms and features, by the 
general character of its details, and by the profiles of 
mouldings employed consistently throughout. But, 
as to the previous history of the building, before the 
execution of tliis 14th century work, structural 
evidence is comparatively slight of course ; though, 
perhaps, not so entirely lacking as might at first sight 
appear. Even were it entirely wanting, however, 
we could scarcely fail to assume the existence of a 
church on this site before the 14th century — 
conBiderinf^ the documentary evidence and the great 
improbability of the site of the church having been 
changed at that particular period. With regard to the 
pre-existence here of such a building, and the possibility 
even of some portions of it remaming still in situ, I 
have to put forward the following theory : — 

On reference to the Plan, it may be observed that 
the western tower is narrower than the existin<T nave. 
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and at the same time out of centre with it, showing 
pretty clearly that they are not contemporary works. 
I conjecture, from internal evidence, that the tower is 
the earlier in date ; that, in reality, it remains to us 
from an older church swept away in the 14th century 
by the men who built virtually the whole of the present 
building standing eastward of this tower. The fact of 
the tower being the earlier in date would in itself go to 
prove the existence of an earlier nave also, in connection 
with it ; since a tower alone on this site, without its 
church, is inconceivable. What manner of building 
this older nave might have been is, perhaps, worth 
some slight consideration, however little evidence we 
have to go upon, seeing that its existence would not at 
all improbably have aifected to some extent the setting 
out and even the working out of our fine fabric of the 
14th century. 

The plan of the church in the adjoining parish 
of Meifod shows us a western tower set centrally, as 
to its axis from west to east, with a nave only a trifle 
wider than itself, evidently all early in date. Assuming 
a nave ot earlier date than the 14th century for 
Guilsfield, with its southern wall occupying the Ime of 
the present main wall and arcade on the south side, 
and with its corresponding north wall equidistant from 
the central axis of the tower, we should get a structure 
of just about the same width — viz., 18ft. — ^as that at 
Meifod, and as that at Llanfechain' also, another 
church of the district that aifords a good parallel; 
showing, as it does, a building apparently not later 
than, say, the middle of the 1 2th century, and not, like 
Meifod, expanded by aisles, but having remained all 
complete in the circuit of its walls from then till now ; 
a church of long and narrow proportion, under a 
continuous roof, and without any structural division 
marking off chancel from nave. Just such a building 
as this might very well have occupied at Guilsfield the

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position I have conjectured, indicated by dotted lines on 
the Plan and Section ; and if of the same length as the 
two above-mentioned examples — ^which happen to agree 
almost exactly both in their length and width — its east 
wall would have come only a few feet short of the 
existing termination of the church at that end. I 
have even ventured to suggest on the Plan, by black 
tint,^ that portions of the south wall of such an early 
church may still actually remain in situ, at least 
towards the base of the walling, undistuibed and 
incorporated in the new building by the masons of the 
14th century, when they carried out at the church 
their great work of, what I take to be, reconstruction 
and extension. 

This earlier and smaller edifice, long and low, as 

Llanfechain has always remained, might, like that 

example, have originally carried at its western end a 

little timber bell-turret of primitive type; until, 

perhaps, some time late in the 12th, or early in the 

13th century, the present tower — that is, the main 

body of it — came to be erected, doubtless for the 

reception of bells. That approximate date I assign to 

the body of the tower mainly on the strength of the 

design of the arched heads and jambs to the internal 

faces of the openings on its ground story. Whether 

these date from the 1 3th century or from the last 

quarter of the 12th they remain apparently the earliest 

pieces of architectural evidence in the whole building 

by which to assign any approximate date to existing 

work therein. The head to the small staircase door is 

semi-circular, with chamfered edge, whilst those to the 

entrance archway and the western window are ot 

1 This conjectural early work, tinted black on the Plan, is there 
assigned to the 12th century on the analogy of that at Llanfechain. 
The height of the supposed walls, shown on the cross section, is also 
taken from the same example. It would be interesting to learn 
whether, during the laying of the present floor of the church, in 1879,^ 
any trace was met with of foundations to north and south walls where 
one might expect to find them — as indicated on the Section. 
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pointed form and square-edged. I certainly think they 
are sufl&ciently marked in character to warrant the 
conjecture that the body of the tower is earher than the 
present nave. The nave to which this tower would, in 
such case, have originally belonged might, of course, 
conceivably have been contemporary with it ; that is, 
of some date subsequent to A.D. 1175 — about the 
earliest possible for these arched heads of pointed form 
— ^but, if it actually corresponded with the Llanfechain 
example, which has semi-circular arches over all its 
original openings, then it must have been of still earlier 
date than 1175, and the tower must have been a 
subsequent addition to it, as I suggest by shading on 
the plan. In which case, then, this tower would aiford 
the first instance we find in the building of the process 
of expansion to be carried, it seems, so much further 
later on. I venture still further to conjecture that the 
tower was built a foot or so clear away from the 
west wall of the original nave, thereby avoiding 
disturbance in the church itself until just the final 
operation of removing this old west wall and joining up 
came to be performed. 

It will be convenient at this point, whilst departing 
from strict chronological sequence in the main building, 
to try and complete the story of the tower. In taking 
the arched heads and jambs of the ground story 
internal wall-faces to indicate late 12th or early 13th 
century date, one is confronted with the fact of all the 
external openings of the tower, its two small angle 
buttresses, and even the plinth, showing themselves 
unmistakably as 15th century work, or quite late 14th 
at least — ^later, that is, than all the mam body of the 
church. This serious discrepancy between the dates 
for the inside and the outside faces of the tower I 
would account for by the supposition that, early in the 
15th century or thereabout, the whole exterior of the 
tower was cased over with new masonry, as marked by 
cross-ha.tching on the plan ; and, furthermore, that the 
present belfry stage, where the walls are thinned on 
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the inside face, was probably then entirely constructed 
together with its battlemented parapet and the tunber 
spirelet. The junction between the thin outer casing 
of masonry and the original body of thick walling shows 
— as I read it — in the western window-head, just inside 
the glazing-plane, and again in the head of the ringing 
chamber window, a story higher. The added bulk and 
the dignified aspect hereby given to the tower would 
be only appropriate and, indeed, quite called for after 
the erection of the great 14th century nave, with 
its clerestory and high roof. To the story of this nave 
we must now return. 

Still assuming the existence of the long, narrow 
church of early date — say, of the first half the 12th 
century — ^let us note the possible solution of the 
problem of largely adding to the accommodation 
afforded by it. Whatever might happen folks would 
not in those days — of all times — have been likely to 
give up the use of their church for any such lengthy 
period as would be needed for an entire re-building, 
which appears to have taken place. It is even 
improbable that they would have put up with any 
avoidable cessation whatever of the regular church 
services. Nor need they have done so in this case 
if the conjecture as to the smaller church, of early 
date, be at all near the mark. According to the lines 
of walls on the plan and section, copied to scale 
from those of Llanfechain, but representing seemingly 
the typical form and standard size for early- 
churches throughout the district,^ it can be seen that 
the whole of the north side of the existing church, 
with its arcade and aisle, might have been built 
and finished complete, and, for that matter, the east

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wall of the chancel as well, before a stone of the 
older church would necessarily be touched. The 
openings of the arcade could then be boarded up 
temporarily, and the new north aisle used, to go 
on with, for service whilst the southern side of the 
nave, in its turn, was being dealt with next to 
correspond more or less with the northern. Then, too, 
the south aisle and porch would be built and roofed in ; 
and finally the handsome high roof, continuous from 
end to end, would be framed across the main span 
of the now widened church, some 25ft. from wall 
to wall instead of — say — 1 8ft. as before. Indeed, it looks 
almost as though it might have been possible for this 
new roof to be thrown across before the removal of the 
old one below — by a little contrivance for the 
temporary support of this latter on the south side — in 
which case the services could have gone on almost 
uninterruptedly. Such a course of re-building may 
have had something to do with the spacing of the 
piers and arches of the south arcade not truly opposite 
to the corresponding ones on the north side. 

Thereupon the building would stand complete in its 
main structure, much as we see it now. No further 
lengthening nor widening has taken place since, no 
chantry chapels have been tacked on by wealthy 
or influential founders, and no costly enlargements 
or reconstructions have been undertaken by the 
parishioners or others. Its growth ceased early in the 
15th century or thereabout, when, as I make out, the 
tower was increased in bulk by external casing, raised 
to its present height, and finished with battlemented 
parapet and short timber spire. Here, then, the story 
might end, as an outline sketch, but that the building 
will repay closer examination in detail, and that there 
remain several points of archaeological interest to 
notice. 

Two characteristics appertaining to the body of the 
present Church, apart from the tower, may not 
unreasonably be attiibuted to the force of local 
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tradition, viz., the unbroken continuity of the building 
from west tower to east end without any structural 
feature in the nature of a chancel arch, and the entire 
absence of buttresses on the exterior. As a matter of 
fact, the assumed earlier church, if it were really of 
the same type as the still existing early example of 
Llanfechain and others in the district, would itself have 
been, as they are, devoid of chancel arch and of original 
buttresses. At any rate, we see that the men who 
carried out our 14th century structure dispensed with 
such features in it, though these were in every-day 
use, in Church building-work of the time, in other 
districts ; and their procedure is not likely to have 
been without definite cause, such as might have been 
afibrded by the influence of pre-existing work of a 
particular type. As already mentioned, it seems clear 
enough from the evidence of the actual work, from the 
shaping of its details and mouldings and from its 
general architectural character, that, as it stands, the 
entire body of the church, with its aisles and porch, 
could have been done only within the limits of the 14th 
century ; but at what particular date in that century 
is not quite so easy to determine. The arcades, with 
their swelling wave-like profile of arch and pier 
moulding, so characteristic of the first half of the 14th 
century, would of themselves suggest a date before 
the middle of this century. Yet, on the other hand, 
the design and detail of all the windows, both in aisles 
and clerestory, are almost decisively later than the year 
A.D. 1350, and these, certainly, are not subsequent 
insertions in their walls, as are the great east window 
of the chancel, and that terminating the south aisle. 
In spite of this, again, the roofs throughout, which 
could hardly have been put on till all these side 
windows were built, exhibit in their framing forms and 
details that one would be inclined to associate rather 
with the first half of the century than with the second. 
These discrepancies seem to point to a somewhat 
prolonged period of building operations ; and, seeing 
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that this appears, from the internal evidence, likely to 
have extended from some time before the middle of the 
century until a decade or two after that, we are driven 
to suspect an actual stoppage of the works for a time, 
when these had already proceeded so far as the erection 
of the arcade on one side of the church at least. 
As the cause of such a stoppage of work what is more 
probable than the great scourge of the Black Death, 
which swept over the country in 1348-9, destroying a 
large proportion of the population and thereby dislocating 
for a period all business and industry ? How it affected 
this neighbourhood in particular may, or may not, be 
on record ; we know, at any rate, that Shrewsbury was 
desolated by the plague in 1349. 

The following rough idea as to the possible course of 
the work in this church would approximately fit the 
facts of the structure. Supposing that, by — say — 
1345, a general scheme for enlarging the then existing 
building had been decided on, the design of this as 
regards main shapes and sizes could thereupon be 
determined, and the method of procedure with the 
work arranged. The north arcade might then be 
built, in accordance with this design, clear of the still 
standing church of earlier date — as already suggested 
— and at the same time the foundations of the aisles 
and of the east end might be put in, all without any 
interference with the continued use of the church ; 
always supposing this to have stood as conjectured 
and as indicated by dotted lines on the Plan and 
Section. The main walls being thus set out on the 
ground the preparation of the timbers for the roofing 
could be at once proceeded with, to suit the different 
spans ; and if the builders were wise they would have 
this latter work put in hand as soon as ever the spans 
were determined, to allow good time for any shrinkage 
to take place before framing up. Hence the carpentry 
design in the roofs, at any rate in the main span where 
long timbers would be needed, might well be as early in 
date as that of the masonry in the arcades. 

K 
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Whether the south arcade was executed at about 
the same time as that on the opposite side, or whether 
it was done some time subsequently, and, contrary to 
usage, then made to match with it in detail, may be a'n 
oj)en question. In the first case our conjectural church 
of early date could scarcely have entirely escaped 
disturbance, in regard to its continuous use ; but this 
might be minimized, as will be seen. In the second 
case the execution of this south arcade might have been 
deferred until such time as the north aisle was ready 
for use temporarily as a church, that is, until its side 
windows were built. But, these matching with those 
in the clerestory, appear, from their design and detail, 
to be hardly earlier in possible date than — say — from 
1365 to 1375. This looks like a total stoppage in the 
course of the work of some 20 years or so, at least, 
between the building of the arcade and the clerestory 
above it. Yet, until the clerestory was built neither 
the main roof nor even the aisle roof could very well be 
put on. The prepared timbers might thus have had 
plenty of time for shrinkage before being pinned 
together and set in position. May there not be 
something in this to account for their having stood in 
such good condition for five centuries and more ? Very 
probably the trees would have been felled first of all, 
even before the ground plan was laid out, and the 
width of the main span have been actually determined 
by the length of timber available for the tie beams 
upon \N hich security "^depended. Then, knowing exactly 
how wide a span they could roof in without risk — and 
they would hardly begin without this knowledge — the 
builders might set out their walls accordingly and 
build with confidence, little dreaming of the Pestilence 
that was coming to stop short all work. 

At whatever time the south arcade was executed, it 
certainly looks as though our supposed early church 
was still standing then and preventing the builders 
from sighting clearly across to the corresponding new 
work on the opposite side. Otherwise the openings 
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would hardly have been set out as they are, not truly 
opposite to one another on each side, yet spaced at 
exactly the same respective distances apart. For, as 
we may find by scaling on the Plan, their setting-out 
dimensions all agree, measuring back along each side 
westward from each eastern corner of the chancel ; the 
reason for the piers and openings, nevertheless, coming 
not opposite to their corresponding features on the 
other side of the church being that the east end itself 
of the chancel has got skewed a little out of square, 
apparently owing to faulty setting-out of its north- 
east angle. This being made a trifle greater than a 
right angle throws the southern angle a little further 
out to the east, making it at the same time rather 
more acute than a right angle. All the same, from 
this latter corner of the chancel the masons would seem 
to have carefully measured back for the spacing of the 
openings on the south side, to agree with those on the 
north, marking them perhaps on the outer face of the 
yet standing wall of the earlier church, and never 
doubting that they would appear truly opposite to the 
con esponding openings on the north side when the old 
building came to be cleared away. Supposing this 
work on the south side to have been set out and begun 
nearly contemporaneously with that on the north we 
can imagine the builders proceeding very cautiously 
with it, to avoid undue disturbance of the church then 
in use, dealing with not merely one opening at a time, 
but indeed with only one pier or one respond at a time. 
A single vertical slit cut in the old wall would suflSce 
for a single pier or respond of wrought stone to be 
built therein complete, ready to receive its arch ; and 
thus, one by one, these could be all built, each in its 
assigned position, the intervening walling still remain- 
ing in situ until such time as the arches had been 
turned, the aisle covered in, and perhaps even the new 
nave itself had received its great roof, whose tie beams 
might quite conceivably— ^as before suggested, and as 
shown on the cross Section — have cleared the apex of 
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the roof that still covered the earlier and humbler edifice 
below. By such means the body of the church may 
actually have never for a day lacked a roof over it 
since quite early times, centuries perhaps before 
the roof that now covers it was ever dreamt of. 
Whatever the real course of the masons' work may have 
been, the existing roofing is so evidently one fairly con- 
tinuous work, from end to end, over the whole building, 
as to render it pretty clear that the walling must 
finally have been all brought up nearly together to a 
finish, ready to receive its ourden. 

For the confirmation or the refutation of the above 
suppositions as to the possible course of the work 
documentary evidence, if available, might come in with 
effect. So far conjecture has necessarily entered a 
good deal into the telling of the story. It now remains 
to note various points in the actual structure a little 
more in detail ; and this may involve rather less of a 
call upon the imagination. 

The arcades, consisting of massive columns and 
responds with squat and rudely shaped capitals, carry- 
ing moulded arches built in two orders or rings, strike 
one as having been wrought by men little skilled 
indeed in giving refinement or high finish to their 
handiwork, but very much in earnest about it notwith- 
standing. Doubtless they would be local craftsmen, 
perhaps carrying into execution a design based upon 
some finer and more important example elsewhere, the 
orthodox details of the day suffering a little in their 
rendering at the hands of the masons in this rather 
out-of-the-way village. Still, thanks to the scale of the 
building, and the use in it of large stones, as large 
apparently as could be procured, the interior possesses 
a simple dignity, one might almost say an impressive- 
ness of its own that strikes one on entering ; an 
impressiveness that we may miss in many an es^ample 
of church -building larger in actual size but leaner in 
aspect. Nor is the exterior wanting in a certain 
distinction combined with quiet repose. With what- 
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ever interest we may regard the structure as a subject 
for archseological study, we must respect it also as a 
consistently complete building, well devised for its 
purpose; and our respect will not be weakened by the 
reflection that this building remains to-day the greatest 
piece of building- work done in the village, or, strictly 
speaking, the " township," for the past 500 years and 
more. 

But, if the work of these 14th century masons must 
be pronounced unskilled and rude of its kind, a like 
verdict can scarcely be passed on that of the carpenters. 

The lean-to aisle roofs differ in their design as they 
do in span. That over the north aisle, which is the 
narrower, viz., about 10ft. 6in. in span, has its 
principals framed on the idea of strutting up under 
the middle purlin, where most strain comes, and 
thereby transmitting some of the weight directly back 
to the main piers instead of leaving it all to tend 
towards producing side thrust on the unbuttressed 
outer wall of the aisle. When, perhaps a little later, 
the carpenters came to frame the south aisle principals, 
to a wider span, viz., about 12ft., they designed them 
with a horizontal collar piece, to act to some extent as 
a tie against outward spreading. In both instances 
they helped out the construction, and at the same time 
invested the bare lines of it with shapely form, by 
means of variously curved gusset pieces all cunningly 
tenoned and pinned into their adjoining timbers ; 
thereby strengthening very materially the important 
joints, and helping to make the whole structure 
-^ homogeneous. A very slight hollowing out here and 
thei-e of the main timbers, insufficient to really weaken 
them, but just enough to produce the forms of simple 
and shallow cusping in the open spaces of the framing, 
completed the design. 

JThe -high roof over the main span affords an 
illustration of what may be made out of the primitive, 
tie beam mode of construction, up to such a width as 
25ft. As mentioned above, the length of timber avail- 
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able for these tie beams, which must be at least 30ft. in 
total length, may quite possibly have governed the laying 
out of the whole building. They serve as ties, not only 
to the roof timbers, but, doubtless, also to the walls on 
which they bear. It is true that they have not 
sufficed to prevent the north clerestory wall, with the 
arcade beneath it, from bulging outwards . at one 
point — a defect due, as likely, to weak foundations as to 
anything else — but they may have helped to keep the 
wall in position after the first movement which, if the 
foundations were at fault, would almost certainly have 
taken place soon after execution. We have been 
assuming that this north arcade was built out on new 
ground, and that the south arcade, which has kept 
upright, stood on the line of the old south wall, 
perhaps on its still existing foundations ; a possible 
explanation of their different behaviour. 

However this may be, the roofs remam to us a 
masterpiece of skilful design and workmanship ; exactly 
fitted as they are for their position and purpose, any- 
thing but heavy in appearance — graceful even in their 
lines — yet of such strength to endure stress and strain 
that for all these years they have stood well, doing 
their work, and, havmg received due attention and 
repair, look equal to still doing this work for many 
years to come. Their builders must have found material 
to hand, without stint, in the forest oaks of the neigh- 
bourhood ; for it was yet some centuries before the 
timber wealth of Montgomeryshire came to be so heavily 
drawn upon to meet the over-mastering needs of the 
British Navy. The outer covering of the roofs, no 
doubt, has been renewed more than once. We know 
that the present Whitland Abbey slates replace the 
small black slates of the district, shown in the illustra- 
tion [on p. 129, at the commencement of Part 1.]; but 
originally, we may surmise, nothing less valuable than 
good lead (obtainable at no vast distance away) would 
have been counted worthy to cover so fine a work of 
carpentry — thick, cast lead, that would bleach to a hue 



i 
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of the softest silver-grey ; thanks partly to the very 
impurities in it, silver itself among them, which the 
smelters were too unskilled or too careless to extract. 

In connection with the roofs, there still remains to 
notice one of the most striking features of the Intel ior, 
viz., the enriched wooden ceiling, of 240 panels, extend- 
ing over more than half the central area of the 
church. It would be interesting to determine at what 
date this was added beneath the 14th century roof; 
for it can hardly be contemporary with the latter. 
Judging from its mouldings and the carved bos^ses that 
adorn this ceiling in such profusion, one might expect 
to find the date of its execution within a century of 
that of the roof itself It is carried on the earlier tie 
beams and, as shown on the Cross Section, instead of 
being made perfectly flat it rakes up from tlie w^all- 
plates to the centre in two gentle slopes of just so 
much rise as the depth of ihe cambered tie beam will 
permit, the panels being all neatly fitted in to fill the 
space from beam to beam, however irregular this be- 
comes towards the east end of the cliurch — as indicated 
on the Plan — owinor to the wall here beini; built out of 
square. So sumptuous a work of art as this ceiling, 
with its carving and colouring — a glorified canopy, as 
it were — must have been the outcome of a desire to 
add richness and dignity to the chancel tliat it covers. 
Its further extension westward over one bay of the nave 
M'ould be for the purpose of overshadowing also the rood- 
loft and the two nave altars, which mast probably 
'would stand in front of the rood screen on eitlier hand 
of the central doors in it opening to the chancel. Tlie 
position of this rood screen may be marked by the 
modern chancel screen, whilst its ap[)roximate height 
is determined by taking the sill of the upper opening 
of the rood stairs as about the level of the loft or 
gallery, of some width, which would be carried on the 
top of the screen and appioached by the still existing 
steps through the thickness of the north arcade wall^ 
as the Cross Section shows. The front of this rood- 
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gallery, overhanging towards the nave, would very- 
likely be panelled and enriched with painting. High 
above all, raised on a beam or suspended from the 
ceiling, would appear the Rood itself — the Crucifix, 
without which no church would be complete.

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THE ASSOCIATION FOR THE PROSECUTION 
OF FELONS. 

WELSHPOOL. 
By CHARLES E. HOWELL. 



In searching through the old records of our town and 
neighbourhood we are led to the conclusion that the 
Welshpool of days gone by was quite as much " up-to- 
date " as we find it at the present time. This appears 
from the interest evidently taken by the well-to-do 
tradesmen and inhabitants of the ancient Borough in 
the matter of '* self-preservation," or as it may be 
termed, " provident circumspection." 

Up to the year 1826 the expenses attending prose- 
cutions ior felony, &c., were not provided for, but by 
the Criminal Law Act (7 Geo. IV., c. 64, s. 22) these 
costs were to be borne by the public. 

Prior to this enactment, however, our worthy 
predecessors formed ** The Association for the Prose- 
cution of Felons," and it may be interesting to refer to 
the Rules and Regulations of this time honoured, 
though now obsolete institution, datiiijo: from February, 
1807. 

In the formation of the Society the quaint preamble 
to the Rules and Regulations runs as follows : — 

Whereas several horses, sheep, and other cattle have been 
stolen, and frequent burglaries, felonies, and larcenies of 
various kinds committed in the parish of Pool and its neigh- 
bourhood, and the offenders have often escaped justice for 
want of immediate pursuit and effectual prosecution 
Therefore we whose names are hereunto subscribed Do agree 
to form ourselves into a society and to raise and maintain 
a fund for the prosecution of all such offences committed 
against the property of either of us.

And we do hereby entifage to each other that the following 
shall be the articles and Regulations for the Establishment 
and Government of this Society. 

Rules. 

1. That this Society shall be known by the name of the 
WeWt Pool Assoc Uitimi for Prosecuting FeloTis ; and that 
every Person or Persons who shall hereafter commit any kind 
of Felony or depredation on the person or property of any of 
the subscribers in any place whatsoever within the distance of 
Five miles from the siiid Town of Pool, (such distance to 
commence and be taken from the Cross Pump in the said 
Town) and not elsewhere, or who shall be suspected to have so 
done, shall be pursued, apprehended, and prosecuted at the 
joint expense of the Members of this Society. 

2. That all Persons who shall knowingly receive any goods 
stolen from any of the subscribers hereto, or who shall conceal 
or comnound any Felony committed within the district 
aforesaid on the property ot any of the subscribers shall be 
prosecuted at the expense of this Societv. 

3. That Robert Griffiths Esq. be and he is hereby appointed 
Treasurer of this Society and each subscriber shall, at the 
time of his subscribing, my into the hands of the Treasurer 
any sum not less than Ten shillings and sixpence towards 
establishing a fund for the benefit ot this undertaking and the 
same, as well as all other sums hereafter to be and become a 
part of such fund or stock shall be applied towards the 
defraying and paying all charges and expenses which shall 
have been incurred on account of this Society, and that Mr. 
James Thomas, Mr. Thomas Bo wen, Mr. Henry Owen, Mr. 
Thomas Clarke and Mr. Edward Pugh. Members of this 
Society, be and they are hereby appointed a Committee 
for managing the affairs of this Society and transacting all 
business relative to it from this time until the first General 
Annual Meeting and that a Book shall be kept by the 
Treasurer in which shall be entered the Receipts and 
Disbursements of the said Society, and Minutes of the 

•Proceedings of the Society and thei/ Committee for the time 
being: And that Mr. Pryce Owen be the Secretary whose 
business it shall be to enter all the Resolutions and Proceedings 
of the Society and the Committee for the time being, which 
Books as aforesaid shall be submitted to the inspection and 
perusal of the subscribers or any of them at all reasonable times. 

4. That if it shall appear to the Committee, on examination 
of the Treasurer's accounts, that more money is wanted than 
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at the time of such examination shall remain in the hands of 
the Treasurer, the Committee shall and may and they or 
a major part of them are hereby empowered to demand by a 
written order under their hands such further sum of money 
from each of the subscribers as they shall think necessary. 

5. That if an)r subscriber shall refuse or neglect to pay his 
or her subscription within seven days after a demand made 
thereof by the Treasurer or some other person authorised 
by him to receive the same, such person shall not be entitled 
to any benefit from this Society until such subscription money 
shall be paid : and if upon a second demand being made 
as aforesaid (such second demand not being made within 
fourteen days after the first demand) such person or persons 
shall refuse or neglect to pay his or her subscription money, 
the person so refusing or neglecting shall be excluded the 
benetit of this Society. 

6. That if any Person or Persons commit or perpetrate 
any murder, manslaughter, burglary, felony or larceny upon 
or of the body, house, cattle, goods or chattels of any member, 
or shall enter into any combination or conspiracy to commit 
any such murder, ifec, or shall forcibly or wrongfully and 
maliciously and without the consent of the owner or person 
chiefly entrusted with the care thereof cut or break down, bark, 
burn, destroy, damage or carry away any timber tree or 
trees likely to become timber or the tops or other part thereof: 
or shall go into the woods underwoods or wood grounds of any 
member and there cut top lop or spoil, split down damage or 
destroy or carry and convey away any kind of wood 
underwood poles, or shall cut down destroy take carry 
or convey away any hollies thorns or quicksets grow- 
ing or being therein: Or shall break open, throw down, 
level or destroy any hedges, gates, posts, stiles, rails, fences, 
ditches, banks or inclosures of any such woods or wood 
grounds, or shall break or cut an}^ other hed^e, pales, rails or 
fence belonging to any member within the district aforesaid : 
or shall steal any gate pole or rail or any ironwork belonging 
thereto ; or shall dig, pull, or take up any fruit tree in any 
orchard garden or elfrewhcre : or plucK up spoil or destroy or 
take and carry away any root or shrub out of the fields, 
nurseries, gardens or other ciiltivated lands, or rob any orchard 
or garden, or steal or take away or maliciously pull up or 
destroy any turnips, potatoes, cabbages, parsnips, beans, peas 
or carrots growing or being in any garden, lanas, or grounds, 
open or enclosed belonging to any Member within the said 
district without his or her consent : or if the servant of any 
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Meinher shall unlawfully and without authority sell barter give 
away or embezzle his or her Master's or Mistress's coals, lime, 
hay or straw fodder corn jL^rain or other property In every 
such case the offenders or whoever shall be reasonably 
susj>o(tod to be so and also such of his her or their accomplices 
as shall be liable to punishment shall upon the requisition of 
the [>arty injured or agi^rieved be prosecuted with vigour and 
effect by and at the expense of this Society. 

7. That when any bullock, horse, sheep, pig, or any other 
beast or cattle, or any other goods or chattels, belonging to any 
Member within the said District shall be feloniously stolen, or 
be lost and reasonably supposed to be stolen, and driven or 
carried away, the owner is empowered to go or send in pursuit 
immediately, and also i^ive notice to the Treasurer, Secretary, 
or either of the Committee, and therein particularly describe 
the cattle, goods, or chattels, lost as well as can be recollected 
and also the person or persons suspected to have stolen 
the siime. 

8. That the Treasurer, Secretary or either of the Committee 
upon notice given them of any such offences, as aforesaid, 
are empowered immediately to cause proper advertisements to 
l)e printed published and dispersed, and to dispatch such 
persons as tney shall think proper in pursuit of such lost 
property, and suspected person or persons. And that the 
Treasurer pay all costs charges and expenses attending the 
pursuit apprehending, and prosecuting all such offenders out 
of the Fund of this Society. 

9. That the Committee from time to time issue advertise- 
ments, proclamations, insert. the names of subscribers, and also

10. That if any Member removes his place of abode above 
five miles distance from the town of Pool and having no real or 
personal property within this district, he loses the benefit of 
this Society. 

11. That the personal representatives, widow, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of any deceased Member who shall occupy the 
same premises as the deceased did at the time of his or 
her decease be admittted as a Member of this Society on 
paying the same subscription as his or her predecessor. 

12. That it any subscriber to this Society on whose person or

13. Tnat if at any time any horse mare or gelding, 
or any horned cattle or other live stock the property 
of any subscriber shall be missing and supposea to 
be stolen, and upon search and pursuit the same shall be 
found to be strayed only then and in such cases the owner 
of such cattle shall pay the expenses of such search and that 
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ill all Ciises the Socioty's expenses shall be confined to such 
property ivs is stolen only. 

14. That a General Meeting of the subscribei's shall be held 
annually at The Oak Inn in the town of Pool on the 3rd day of 
March at 12 o'clock in the forenoon except it shall happen on 
a Sunday or Monday, and in case it shall happen on either of 
those davs, then upon the Tuesday following. — At which 
Annual Meeting the Members of this Society shall dine 
together ; the accounts shall be inspected and examined ; and 
also the state of the Fund ; and a new Treasurer Secretary and 
Committee for the year ensuing shall be nominated, and also 
to transact all matters and things necessary for the better 
conducting the business of the Society until the next Annual 
Meeting; and at the same time to enter into fresh subscriptions 
(if necessary) at which time any one may decline, being a 
Member, paying his proportion of such expenses as may have 
been incurred, and lea\ing such money as he may have paid 
and remains then unexpended for the use of the Society. 
And at which General Meeting the accounts of the Treasurer 
shall be audited and settled by the subscribers present, and the 
Books together with the money in the hands of the Treasurer 
shall be delivered to and paid over to the new elected 
Treasurer. 

15. That any five or more Members of this Society shall 
have power by writing under their hands to order the Secretary 
to call a special General Meeting of this Society. 

16. That if any Member shall neglect to attend at such 
Annual Meeting by himself or proxy, the person so neglecting 
shall for every such neglect forfeit two shillings which 
forfeits shall be towards the expenses of the Meeting, and that 
the Treasurer at such General Meeting be empowered to pay 
the amount of such forfeitures and any subscrioer not making 
good his subscription and forfeitures shall be excluded all 
benefit of this Society. 

17. That no Member shall be allowed to withdraw from this 
Association pending any prosecution undertaken by or at a 
time any loss is sustained by the Society, nor till all arrears 
and forfeitures are paid ; these things being complied with it 
shall then be lawful for any person to withdraw himself from 
the Association upon giving fourteen days previous notice in 
writing to the Treasurer Secretary or either of the Committee 
of his intentions. 

18. That a majority of the subscribers shall at any Annual 
Meeting have power to make and pass any new laws orders 
and regulations for the good management of this Society 
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which laws orders and regulations shall be entered in the 
Society's books and signed by the members making such 
majority And all such new laws orders and regulations shall 
be as binding upon all the parties as if the same were contained 
and inserted herein. 

19. That the first General Annual Meeting be held on the 
3rd day of March 1808. 

20. That all persons who become members of this Society 
shall sign these articles at the time of their entering into the 
Society.

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THE HISTORY OF THE PARISH OF CARNO. V/ 

By Mrs. ANDREW DAVIES, Ty Mawr. 



The small village of Carno is situated in the very 
centre of the Principality, on the watershed that 
divides the eastern from the western flow, and on the 
highest point of the Cambrian Railway. Before this 
line was made the inhabitants had, for some generations, 
enjoyed but little intercourse with the outside world. 
But in the earliest times the Roman road from Caersws 
to Pennal (Maglona) which traversed the course of the 
valley from east to west must have given it 
accessibility and importance. Indeed, there can be 
little doubt that the Romans had here a wayside 
station for the better protection of this dangerous, 
but strategic pass. Its site is clearly indicated, alike 
by its name '' Caer " (Castra), its form, a square with 
rounded corners, its vallum and foss, and its position 
on the level ground between the Roman road and the 
river. And this fact must have contributed largely to 
its story in British and Mediaeval times. 

When St. Padarn and his fellow Armorican exiles 
landed at the mouth of the Ystwyth and there, at 
Llanbadarn, established their Christian colony, and 
spread out thence north and east and south, Cadvan 
and Tydecho, Mael and Sulien northwards, Padarn 
himself and Trinio and Curig eastvvards, we may be 
sure that the Roman road was utilised by some of 
them, and that the places on its course heard " the 
glad tidings " some decades before St. Augustine and 
his Roman companions landed in Kent. Those early 
missionaries carried their lives in their hands, when 
they bore their gentle message to the turbulent tribes 

o 
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of Powys, no longer overawed by the strong hand of the 
Romans. Beside some sacred well, or beneath some 
spreading tree, they first faced the ordeal and gathered 
the people around them ; and sometimes their life was 
the penalty, but more commonly they were listened to 
and the good seed sown. 

A little hut, formed of branches and covered with 
the skins of slaughtered animals, sufficed at fii*st for 
their rude sanctuaries ; and these in time were super- 
seded by rough walls of wattlework ; and so, quietly 
and slowly, another kingdom grew up among them. 
Of its progress here, indeed, we have no record ; but 
we may hope that in the great battles that took place 
on these mountains in A.D. 946 and 1077, there were 
found priests to minister the consolations of the faith to 
the wounded and the dying. 

The next century was one of great religious stir and 
movement, and was marked by the introduction of the 
Religious Orders, the supplanting of the Secular by 
the Regular Clergy and the enthusiasm of the Crusades, 
all of which have left their impress on Carno. Some 
time in the latter half of the century, the portion south 
of the Carno river and a small portion to the north of 
it were granted to the Knights Hospitallers of St. John 
of Jerusalem and made subject to the Mother House of 
Halston in the Marches ; and another considerable 
portion to the north of the river was granted by 
Wenunwyn, Prince of Powys, the son of Owen Cyfeiliog, 
to the Cistercian Abbot and monks of Ystrad Marchell 
(Strata Marcella), together with a considerable district 
in Llanbrynmair. 

THE MANOR OF CARNO. 

The Knights of St, John and their grant. 

The Knights of St. John had their origin in the 
Crusades, and their Order was founded for the protec- 
tion and entertainment of pilgrims in and to the Holy 
Land. And in this country their care was extended 
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to travellers in general. This bleak moorland district 
with its perilous pass east and west, as well as north 
and south, was a very appropriate place for their hos- 
pitality and protection. So here they erected a 
Hospice and built a chapel, or if there was a church 
already in existence, they took charge of it and re- 
dedicated it in the name of their patron saint, John the 
Baptist. The site must have been at once suggested 
to them by the " Gaer," which thenceforth became 
" Caer y Noddfa'' from the privilege of " Sanctuary" 
which was bestowed upon it, and gave protection to 
the refugee, whatever his crime, until he should receive 
a fair and calm trial. The Privileges of '' Sanctuary " 
sound quaint to our ears, dating back as they do, at 
the very least, to the Laws of Howel Dda, A.D. 928. 

Who ever shall take Sanctuary (nawdd) may walk about 
within the church yard (vynwent) and the burial ground 
(corphlan) without relics upon him : and his cattle are to be 
with the cattle of the community and the Abbot's to the 
furthest limits they go and return to their cowlair (buches) 
again. The measure of the '* corphlan " is a legal Erw (acre) 
in length with the end to the " mynwent," ana that circling 
the churchyard is to be its compass. Who ever shall break 
the protection claimed by the King's steward, is to have no 

grotection anywhere, neither by relics nor by church, except 
•om a saint in his church.^ 

The Manor of Halston was bestowed on the Knights 
by one of the Fitzalans, in the reign of Henry II., and 
at the Survey of 1338, Eyton says that — "The 
Bajulia, or bailiwick, of Halston, was described as in 
North Wales. It was not uncommon thus to describe 
places which were in the Marches, but the principal 
revenues of this bailiwick came from Dongelwal (now 
Yspytty Ifan) Carnow and Llanothyn, places which are 
actually in N. Wales." The receipts of these three 
Hospices, together with several other places in Wales, 
were £157 5s Od. *' The Hospice of the Knights of 
St. John of Jerusalem (at Yspytty Ifan) is believed to

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have been founded about the year 1190, by Ifan Prys, 
who endowed it with the Manor of Tir Ifan. How Carno 
was acquired by the Knights Hospitallei*s, we have not 
yet discovered." 

This question we will now attempt to solve. The 
grant must have been made by one w ho had the power 
and authority to make it ; that is by the chieftain of 
the district. Now, when we compare some of the 
names in the Kecords of the inhabitants of Carno in 
1630 and 1631, preserved in the earliest Register, with 
the pedigrees in Lewis Dwnn, and allow some 
fourteen generations for the interval between 1180 
and 1630, we are carried back to Griffith of Carno and 
his father Howel ap leva, Lord of Arwystli, in one 
line, and to Einion ap Seisyllt, Lord of Meirionydd, in 
another. Contemporary with them was the Visitation 
of Archbishop Baldwin, nominally, at least, for the 
preaching of the Crusades, who in the year 1188 
passed along the western coast from Llanbadarn to 
Towyn, where '* Griffith ap Cynan came to meet us, 
humbly and devoutly asking pardon for having so long 
delayed his attention to the Archbishop." ^ 

With Prince Griffith, we may be sure, were many 
others also of the local chieftains, and among them 
some representative or representatives of Carno ; who, 
being fired with the enthusiasm and taking the Cross, 
bore a share in the distant Crusades, and, on their 
return in safety home, bestowed a portion of their 
hiheritance on the mother house of Halston. The 
earliest historical notice of the establishment here 
occurs in the Norwich Taxation, KJ), 1253, where under 
its Deanery of Arustly, we find the record '*Hospic(ium). 
Ecc(les)iae de Carno que est Ho8pic(ii) 1 marca." It 
is not mentioned at all in the Lincoln or Pope 
Nicholas Taxation, A.D. 1291.2

John 
Kendal was also raised to that dignity from Halston in 
1489, and Roger Boydel, Preceptor in 1533, was 
appointed Turcopoiier. " The habit of the Hospitallers 
was black, — with a cowl, — having a cross of eight points 
in white linen upon the left breast. This at first was 
worn by them to whichever of the three classes they 
belonged, but at a later period (under Pope 
Alexander IV.) the combatant Knights were distin- 
guished by a white cross upon a ground gules. The 
first appearance of a force of Hospitaller Knights in 
active warfare was certainly at Antioch in 1119, and 
the details of the military constitution of the Order was 
complete in 1128." 

The first Hospital in England was founded at 
Clerkenwell early in the twelve century. 

A knight when about to be received presented 
himself with a lighted taper and carrying his naked 
sword. After blessing the sword, the priest returned 
it to him with the words *' Receive this sword in the 
Name of the Father, the Son and the Holy Ghost, and 
use it for thine own defence and that of the Church of 
God," etc. Then he replaced it in its sheath, the priest 
saying as the knight girded himself, *' Ghd thyself 
with the sword of Jesus Christ," etc. The knight then 
drew his sword. The brethren gave him his golden 
spurs, which *' signify that as the horse fears them 
when he swerves from his duty, so shouldest thou fear 
to depart from thy post or from thy vows." Then the 
mantle was thrown over him, the cross of eight points 
embroidered on the left side — *'We wear this white 
cross as a sign of purity ; wear it also within thy heart 
as well as outwardly and keep it without soil or stain. 
The eight points are the signs of the eight beatitudes, 
which thou must ever preserve, viz. : I. Spiritual joy ; 
II. To live without malice ; III. To weep over thy sins; 
IV. To humble thyself to those who injure thee ; V. To 
love justice; VI. To be merciful; VII. To be sincere 
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and pure in heart ; VIII. To suflTer persecution." He 
then kissed the cross while the mantle was fastened. 
On the mantle were embroidered all the instruments 
of the Passion. 

But not one name of these brave Carno Hospitallers 
has been handed down to those whose ploughs now 
furrow the once sacred " Caer y Noddfa." Somewhere 
under the green sod of Carno churchyard lie unremem- 
bered the bones of those who fought for right against 
savage unright ; who sang their solemn Christian 
chants in the little chapel, where but the name of him 
to whom they dedicated it remains to remind us to-day 
of those long forgotten soldiers of the cross 

Whose bones are dust, 
Their good swords rust, 



Their souls are with the saints, we trust. 

The following "Reprise" ' or Statement of Expendi- 
ture of the Revenues of Halston and its branch 
Hospices at Dolygynwal, Carno, and Llanwddyn, is 
interesting for the light it casts on the composition of 
the establishment, and the variety and character of 
the outgoings, though it tells us little about Carno 
itself

At the Dissolution, the Manor of Halston was sold 
by Henry VIII. to Alan Horde, and by him exchanged 
for other lands with Edward Mytton of Habberley, 
who died 1568. 

The Valor Ecclesiasticus, 1535, tells us that the 
Temporalities, i.e., the lands and court fees, were let at 
farm to Res ap Moris (ap Owen of Aberbechan) for 
twelve pounds.

This Rees ap Moris died in 1571, and his Will was 
proved on July 4th in that year. About his son the 
following record occurs : — 

Thomas Price gen'os fil. et hered. Ricei ap Moris ap Owen, 
Armigl defunct, de fine de xx li. D'ne Regine p'relevio sui 
pro maner' de Corny. 

From the ** Book of Corrodies," or Queen Mary's 
Book, containing an account of the pensions, fees, 
annuities which were liable at the date of her accession 
to be paid by the Crown to persons who had been 
inmates of religious houses at the time of Henry VIII.'s 
dissolution, we learn that a pension was due to 

Joh'es ap Rinald nup' stipend in Charnoo per an'm xx.s.^ 

In 1568, Carno had as Vicar a bard named Sir leuaii, 
a contemporary of Huw Arwystli, to whom he addressed 
a poem, in which he refers to Rhys ap Morris ap Owen, 
High Sheriff of the county, in highly laudatory terms. 
Rhys was, probably, patron of the living of Carno, as 
well as owner of the manor. The following is a literal 
translation of part of the poem : — 

In fair Cedewain, read 

Thy poem publicly to the Justice, 

His hne of descent is complete of gold ;

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And quaflf the wine of their host. 

It is pleasant to look at the feast ; 

The beer being freely and persistently brought ; 

And the dainties of the cooks from the kitenen ; 

And the mansion ; and the multitude of guests : 

And the host, grave and comely, vigorous and silent ; 

And the men of his mansion at his side ; 

And his excellent wife, young, amiable and wise. 

The perfect choice of her husband, reserved and wise, 

The feast will maintain the maiden's greatness. 

Gwenllian supplied us plentifully with wine. 

To Rhys Blaeny be praise accredited, who invited the 

guests, 
A countenance full of intelligence. 
His fame is like a ball of gold, a shining pillar 
Long may Aberbechan flourish. 
His father was the glory of the country. 
Its rampart and its stem was Morys. 
Rhys too in his turn has ever been virtuous. 
Next to Rhys his country's rampart. 



A pattern to many in the country 
The silk of Rhys is my adornment. 

A silk vestment or graduate's gown, doubtless, a 
present from Rhys to Sir leuan, the vicar of Carno.^ 

Sir leuan^ was father of another bard, Owen 
Gwynedd, a volume of whose poems, in the hand- 
writing of lolo Morganwg, is to be found among the 
Additional MSS. in the British Museum. The follow- 
ing notice in Welsh is taken from Additional MS. 
14970, and is interesting as showing that Sir leuan 
was at some period of his life in poverty from persecu- 
tion — suffered perhaps in the cause of religion, whence 
it may perhaps be inferred that he was driven to the 
practice of itinerant minstrelry for a livelihood. 
Translation : — 

Sir leuan the Priest of Carno, in Montgomeryshire, the 
father of Owen Gwynedd the Bard, while he was serving the

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chapel of Melvem (Melverly ? which, according to Rees' 
Wetah Saints, is a chapel to Llandrinio)^ was despoiled of all 
his household stufi, and his books, and his provisions, and 
wrote in consequence the following englyn : — 

It will not be very easy for me to reach Carno to-night, 
I shall burst right in twain, 
Old as I am, and ill-humoured, 
Angry, with neither meat nor cheese. 

I Gamo heno nid haws i'm darrio, 

Mi a dorra' yn gamdraws, 

In hen, ac yn anhynaws. 

In ddig, heb na chig na chaws. 

A dispute arising between Sir Richard Price, 
Knt., and Sir Roger Owen, Knt., concerning the 
boundary line between their respective Manors of 
Carno and Arwystli, a Commission from the Court of 
Exchequer was issued 6 James I., which proceeded to 
examine witnesses on the point. The evidence then 
given is printed in volume xxiL, p. 212, of these 
Collections; and though the witnesses do not altogether 
appear to agree, and it is diflficult to reconcile them ; 
still, upon the whole, there is a general harmony. 
And the place-names along the boundary are very- 
interesting, and some of them appear to have been lost. 
Commencmg at '* Rhydygof," where the Wyg brook 
joins the Carno, they run m the following order : —

This Commission did not settle the matter, and 
another Suit followed two years later. 

In 1631, a dispute arose whether the High Sheriff 
or the Crown lessee of the Hundred of Llanidloes had 
the right of appointing bailiife in the Lordships ot 
Arwystli and Camo, the depositions were taken at 
Uanwnog, and many witnesses appeared for both 

sides. " David Watkins of Caersws, deposed 

that the Hundred of Llanidloes contained the lx)rd- 
ships of Arwistli and Camo. Ed. Price of Llangurig 
....... said he used and executed his office in the 

said Lordship of Carno. Thomas Lewis of Llanwnog 
said that the Hundred of Llanidloes contained the 
Lordship of Arwistli, as also the Lordship of Carno, and 
part of the Lordship of Talerddig." 

In 1816 there was an " Act for enclosing lands in the 

Manor of Arustley ," which includes "certain 

common and waste lands in the Township of Llyssin, 
in the Parish of Carno." 

An interesting Memorandum of the religious condi- 
tion of the parish at the end of the 16th century states 
that in 1603 one Humphrey Morgan, M.A.,^ who was 
commissary of the Bishop of Bangor, " ad exercendum 
jurisdictionem ecclesiasticam in etper totum decana- 
tum de Arrustley dictse diocesis Bangorensis," as 
appears by his original certificate to the Bishop, of the 
number of churches, communicants, &c., returned the 
number of communicants of Carno as being 300. 

The Lord of this Manor is also patron of the advow- 
son, which was vested in 1718 in James Launoy (Lenoy,

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Browne Willis) Esq., and in 1719 sold by him for £6,000 
to Greorge Rogers of Hammersmith, Esq. 

In Aug., 1727, Geo. Rogers left to his sisters' children 
his Welsh property to hold as tenants in common. 

Nov. 1772, his sister Frances Shales bequeathed to 
Henry Shales her share in the Carno estate. 

Jan. 1801, Henry Shales left to Rev. H. Atkins and 
his brothers and sister " All that my Manor of Carno." 

Dec. 31, 1817, Rev. Henry Atkins sold a part of the 
estate to Andrew Davies, and a little later, the house 
in which he always resided when in Carno, then known 
as Church Farm, now called Ty Mawr ; and another 
part with the manorial rights to Sir Watkin Williams- 
Wynn, Bart., to whose descendant it now belongs. 
Sir Herbert Watkin Williams Wynn, Bart., Lord- 
Lieutenant of the county. 

Two Records of great value for the history of the 
Church and parish in the earlier half of the seventeenth 
century have fortunately been preserved, though not 
quite in a perfect state, viz. : — 

1. A Terrier, or Schedule of Tithes paid by different 

tenements in the parish in 1630 ; and 

2. A Schedule of the Re-seating of the Church in 

1631. They occupy the last two leaves of the 
earliest Register, 1638-1707. 

1. The Terrier is particularly valuable because it 
gives not only the names of the several tenements and 
the amount of the charge, but also in many instances 
their owners and occupants at the time, and occasionally 
a later change is added, which is here distinguished 
by brackets. 

2. From the Schedule we gather that a re-arrange- 
ment of the seating of the Church was made this year, 
probably the first after the Reformation ; that internally 
the fabric comprised a nave and chancel with a south 
chancel, chapel or chantry. The note that " only men" 
were to occupy the seats in the chancel seems to 
indicate a tradition handed down from the days of the 
Hospice ; and from the occupancy of the south chapel 
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we learn that it was erected for the tenants of the 
Abbey lands. The account of the seats on the south 
side of the nave is also complete ; but only four on the 
north side are given, as unfortunately a whole page 
has been cut out and the rest been lost. Still the two 
Records together enable us to re-people many of the 
houses of the parish, and to estimate their relative 
importance, and they may be very useful in supplying 
missing links in family pedigrees. 

The first of these Records in point ot time is entitled 
thus : —

that doeth woork or use his trade whatsoever doe yearly pay 
at Easter for the tieth therof the som*e of fower pence apeece. 
And there is yearly payed at Easter for the tiethe of every 
myll twelve pence ; And all the Inhabitants of the said parishe 
doe yearly pa^ for their lactualls three halfpence for every 
cowe calfed within that yeare a peny for every heyffer within 
that veare likewise calfed; And three halq)ence for every 
tieth lambe .... payed by every or any suche Inhabitant ; 
And likewise for every mare that foled within that yeare a 
halfpeny, which lactualls are due and payable uppon the eight 
and twentieth day of August yearly. And every Inhabitant 
of the said parishe that doeth keepe a flocke of Gees doe yearly 
pay at S^ Michaell Tharchangell one goos in lue and satisfac- 
tion of the tieth therof, And yf two ould Genders be in the 
flock they are to pay for their tieth therof two geese and see 
ratibly after the number of Genders, And every Inhabitant of 
of the said parishe that doe keepe Swyne doe pay for tieth 
piggs one pigge of the first fruite of every sowe or gylt and the 
same sowe or gylt to be free unto the owner therof without 
any payment of tiethe piggs yf any happen to fallow to the 
saied sowe or gylt within the space of one whole yeare next 
ensuinge after the falling of the said first fruit of piggs and 
afterward they doe pay one pi^ge of every first piggs that 
happen to fall within every twelvemoneth continually; And 
alsoe the Inhabitants of the said parishe doe at every shearinge 
tyme yearly pay the tenth fleeze of wool of all the sheepe 
yearly shorne within the said parishe ; And yf their thirteens 
be odd there is but one fleeze due out of of the said thirtiene 
and soe of twelve, eleaven tenn nyne eight and seaven ; And 
yf sixe be odd there is half a fleeze due out of the said sixe 
and soe of fy ve and of fower, And there is no tiethe woole due 
of any lambes woole that shalbe shorne within the said parishe 
for that the same is reputed to be taken and payed in kinde, 
vidz\ in lambes for the tenth lambe is yearly payed in June. 
And yf thirtiene happen to be odd there is but one lambe due, 
and so for twelve eleaven tenn nyne eight and seaven, and yf 
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sixe lambes be odd there is half a lambe due for the tieth 
therof. And soe of fyve and of fewer; And yf three be odd 
there is sixe pence due for the tieth therof, And yf two be odd 
fower pence and yf one lambe be there is two pence due for 
the tieth therof And yf any lambes doe fall within the said 
parishe and be sould or otherwise removed out of the said 
parishe before the tiething therof, the tieth therof is 
due unto the farmers or Rectors of the said parishe And 
one kydde is yearly payable at August out of every flock 
of Goates that hath kyddes within the said parishe 
together with three halfpence lactualls for every tieth 
kydde. The tenth quart, pynte or spoonful of hony 
before the strayning and cleansmg therof is yearly due and 
payable within the said parish And the tenth handfuU of all 
nempe and flax is yearly due and payable within the said parish 
and yf thirtiene be odd. there is but one handfull due and 
so yf twelve eleaven tenn nyne eight and seaven, and yf sixe 
be odd there but half a handfull due and soe of fyve and 
of fower And the tenth shoffe of all corne and grayne of what 
kinde soever it be, growing within the said parishe, is yearly 
due and payable for the tieth therof and yf thirtiene be odd 
there is but one shofFe due and soe of twelve eleaven tenn nyne 
eight and seaven, and yf sixe be odd there is but half a shoffe 

due for the tieth therof and so of fyve and fower ; All 

we whose names are hereunto subscribed have 

knowne to be yearly payed expressed during all 

the tyme of our memory.

In the third the other moytie of the sayd tenem'" 
of Rees ap Lewis now in the occupation of William Newall, in 
the fourth Tythyn blaen y Cwm lloyd and through this seate 
a passage for them that sitt upon the wall. 

In the third seate there are foure sitting or kneeling places, 
secundum tenementa. In the tirst place next the wall Tythyn 
hugh ap Moris, in the second Tythyn John ap levan ap hoell 
in Trowscoed, in the third Tythyn y derwlwyn in tenure 
Johan'is ap levan ap hoel & his assignes in the fourth Tythyn 
Lewis ap Moris ap J ohn in Allt branddy now in the possession 
of d'd ap d'd and through this seate a passage for tnem that 
sitt one the wall. In the fourth & last seate that side also six 
tenements, the tenements of Edw^ Purcell Esq., vid/ Tythyn 
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Cefn breeth Tythyn Glanhanog ycha three tenements in 
Branddy & tytnyn Caledan to be settled according to M^ 
Purcells discretion. This is the full settleinge of the greater 
chauncell within which it is conceiued the men only shall sitt. 

The lesser chauncell situate upon the south side of the 
church, hath within it one pue or ancient seat, & two other 
shorter seats ioyned unto the pulpit, and minister's seate, in 
the pue there are placed two tenem** vid : first, Bedwosseth & 
secondly Dolvoriog, now both in the possession of Lewis Evans 
of Plasseduon, tenant therein to the Lord of the Manor, or 
lordshipp of Carno. 

In the highest shortest seate within the sayd lesser chauncell, 
three of Edd. Purcell esq., his tenants now inhabiting upon 
the Abbey lands in the townshipp of Llysyn within the lord- 
shipp of Talerddig, to be settled according to his discretion. 
In the lower seate within the sayd lesser chauncell a sittin^e 
or kneeling place for the sexton & the rest of the seat in 
common for principall tenants or free holders unseated, & 
through this seate there is a passage for the minister to his 
seat. 

The body of the church hath two rowes of seates, the south 
side of the sayd body of the church hath nine seats & a little 
sittinge place. 

I. In the first & highest seate upon the south side within 

the body of the church, the tenants of Jevan d'd ap 
Owen of Perthinkws, to be settled according to his 
discretion. 

II. In the second seate there are five sittinge or kneeling 

places, s'c'dum tene'ta : in the first place next the wall 
Tythyn Jevan John ap Hoell d'd Lloyd. In the second 
Tythyn Jevan d'd ap Hoell wydd. In the third Tythyn 
Rob^ Lewis. In the fourth Tythyn John ap levan ap 
Hoell in Trowscoed. In the fift Tythyn llewelin ap 
Edward. 

III. In the third seate there are five sitting or kneelinge 

places, s'c'dum tenem'ta. In the first place next the 
wall Tythyn Cefn yr Wylfa. In the second Tythyn 
Owen ap Ho'ell lew' bach. In the third Tythyn Evan 
David ap Griffith, now in the possession of D'd Rees 
Lewis. In the fourth Tythyn David ap Ue'n goch. In 
the fift the Eiry house now in the possession of David 
ap John ap Mred'd. 

IV. In the fourth seate there (are) six sitting or kneeling 
places, s'c'dum tene'ta. In the first place next the wall 
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the Pentre yr ne. In the second Tythyn gwyn. In 
the third Tythyn Rowland ap Ed'd ap Rees Kerry. In 
the fourth Tythyn David John now in the tenure of 
Thomas Wood. In the fift Tythyn Marke. In the 
sixt the lands of Richard ap John. 

V. In the fift seate there are five sitting or kneeling places, 

s'c'dum ten'ta. In the first place next the wall Tythyn 
Robert Lewis. In the second the lands now in tne 

Sossession of Evan GriflSth ap Jevan. In the third 
fant Hir, now in the season & possession of Moris 
John. In the fourth Ty'r Wevergoch. In the fift 
bwlch y Groes, all within this seat are females. 

VI. In the sixt seate there are the tenants of Lewis Evans 

of Plasseduon to be placed according to his disposition 
or his family, to be settled also according to nis dis- 
cretion. 

VII. In the seventh seate all inmates, next the wall Rosyr- 
haidd. In the- second Hendre Caledan. In the third 
Gwern yr Henedd. In the fourth Rhosyffrfidwen. In 
the fift Tyr weaver goch. 

VIII. In the eight seate five sitting or kneeling places all 
inmates, s'c'dum ten'ta. In che place next the wall 
Tyr yn Keirniog now in the possession of Morgan 
Mred'd. In the second Tythyn Robert. In the third 
Rhosymawn in the tenure of William Newall. In the 
fourth Tythyn Jevan ap GriflSth now in the tenure of 
D'd ap Rees Lewis. In the fift Tythyn Rees ap Morris 
ap Jotin. 

IX. The ninth & tenth little seate to be held in common 

amongst the women and mayds unplaced. 

The north side of the body of the sayd church hath thirteenth 
seats. 

In the first and highest seate five sitting or kneeling 
places, s'c'dum tene'ta. In the first place next the wall the 
tenement of Tythyn yr AUt fawr alias Tythyn Jevan ap Jevan. 

In the second Plasseduon, in the third rerthinkws, in the 
fourth Gwern yr Henedd, in the fift Tythyn y tir dy, or on' by 
the appointment of the principall of (each) tenement. r 

Unfortunately the next leaf has been cut out, and 
the rest of the record has been lost. 

Besides the entries of baptisms and burials, there are 
numerous notes, of excommunications, briefs, etc. 
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A breefe was collected at Carno for one John Waringe of 
Foord, in the County of Salop, the Tenth day of January 68, 
according to the tenure of his letters patents, wherein it was 
declared what losse he had by tire, Two hundred pounds and 
upwards. The sum of 12 pence.

Carno did not add much to the list of Piesentments, 
which followed the troubles of the Commonwealth, but 
in 1662 we read that "William Beversley of Carno 
and his wife were presented for not attending their 
parish Church; and in 1676 one Alexander Edwards, 
who was presented again in 1680 with 'Margaret his 
wife'; and yet again in 1681, at the Great Sessions 
held at Poole, before Judge Jeifreys, the same ' Alex- 
ander Edwards and Margaret his wife for not going to 
their parish Church this three quarters of a yeare and 
upwards last past, they being reputed Quakers.' " 

In 1781 there is an entry giving a short description 
of a great flood : — 

The dreadful inundation, by which five persons were 
drowned, on the 23rd of June, was the most extraordinary 
that had happened within the annals of the parish. The 
unexpected, and calamitous as it was unexpected, rise of the 
different brooks in the Parish of Carno and in the neighbour- 
ing Parishes (but in a degree not equal to the devastation of 
Carno) is imagined to have been caused by the bursting of an 
overcharged cloud or clouds, commonly known in the country 
by the name of waterspouts. The date was noted for the most 
tremendous claps of thunder, and the lightning was at intervals 
vivid in the extreme. 

I remember in the summer of 1891 the brook that 
runs down behind Plas Llyssin suddenly rising in a 
few minutes and raging down over the stone walls at 
its side, a height of about 8ft., carrying away huge 
boulders and doing an immense amount of damage, no 

^ I have no doubt that this Robert Wilson was an ancestor of the 
late Mr. John Wilson for so many years the much respected host of 
the Aleppo Inn.

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doubt it was the bursting of a cloud somewhere in the 
heights of Tarannon. 

The following is a Terrier of 1812 : — 

A TERRIER, or a Particular, of all the buildings, lands, 
tithes, dues and duties, belonging to the Vicarage of Carno, in 
the Deanery of Arwystley, in the county of Montgomery, and 
the Diocese of Bangor in the year of Our Lord 1812. 

Firsty the dimensions of the Church are 20 yds. 2 ft. in 
length, and 9 yds. 1 ft. in breadth. 

One silver Chalice, which contains a pint and upward, for 
the use of the Church and Communion, and on the same is the 
following inscription : " The Parish Cup of Charno in the 
County of Montgomery, 1676. Churchwardens E. M. H. R."^ 
The weight not marked. The steeple is 13 yds. and 7 ins. in 
height, 9 yds. 1 ft. 6 ins. in breadth, and 5 yds. 1 ft. in length, 
in the same are 3 bells, also the churchyard is nearly square, 
containing about 6 thousand, 7 hundred and 34 square yards ; 
hath one gate, and 2 stiles : part of which is fenced in with a 
stone wall, and the other part with a ouickset and 3 yew trees 
growing thereon. Also glebe land in tne Parish of Aberhafesp, 
in the County of Montgomery, containing 73 acres, 2 roods, 
and 10 perches : whereon are a house and 2 barns, the said 
tenement and lands commonly called and known by the name 
of Penybank, the said land adjoins also the lands of Chas. 
Hanbury Tracey, Esq. The aforesaid Glebe land, is now set 
and let at the yearly rent of £20. Also the glebe land in the 

Earish of Garth-beibio, in the said county, called and known 
y the name of Bryngwygfa. The house is built partly of 
stone, containing two Bays, and one Barn, belongs also to the 
same. The said land contains 31 acres, 3 roods, 36 rods : the 
N. part of the said land adjoins the land of Mr. John Owen, 
S. part to the land of Mr. Evan Jones ; there are 4 acres and 
20 roods inclosed to the said land westward. Also Brynyruch 
in the said parish of Garth-beibio, containing the small shed, 
with 11 acres, and 11 rods of land adjoining southward to the 
land of Sir W. W. Wynn, Bart. Northward to the land of 
Mr. Owen, eastward to the land of Mr. Thomas Richards, and 
westward to Mr. Bo wen's land, Bryngwigfa and Brynyruch are 
let together for £12 a year. 

In the Townships of Derwlwyn and Trawscoed, the great 
Tithes belong to the Owners and Proprietors of the land.

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The small Tithes (viz.), vx)ol, 1 fleece of every ten.

Modus, 4*^ in lieu of hay tithe for every farm. 
One grain-inilly 1/-. 

Easter Dues. — For every married pair to pay 5*^. 
Every senunt, 2^. 
Every child living with his or her parents, 

and upwards of 16 years, to pay 2*^. 
Every widow or widower to pay 2J*^ each. 
The said small Tithes, Moduses and Easter Dues are due to 
the Vicar. 

Also every woman churched to pay 6''. 
Every couple married to pay 5/- to the Vicar, and 1/- to the 
Clark if by mnns ; if by licence, 7/- to the Vicar, and 2/6 to 
the Clark. 

For every grave digged, 8/- to the Clark 
The Clark is also entitled by custom to have a fleece of wool 
from every occupier of land having sheep of their own, and the 
Clark is likewise to receive 15/- a year Ironi the Church- 
wardens. The Parish Clark is entitled by custom also to 2** 
annually from every Cottage in the Parish. There are maps 
of the aforesaid Glebe lands in the said Parish Church; 

In the Township of Llyssin the Tithe of com and lands is 
divided, between the Dean and the Chapter of Bangor, and 
Maurice Evans, ffent., of Berthincws, in the said Township of 
Llyssin. Two-tnirds belong to the Dean and the Chapter 
of Bangor, one-third to M"* Evans. 

The Tithe of wool, pigs and geese is divided between the 
Dean and the Chapter of Bangor and the Vicar. Two-thirds 
belong to the Dean and the Chapter, and one-third to the 
Vicar. 

A Modus. — Of 1*^ for the milk of a heijer and the first calf. 
Of 3*^ for the milk of a cow and the 2°^ calf, and 

of all succeeding calves. 
Of 3^ a score for ewes that have milk. 
Of One 1*^ for every mare with a colt to be paid 
every year by the inhabitants of Llyssin 
Township. 
The money arising from these modusses, is divided between 
the Dean and the Chapter of Bangor, and the Vicar, two-thirds 
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belong to the Dean and the Chapter, and one-third to the 
Vicar. 

Sixpence a year paid by each married pair. 

Threepence by each widower and widow. 

Twopence by each unmarried person, whether male or 
female, of 16 years of age and upwards, as Easter Dues in the 
Township of Llyssin. 

This money is divided between the Dean and Chapter 
of Bangor and the Vicar, and two-thirds to the Dean and the 
Chapter, and one-third to the Vicar. There is only one mill 
in the Township of Llyssin, called the Lower Mill. This mill 
pays an annual modus in lieu of the Tithe of the profits of the 
said mill, 1/-. This is divided between the Dean and the 
Chapter and the Vicar, two-thirds to the Dean and Chapter, 
and one-third to the Vicar. 

There is an annual sum of money paid by the Dean and the 
Chapter to the Vicar from the share of the tithes of the Town- 
ship of Llyssin, which belong to the said Dean and Chapter, 
according to the letting of the said share of tithes. 

This sum for the year 1810, and for each year of the 20 
years before, was £7 6s. 3Jd. 

What the annual allowance will be for 1811, and during the 
year of lease, under the new letting, which took place this 
year, is not yet ascertained.

From the above, may be seen the division of the 
Parish, Llyssin going alone, and Trawscoed and Derw- 
Uwyn, in which the great tithes belonged to the 
owners and occupiers ; and there is no doubt that those 
two townships were the original Manor belonging 
to the Hospitallers. 
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There is a peal of three bells. The smallest bears 
the date 1665, with the following inscription: — 
+ Excelsis. Deo. Gloria, in. 

The Tenor + 1665 + Evan Jones, Evan Howell. 
Church. Ward. 

The large bell was cast twelve years later, 1677. 
Hugh + Gibbs + Hugh + Reese + Wardens + + + 
is inscribed thereon. 

A quaint iron cover lies rusting to pieces in a corner 
of the churchyard, in shape rather resembling a potato 
tump, with wrought iron embellishments along the 
top. Legend tells us the sexton, Thomas Roberts, lost 
his wife (about 1840), to whom he was devoted, and 
could not bear the thought of never looking on her 
face again, so had a glass front inserted in the coffin, 
which was laid near the surface, and the iron covering 
placed over it, so that when he wished to look at his 
beloved dead he would remove the iron lid. Some say 
that not long after her decease he discovered he had 
not been alone in her affections, and in his fury covered 
the false visage with mother earth. Whether this be 
true, or that natural decay ravaged the once loved 
features, I have never been able to discover ; any way, 
a few months after her death, the cover was removed 
and the grave turfed over. 

The present church was re-built in 1867 : before that 
the interior was barn like ; one descended several steps 
into the edifice, the walls of which were white- washed ; 
the pulpit, of the three decker variety, stood on the 
south side, where the Tybrith pew now is. There was 
a singers' gallery ; the musicians were four in number — 
the violin (beautifully played by the late Mr. John 
Wilson of the Aleppo), an old soldier performing on the 
flute, and two others, making a very creditable quartette. 
The window casings (much smaller than the present 
ones) were made of oak, the lower parts of the window 
panes being white washed, so that no outside attrac- 
tion should disturb the devout meditations of the 
worshippers. The pews were mostly of the square old- 
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fashioned kind. There was the roomy Plas Newydd 

.seat at the north side, Sir Watkins pew, he being 

Lord of the Manor of Carno. The ringers stood in fuU 




view of the congregation as they pealed the bells, 
which hung in a large almost square tower at the west 
end. 

As far as I can learn, there was nothing of interest 
in the old edifice, no stained glass windows, no tombs, 
or Benefaction Tables ; though there were several 
houses belonging to gentry in the neighbourhood, 
Plasseduon, Plas Newydd, etc., the owners left no 
sign in Carno Church by which their names could be 
handed down to posterity. 

The present building is a plain commodious structure, 
clean, large and light, with no attempt at beauty, either 
within or without. It consists of chancel and nave 
with continuous roof, but divided below by a low stone 
screen, a south porch with a tower adjoining, sur- 
mounted by a spire. There is one stained glass window 
at the south side of the chancel in remembrance of 
" David James Walford Adams," and a white marble 
mural tablet on the north wall : — 

In memory of William Henry Adams, Chief Justice of her 
Majesty's Colony of Hong Kong, China, also late M.P. for 
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Boston, Deputy Lieutenant of the County of Lincoln and 
Recorder ot Derby, who died at Plas Llyssyn in this Parish, 
Aug. 29th, 1865, aged 55 years. Deeply lamented. 

The east window is altogether too large for the size of 
the church, and must have been put in by a very 
crooked eyed mason, as the stone work is very badly 
joined. Supports had to be built on, outside the chancel, 
some few years ago, as the south wall was said to be 
cracking. The late vicar (Rev. T. Evan-Jones) had the 
whole of the inside of the roof boarded, which is a great 
improvement, during his incumbency a Vicarage and 
school house were built, a new harmonium and lamps 
were bought (greatly with the assistance of Mr. and 
Mrs. Proctor, then resident at Tybrith), the vestry was 
enlaiged, and a new stove provided for it. In 1894 the 
church was renovated and re- decorated throughout, a 
bazaar being held to obtain funds, and a large sum of 
money collected chiefly by the assistance of Capt. and 
Mrs. Adams of Plas Llyssin. 

There are very few grave stones bearing ancient 
dates : the oldest was found just outside, built into 
the floor of Tymawr carthorse stable, dating 1674. 
The yew tree to the west of the church measures 
21 ft. 9 ins. round the trunk, and is, doubtless, of great 
antiquity (who can say but some of the Welsh bows 
that sent their deadly voUies of arrows at Crecy or 
Agincourt may not have been cut from it, for in those 
days the yews were said to have been planted and 
preserved for supplying the villagers with their arms 
of defence). Under an old holly tree at the extreme 
eastern side of the churchyard, about foiu* years ago, 
one Ned Humphreys dug up a rusty cannon ball. It 
was buried about 8 ft. below the soil. By what bi- 
vouacking party of armed men was it left there ? A 
sundial stands half way between the church and Tymawr, 
of which latter house the front door once opened into 
the churchyard, but the doorway has been blocked up 
over a hundred years. 
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The Church Plate consists of " The Parish Cup of 
Charno in the Countie of Montgomery, 1676. Church- 
wardens E M : H R." A plated Flagon given by the 
Rev. James Dixon in 1895. A plated Credence Paten 
given by Mrs. T. Evan-Jones, and a small silver Paten 
inscribed "A Thank offering for Peace, by the Congre- 
gation of St. John the Baptist Carno, May 31, 1902."

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2. THE CISTERCIANS AND THE ECCLESIASTICAL 
MANOR OF TALERDDIG. 

The original Charter of Gwenwynwyn is among the 
Archives of Wynnstay, but this imperfect translation 
has been printed in the Fourth Volume of these 
Collections, p. 26 : — 

Know as well present as future sons of our Holy Mother 
Church that I Wennunwen the son of Owen of Keveyllawc 
under the influence of piety for the salvation of my soul and 
of my father and mother and my ancestors and successors 
have given and granted and by this my present Charter have 
conferred (to the Monks of Strad Marchell) in free and quiet 
and pure eleemosinage and perpetual possession freely and 
quietly well and peaceably without any sort of reclamation 
and exaction and secular custom the whole land which is 
called Havot Oweyn with all its boundaries from the Black- 
ditch^ direct to Everenwy*^ and from Evemoi to Nantyreyre 
from Nantyreyre all along to its source, from its source by 
the summit of the mountain all along to the rising of Nant- 
hanog from Nanthano^ in length all along to PuUydan on the 
other side from the said Black ditch circuitously all along to 
the rivulet which is called Hurd (from) Hurd in length all 
all along to Hyaen (from) Hyaen in length upwards all along 
to the ford which is near Talerdic and from that ford by the 
cavity ot the land all along Waenrud where that rivulet 
ariseth which descends to Pullydan and that rivulet all along 
to Pullydan where we leave it. 

Then follow further Grants of lands in Llanbrynmair 
dated at Dwalwern (Tafolwern) in the year of grace 
1185 the 7th of the Ides of May. 

In an article on the Manorial Divisions of Mont- 
gomeryshire by Morris Charles Jones.^ the Manor of 
Talerddig embraces the following farms in this parish: — 
Lletty r eos, Ffrwd wen, Sarn Pikins, Ty hwnt i'r pwU, 
Glanhanog ucha, Yr AUt fronddu, Blaen Glanhanog, 
Caeau duon, Brynbras, Ffos ddu, Llanerchymedd, and 
Cefn Brith. It also included the following farms in

called Pandy rhos, which five farms are known by old 
people as " Tir Abbot," and at Plas Newydd there is a 
lane called " Wtra r Abbot." 

In the Ministers' Accounts 32-3 Henry VIII. we 
find; — "Grangia de Talertheg.

After the Dissolution and on the expiration of their 

lease it was granted 37 Henry VIII. (A.D. 1545) to 

Sir Arthur Darcy, who shortly afterwards conveyed it 

to ... . Cooper, who again in 2 Edward VI. (A.D. 

1549) conveyed it to Nicholas Purcell, Esq., Sheriff of 

Montgomeryshire. In Nicholas Purcell's family it was 

continued for five generations. Its devolution will be

Children died young. Watkin Williams Wynn, from whom are 

descended the present heirs of Wynnstay. 

Anne, the heiress of Edward Vaughan, after the 
death of her own children, devised her large possession 
to her husband. 

There were two other important law cases between 
the Lords of Cyfeiliog and Talerddig, one in 1608, and 
another in 1683. The object in view of the first, 
** Owen V. Purcell," was to defeat the operation of the 
statute of devolution, and it is said it was " on this 
occasion the ancient charters and muniments relating 
to the Abbey possessions were handed to the Vaughans, 
from whom they have descended to the present Baronet 
at Wynnstav." One of the witnesses for the defence 
(Arthur Williams of Carno) stated that '' he remem- 
bered Nicholas Purcell about 50 years ago coming to 
Talerddig, claiming the same by purchase from the 
King, to keep Courts ; when Owen ap John ap Owen 
Vichan (of Llwydiarth) came likewise for the same 
purpose, claiming by leave from the Abbot ; there was 
some contention, and a conference between the parties, 
and a proclamation made of all to depart peaceably. 
After this no Court was held for 13 years, but in the 
end some composition and order took place between the 
parties about 40 years ago. In this compromise the 
Vaughans retained some ot the possessions of the 
Abbey, the Purcells taking Talerddig." ^ The whole, 
however, became reunited on the marriage of Edward

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Vaughan of Llwydiarth and Eleanor Purcell, and 
continued in the Wynnstay family until a few years 
ago, when " Tir Abbot " was sold by the late Sir W. 
Williams- Wynn, Bart. 

NOMENCLATURE. 

The name Camo is said to have originated from the 
number of cairns that dot the surrounding hills, the 
largest of which is Twr Gwyn Mawr. By Pennant 
this plateau is compared with Gilboa ; rich in its 
historical associations, connected with the early history 
of the Principality, it seems to have been a chosen 
fighting and burial ground from the primitive ages of 
antiquity. In old deeds there is much difference in 
the spelling of the word. 

In 1190 we find Camotv; in Henry VIII.'s time, 
Caimo ; during Elizabeth s reign, "De Corny;" James I., 
" Crano ;" in 1691 — as on the Communion cup (1676) — 
" Charno." 

The following is a list of some of the farms in the 
neighbourhood, and their meanings : — Craigfryn, the 
rocky hill ; Dol-wen, fair mead ; Pwll helyg, the willow 
pool ; Tan yr allt, under the cliff; Rhosfawr, the large 
moor ; Rallt, the cliff ascent ; Tycoch, Red house ; 
Ystrad Jawr, the great plain ; Blaen Cerniog, the 
source of the Cerniog ; Blaenycwm, the head of the 
combe ; Brithdir, land of medium quality ; Bwlch-y- 
gan^eg, the stone pass ; Cefn brith, the variegated 
ridge; Croesty, the cross house (whether so called) 
from the original house being built in the form of a 
cross, or whether it stood near one of the boundary 
crosses, that marked the land belonging to the 
Hospitallers, I cannot discover, but am inclined to 
think the latter) ; Cwm, a hollow on a hill side ; Glan 
Hhyd, the banks of the ford ; Hafod, the summer hut 
on the mountains ; Ilendre, the old or winter home ; 
Llanerch, a clearing ; Lhiest, encampment ; Pentre, the 
head of the tref or chief abode ; Penrhos, the end of 

s 
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the moor ; Ty gvyn, white house ; Ty matvr, large 
house ; Ty neivydd, new house ; Tynycoed, house in 
the wood ; Franhivell, which according to Mr. Wright^ 
is a corruption of Frankville. He says " the feudal 
princes and their great barons of the middle ages soon 
learnt to a})preciate the value to their treasuries of 
encouraging commerce in their domains .... Hence 
they tried to draw merchants to their lands by estab- 
lishing little towns with freedom and privileges, either 
commercial or municipal, by which they might be 
attracted . . . and such places are usually denomina- 
ted by the name Francheville or Free Town, and in 
England, where the Anglo- Noi man dialect was oddly 
intermixed, it became Frankville or Francton;"^ Carreg 
hir, long stone. Mr. E. Hamer remarks : *' I failed to 
find any traces of the former stone, and what was 
commonly known as ' Carreg Hir ' I find to be a small 
stone 3 or 4 ft. high, but after a little searching .... 
what appeared to be the true ' Carreg hir * was dis- 
covered partially imbedded in the ground, near the 
spot indicated on the ordnance map. This stone 
measures about 13 ft. in length and 14 ft. 6 in. in its 
greatest breadth." ^ It stands at the boundary line of 
Llyssin, Derwlwyn and Trefeglwys, and I doubt not, was 
one of the boundary crosses of the Hospitallers. 

Croes y Noddja (cross of refuge) is in a line with 
this, more to the south, and on the boundary of Carno 
(Trawscoed township) and Trefeglwys. There is 
nothing to mark it on the Ordnance Map, but the spot 
is well known by this name by the shepherds. Near 
Croes y Noddfa is also Gar r eg Lwyd or holy stone 
(Halston). 

Population. — Like so many other rural districts the 
population of Carno is fast dwindling down.

Though they decrease in numbers, they are still re- 
markable for longevity ; at the last census there were 
11 inhabitants between 80 and 93. 

Industrial. — The chief occupation is farming, the 
land being cultivated high up into the surrounding 
hills. The manufacture of flannel was at one time a 
source of income, but the last of the weavers has died 
this winter (1902), but his loom had long been silent. 
In 30 -years about half of the inhabitants have left the 
place ; many are the ruined cottages one sees in the 
valleys, the gardens a tangle of weeds, while the late 
owners are wearing their lives away in the throbbing 
heart of dingy cities, in the ceaseless grabbing to gain 
money if not health. In the summer of 1897 an 
agricultural, horticultural and industrial show was first 
held, under the presidency of Capt. Adams of Plas 
Llyssin, and proved so successful that it has been 
continued ever since, and has, no doubt, been beneficial 
to the neighbourhood in creating a spirit of friendly 
rivalry and competition. In old time an annual fair, 
the Cnapsant (Gwyl Mabsant) Carno was held on the 
16th of July, and booths were erected from the Inn to 
Tybrith, many people coming over the hills from neigh- 
bouring villages. It lasted three days, and seems to 
have been suppressed owing to the drinking and fight- 
ing which took place ; indeed, fighting was often the 
stock amusement, and the first question asked when 
Johnnie returned from the fair was, '' Wall, what 
fightin' was there ? " 

The village stocks stood on the small green just out- 
side the Aleppo. Old inhabitants still recollect them, 
and, no doubt, amused themselves when boys by paying 
off many an old score on the unfortunate occupant, who" 
basked in durance vile, with his face to the Clorin, 
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cooling his heels if not his head as he paid the penalty 
of the last night's revels. The top of the Clorln seems 
to have been a favourite place of recreation ; here the 
cock fights were held, and on a large flat stone pitch 
and toss was indulged in by reckless youths on Sunday 
afternoon, till one never to be forgotten Sabbath the 
Devil himself appeared, and caused such consternation, 
that none ever played again. I have quite failed to 
elicit a description of his Satanic majesty, but it was 
'* Summat awful " (the last of the gamblers who were 
present on that historic occasion died about 1894). 

At the Old Post Office lived '^Jinnie the Fidler," 
who combined musical talent with her postal duties. 
At her house gathered the love-sick swains and their 
lasses, and she played to them through the night whilst 
they danced and drank small beer, till the last of them 
had departed with their jests and songs in the cool of 
the early morning ; then she would count the coins they 
had given her, mumbling meanwhile contentedly, 
" Fules money, fules money." On Christmas Eve the 
old custom of making *' Cyflaith," or toffee, is still kept 
up: the guests bring their own ingredients, one butter, 
one treacle, one spice, and they sit over the fire singing, 
gossiping and telling stories, whilst the "cyflaith" is 
making. In old days they would sit up all night, 
going early on Christmas morning with lighted rush 
lights to sing carols in the church till da wn^ welcoming 
in this manner the anniversary of the birth of our Lord.

Mr. Powell liad a remarkable career. A son of Mr. Richard Powell, 
he was Iwni at Dolwen Farm, Llanidloes, in 1834, and he was educated 
at Tarvin, near Chester, and at Chirbury. Soon after Mr. Poweirs 
birth his fatlier removed to Trewythen, Llandinam, where he carried 
on a farm and acted as agent for the Trewjthen and other estates. 
On leaving school, Mr. Evan Powell joined his father, an^jLon his 
father's deatli he succeeded him at Trewythen, and continued his 
duties as a land agent. In the sixties Mr. Powell gave up^rmmg 
and removed to Newtown, where he opened an office as land surveyor 
and estate agent. In the course of a year or two he took Mr. 
Swettenham of Newtown, and Mr. Bell of London into partnership, 
the style of the firm ))eing Powell, Bell and Swettenham. Siifese- 
quently, Mr. Bell retunied to London, and the business was carried 
on by Messrs. Powell and Swettenham. In 1878 Mr. Powell removed 
to Llanidloes, and was accompanied by Mr. Grant, whom he some 
time later took into partnership. He held the agency of several 
important estates, including those of Doldowlod, Mount Severn, Dol- 
llys, Bodaioch and Plas Dinam, as well as several others in Devon and 
Cornwall. A man of strenuous life, however, Mr. Powell could ill 
brook confinement, and having found a partner to whom he could 
entrust his former responsibilities, he left Llanidloes in 1883 for 
America. There he inspected property in West Virginia, belonging 
to Lord Charles Clinton, and recognizing its value as a coalfield he 
was instrumental in starting what is now the Mount Carbon Company, 
which, after many anxious years he piloted to its present flourishing 
condition. In a short time quite a little town grew up in the locality, 
and when some few hundred houses had been erected a name was 
eagerly sought for it, the choice falling on " Powelton," in com- 
memoration of its founder. Having established the concern on a 
satisfactory basis and left the management to his son, Mr. Godwin 
Powell, he finally left America some three or four years ago, and 
returned to Llanidloes, taking up his residence at Penrallt, after 
completing a tour around the world. Some eighteen months ago his 
health began to fail, and finding it did not improve Mr. Powell left 
Llanidloes in September last, and went to reside at St. Asaph, where 
his son Evan Worthington Powell, M.A., is one of the Vicars Choral 
of the Cathedral. He died at Talardy in that city, and was buried 
at Llanidloes. He was a man of great energy and business ability. 
He took little part in the public life of Llanidloes ; but he was a 
Conservative of tolerant views, and as a Churchman he was formerly 
an occasional speaker at the Bangor Diocesan Conferences. He was 
placed on the commission of the peace for Montgomeryshire last year. 
Mr. Powell was one of the original members of the Powys-land Club 
and an occasional contributor to the Montgomeryshire Collections, — 
Oswestry Advertizer. 
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LLANDRINIO IN THE XV™ CENTURY. 



TWO POEMS BY GUTTO'R GLYN, c. 1430—1470. 



The deep silence that has hung over Llandrinio in the 
fifteenth century has at last been broken by two 
Poems in the Mostyn Library (MS. 146, 273 and 275), 
which Lord Mostyn has kindly enabled me to transcribe, 
and which I now send, with a translation and notes, to 
the Montgomeryshire Collections, as a meet receptacle 
of the ancient lore of Powysland. Copies of them, 
indeed, are also found in the Peniarth Collection -} but 
as they have not the same significant heading, they 
escaped identification. There is also another copy in 
the Mostyn Library^ itself, but without the heading, 
and therefore unnoticed ; but it is here collated 
with the transcript. The subjects of the Poems are : — 
(1) An eulogy on Sir John Mechain, the Parson ot 
Llandrinio, and (2) a description of his " Plas " or 
Parsonage, which is described in the earliest Register 
as " Yr Henblas," now the Rectory. 

The author of the Poems was " Gutto'r Glyn " 
(Gruffydd of the Glyn), '' a native of Llangollen, who 
flourished in the middle of the century (1430 — 1470), 
and was domestic bard to the Abbot of Valle Crucis 
(Glyn Egwestl), to whom some of his poems were 
addressed. These furnish us with several interesting 
particulars respecting that Abbey which are not attain- 
able elsewhere. Many of his poems were addressed to 
the Herberts of Rhaglan and others in South Wales ; 
his celebrity as a man of genius making him a welcome

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guest, when he made the usual triennial circuit through 
the Principality." ^ In an account of Welsh Heralds 
and Historians, John llh^^dderch describes him as 
" Poet Lawrel, Cheif Musician, one of the Bards or 
Poets that belonged to Wm. Herbert sen. Earl of 
Pembrook ; and he hath written concerning the three 
provinces." ^ As a privileged bard he had the right to 
claim lodging and entertainment^ at the principal 
houses on his circuit, and the rule was to compose in 
return a poem in praise of his host ; and there are 
nearly a hundred of his compositions extant. Apart 
from the fulsomeness which mark so many of these 
Eulogies, we may gather from them a large amount of 
interesting and valuable information about the families 
and the surroundings of the individuals concerned — 
information that could not otherwise be obtained. Of 
this, these two Poems are excellent illustrations ; they 
were written in his old a^e (damwyniau da ym henaint : 
na wahenym ni henaintj, and they throw a flood of 
light on people, places and customs. Let us take them 
one by one. 

1. Sir John Mechain, the Parson of Llandrinio. We 
are enabled to picture him as of the baronial race of 
lorwerth Voelgrwn, Lord of Main in Mechain Tscoed, 
dark of visage, with jet black eyebrows, a chieftain 
void of pride (paun difost), skilled in the Welsh tongue 
(cyweithas on iaith), generous and munificent, a patron 
of bards, a benefactor to the three altars, a second 
St. Oswald. He is compared with two others of 
Gutto's dearest friends, David Kyffin, ''yi Athro," 
whom he addressed in a Cywydd beginning *' Y Uwyn 
gwydr yn llangedwyn {Peniarth MS. 99, i69 ), and the 
Parson of Corwen, whom we gather from another of 
his poems to have been Sir Benet, Prelad ar yn gwlad

further infer that Gutto added occasionally at least to 
his bardic function the office of a farmer of ecclesiastical 
tithes : — 

Difclw fyddat pan dalwyf 

diriaid borthmon defaid wyf . . . 

Gan dudur . . . penllyn yn ymofyn myllt ; 

which is confirmed by another Poem, To the Abbot of 
Shrewsbury — 

Mi eiithym i Ymwythig . . . 
Tir fferm Gutto yw'r fforied, ^ 

and explains the expression in our poem : —

Two expressions bear strikingly on the national 
fortunes and hopes of Wales; (1) The memory of 
former wars and their disastrous issues for bard and 
people —

a memory which must have been frequently revived 
during the Wars of the Roses ; (2) The cherished and 
prevalent expectation that Owen Glyndwr would 
appear again and lead his countrymen to victory and 
restoration : — 

A ni a gawn yn y gwydd 
daw Owain fyd newydd. 

The mention of the local ** Llwyndrain gar Han 
Drinio" may refer to the "Llwyn Coch," near the 
Post Office, of which only the name survives. 

II. The Hall of Sir John Mechain. — This poem opens 
with a comparison of Gutto's visit to Sir John with

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that of lolo Goch^ to Ithel ap Robert;^ and in the 
playful expression "tythiodd'' (tripped, trotted) we 
recognise the answer to lolo's Cy wydd to Ithel pleading 
for a " Nag."^ His description of the " Plas " coitcs- 
ponds exactly with what we may believe the sunound- 
mgs to have been at that time, when the river had 



^ "lolo Goch was one of the most eminent poets of the Princi- 
pality. He was Lord of Llechryd, and resided at Coed Pantwn, in 
the parish of Llannefydd, his mother, according to GrufFudd Hiraethog, 
being the Countess of Lincoln.

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full play, on every flood, to course about the valley, of 
which evidence still remains in all directions. The 
line of the Moat between the '' Plas" and the church 
is still traceable. The Argy (embankment) was not 
made until the end of the eighteenth century. In 
those days Llandrinio was a flourishing and impoi'tant 
mart, with its weekly market and its two annual fairs 
of three days each. The Castle then stood on the 
bank of the Severn, in the field now called the Belan 
(Bank), but in the earliest Terrier " Domen Gastell," 
the Castle Mound. There runs throughout the poem 
a quiet comparison between the "Plas" and the Castell, 
not always in favour of the latter ; and Gutto does not 
appear to have shared in the hospitality of the latter 
as he did in that of the former. Deytheur, it may be 
noticed, comprised the district between the "two 
waters '^ of the Severn and the Vyrnwy, and roughly 
corresponds to the two parishes of Llandrinio and 
Llandysilio, which appear at that date, as often before 
and afterwards, to have been held together. The 
account of the " Plas" recalls to mind lolo's description 
of Sycharth, and may be in part an imitation of it, and 
is interesting as a picture of an early fifteenth century 
mansion. The Court, the Hall, the rooms, the stone 
building, the Tower, the Gateway, the Church, the 
Close, the Churchyard, the Island, the Wake, each come 
into the account ; and the feasting is by no means 
omitted. Indeed, the Wake, with which one of the 
two fairs coincided, was an occasion of great revelry 
until it was finally abolished in the last century. In 
" a list of the receipts of a bard on his round, in the 
handwriting of Rhys Kain" of Llansantffraid, those on 
" Digwyl Drunio " are put down as 7/6. ^

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Professor Boyd Davvkixs has forwarded to us the following 
account sent to him by the Rev. E. K. Jones, from Rock 
Villa, Stavlittle, Llanbrynmair, Montofomeryshire, August 
5th, 1908:— 

** During recent visits I have been interested in a number of 
mounds that are to be seen on the farms known as Llwyn-y- 
gog, Nant-yr-hafod and Dolgwyddil. These farms are 
situate in the extreme north-western end of Trefeglwys Parish. 
The last Ordnance Map shows but five of these tumuli, but I 
feel pretty confident that we have found at least ten. I 
am also told that one may be found on a hill, about two miles 
away, ** ncixr ' the white stone ' (y garreg iven)" as it has been 
described to me. The mound opened stands near the 
Clywedog River, and just opposite Felin Newydd Farm. 

In company with a number of friends we made a cutting 
into the mound, on Wednesday and Thursday of last week, 
and were rewarded by finding a cinerary urn full of ashes and 
a few pieces of bone that had not been burnt to dust. The urn 
was inverted, and, unfortunately, had been broken long ago. 
We took the utmost care in removing it. In fact the coating 
of bluish-grey clay, with which it had been thickly covered, 
was removed with a small pocket knife, and the whole urn 
with its contents was taken out by placing a shovel under it, 
through the soft clay. In that way it was taken as it stood. 
Up to now we have not examined the contents, but shall 
probably do so on Thursday evening or Friday next. We have 
waited so as to have a little time with the work. We have 
endeavoured to keep all the pieces, and a few pieces of the 
marked rim have been pretty well preserved. The mouth of 
the urn has a herringbone marking, measures 9h inches in 
diameter. Thickness of earthenware ^ of an inch. Diameter 
of bottom 4| inches. 

The mound is an irregular one, and shows signs of being 
partially worked before. I learn that some persons were seen 
digging there forty years a^o. I am very desirous that my 
work snould not in any way be a hindrance to expert investi- 
gation, and shall, therefore, be glad to hear from you as to how 
best to proceed. I have thought of digging further throuLrh 
this mound, and of opening one or two others. Though

CAIRNS AND CAMPS. 

The mountains of Carno form part of a plateau which 
lies between the Tarannon in the S. and S.E., and the 
Afon Carno on the N. and N.W., stretching from 
W. to E., a distance of about six miles. As Pennant 
says — " This plateau seems to have been a chosen 
fighting and burial ground from the primitive ages of 
antiquity," there are numerous cairns, and many 
circles, almost imperciptible, standing in small islands 
of mossy turf, surrounded by dangerous bogs, I cannot 
but think Tarannon has been only half explored by 
archaeologists ; and even the hoary " Twr Gwyn 
Mawr,'* which has stood here in its lonely solemnity, 
since the days of unknown, unwritten Cymric history 
— untouched — held in awe, and venerated as a sacred, 
ghost-haunted monument of heroes, unmarred by time 
(who had but cast a covering of soft white lichen over 
the rough boulders) till now, in these unromantic days 
of higher civilization, man has rifled the grave, and 
levelled this mighty pile, and the stones which testified 
to the greatness of the dead of old, make cosy pens for 
mountain sheep ! ! 

TwT Gwyn Mawr^ (the great white mound) is 60ft. in 
diameter, and the stones, of which it is composed, must 
have been brought, at least, the distance of a mile, the largest 
weighs about a ton. The cairn is of the broad type, rather

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flat at the top. In June, 1855, the cairn was opened on the 
south side, and having entered about six feet into the mass of 
stones there were found on a level with the soil three flagstones 
laid flat in the earth ; under these was a mixture of wood, 
charcoal and bones; some of the bones appeared calcined. 
They were undoubtedly human bones, though in an advanced 
state of decomposition. More ashes were found between the 
stones and the soil between that and the centre of the cairn. 
Here was found also a small leaf of bronze, about the size of a 
crown piece, but much thinner ; it must have been originally 
much larger ; the edges were crumbling away ; one side was 
slightly polished ; its shape and appearance did not resemble 
a coin. The nature and thickness of the metal, and its 
appearance, very much resembled that of some of the Nineveh 
remains in the British Museum. Whether it was a mirror or 
a breastplate would be difficult to say. 

Turning our section to the east, a dwarf wall was 
encountered, the stones being placed without any mortar. 
On removing it a walled chamber or grave was discovered, 
three yards in length, two feet in breadth inside the wall. It 
was covered with six cap stones, and the depth was about 26 
inches. The cap stones were removed carefully, some required 
two men to handle them. The floor of the grave was covered 
with black charcoal and ashes, intermixed with a profusion of 
small stones. These stones were all nearly round, differing in 
size, but most of them not larger than a crow's egg ; they 
were river stones brought from some distance. 

On turning over the ashes and earth, small fragments of 
bones were discovered ; and in the south end (for it ran north 
and south) a beautiful arrow head of flint was found amongst 
the ashes ; and on further search a flint knife, it was broken 
at the large end. All the ashes were carried out of the grave, 
and a second arrow head of nearly the same shape and sized 
turned up. Not the least dressing could be found on any of 
the stones, neither hammer nor chisel was used The thickness 
of the walls could not be exactly ascertained, they were 
backed by the great body of the cairn. Looking at these 
facts we find strong reasons against the notion that this 
monument is that under which Trahaiarn was buried In the 
first place cremation was not practised at the time he was 
slain, and the position of the grave, south and north, was not 
such as would be made in the 12th century, and the flint 
articles are not such as were in use at the time of the 
battle of Carno; I believe, says Mr. Davies, this cairn 
to belong to the prehistoric period the distance 
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from each other of the different deposits of calcined bones, 
favours the idea this was made the resting place of many 
persons. As early as the migration of the Cimmerii from the 
southern shores of the Euxine into Europe, we find they raised 
large heaps of stones over the bodies of their dead, it appears 
to have oeen with them, above all others a sacred duty, 
and shows a degree of reverence and respect which we may 
look for in vain among other nations of that period. 

About 150 yards to the S.E. of Twr Gwyn Mawr are the 
remains of two small stone circles, each about 18 feet in 
diameter, and not more than two yards apart from each other; 
and about 100 yards further in t&e same direction is a larger 
one, about 25 leet in diameter, with traces of a much smaller 
inner circle in its N.E. part, plainly visible. 

A quarter of a mile to the S.W. of this circle lies what 
remains of Twr-gwyn-bach, which has been opened at a 
time which dates back beyond the memory of the oldest 
frequenter of the mountain. A short distance from it is the 
site of another earn, Twyn-gosod, the name of which has been 
preserved, though the stones have been scattered.^ 

But it would be impossible to enumerate a tenth 
of the still visible cairns that dot the Carno hills, 
surely, there must be as many as there are graves in 
Carno churchyard. 

Eastward from Carno is Gwayn-yr-huale,^ and 

three heaps of stones thereon. 

BATTLES. 

Excellent and full accounts of the Battles of Carno, 
w^ritten by Mr. Morgan Owen, M.A., and Mr. H. W. 
Lloyd, M.A., will be found in vol. ix. of the Mont- 
gomeryshire Collections, from which, and a lecture 
delivered at Aberystwyth by Mr. T. O. Morgan, I 
make a few brief extracts. The first battle, the 
*' Gwaith Garno," was fought in 949, on that great 
boggy stretch of hill-land called Tarannon, whose 
slopes stretch out, losing themselves on the sides ot 

hoary Plinlimmon. Carno is situated almost in the

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centre of Wales, holding the passes from north to 
south, and like all border land, forming a hilly "buifer 
state " between the two. 

Two outposts stood, one on the Castell hill, the 
earth works of which are still plainly discernable at 
the south west of the village, commanding an unin- 
terrupted view of the valley which stretches north and 
south ; and the other castell on the top of the Clorin, 
exactly facing it was an equally effective watch tower. 

During the commotions which arose in Wales on the death 
of Howell the Good, A.D. 948, and the long war which 
followed between his sons and the sons of Idwal Foel, late 
Prince of North Wales, this neighbourhood became the scene 
of one of those fierce contests which occurred between the 
contending parties. The sons of Howell divided amongst 
themselves tne Principalities of South Wales and Powys, laying 
no claim to North Wales ; but Jefa and lago, the sons of 
idwal Foel, putting aside the pretentions of their elder brother 
Meyrick clamied the right of Principality of all Wales, as 
descendants of the elder branch of the house of Roderic 
the Great, which the sons of Howell resisted. Jefa and lago 
were, indeed, descended from the elder branch, but since 
Roderic the Great, in the tri-partite division of Wales, had 
conferred the Principality of South Wales on Cadell, the 
father of Howell, the rirfit of the heirs of those Princes to that 
division of the Principality seems unquestionable. The battle 
of Carno was fought between Jefa and lago ^ at the head of an 
army of North Walians on the one hand, and their cousin 
Owen and his brethren Rhun, Roderic and Edwin at the head 
of the South Walians on the other side The result of this 
sanquinary battle was the victory of Jevan and lago, who 
thereupon proceeded to recklessly lay waste the whole of 
South Wales. 

The second battle arising from similar unhappy civil 
commotions, respecting the succesion, was fought " on the 
same high ground on Tarannon Mountain," in 1077. The 
Government of Wales, both North and South, had been for a 
long time previously detained from the legal owners, when 
Tihvs ap Theodore claimed the Kingdom of Wales as the 
iigfitful inheritor of the same from Howell the Good, the

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people receiving him with the greatest wiUingness, made him 
their Prince. In the following year, Griffith, son of Cynan, 
and grandson of lago, brought a great army of Irishmen and 
Scots to Wales, and joined arms with Rhys ap Theodore as 
the two rightful heirs of the whole country ; Griffith of North 
Wales, Rhys of South, being descended from Rhoderic the 
Great; against them came Trahaiarn ap Caradoc (the reigning 
but usurping Prince of Gwynedd) and his kinsman Caradoc 
ap Grufh'dd, and Meilyr (son of Rhiwallon ap Gwynn ap 
Blethyn), his cousin-german for Gwynn ap Blethyn was their 
grandfather), which latter were in those days the chief rulers 
of Wales. The victory fell to Griffith ap Rhys; for Trahaiarn, 
together with his cousins, were slain, with most of their 
people." 

Quoting from Mr. Morgan Owen : — 

In a word on Game's heights was assembled all the best 
blood, and the most noted warriors of Wales. But alas ! for 
what purpose ? To shed the blood of relatives, to perpetuate 
eternal strife, to lay open their country to the grasping 

Norman, to seal their doom as an independent people 

Pennant calls it " the fiercest battle in our annals." If 
Trahaiarn, Caradoc and Meilyr were defeated, they knew how 
to die, and bravely did they do so. 

This sad lament Meilyr the Welsh bard makes over 
them : — 

I will adore my God, the King of Heaven, 

The Lord who knows my affliction, 

With trouble am 1 troubled sorely. 

For my Lord, the ruler of many a homestead. 

Verily, the second time are they come, the savage people. 

The Gwyddelians, black devils. 

The Scots, half men, half brutes, 

On Carno mountain is a battle. 

And Trahaiarn is slain. 

And the son of Rhiwallawn, lord of the seas. 

From the conflict will not return, 

On Thursday, at the end of three weeks, 

Toward night, wert thou slain. 

Truly the heart of Wales stood still on that day 

the eyes .of all were tiu'ned to one place, and that place was 

Carno Doubtless, the news, most welcome to the 

adherents of Gruffydd, v/as heralded far and w:ide by the 
beacon fires as they flashed from one hill top and mountain 
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peak to another. The watchmen upon the Breiddin caught 

the first token as its lurid glow mounted heavenwards 

thus northwards to the topmost summits of the Berwyn, 

to Cader Idris thus to the shores of Carnarvon and 

the outposts of Snowdon ; until at length the last beacon lit 
up the Straits of Menai, and gladdened the hearts of the men 
of Mona, and the inmates of Aberffraw (the Windsor of 
Gwynedd), who danced and sang in the halls of Rodri 

Mawr in honour ot the victory of his descendant, 

and for joy that for once in a while right had overcome might, 
and that the island king had obtained dominion over the 
mainland also.^ 

The following is a translation of a Life of Gmjiffydd 
ap Cynan, written in Welsh, by a writer whose name 
and history is unrecorded, but was most probably an 
inmate of some religious house : — 

GrufFydd, the foremost tighter, sought the battle like a 
giant and a lion, without ceasing to dazzle his enemies with 
his gleaming sword. He inspired his men with torce, 
manfully to resist their enemies, until they would turn their 
backs for no manner of cause. And then was there a dread- 
ful engagement, to hear the shouts of the combatants that 
rose in the air. The earth resounded with the tramp of the 
horses and of the foot soldiers ; the din of the battle was 
heard afar off; the commotion caused by the frequent clatter 
of arms, the men of Gruffydd pressing resolutely on and their 
enemies yielding themselves to them, the sweat of their toil 
and the blood producing running streams. 

And meanwhile, Trahaiarn was pierced through the body, so 
that he lay dead on the ground, and his teeth bit the 
green herbs, and his arras lay stretched upon the plain, 
and Gwcharis, the Irishman, made bacon of him like a hog. 

On that same spot there fell around him of his own retmue 
five-and-twenty knights, while others of them were slain in 
the front of the battle. Many thousands of them were killed, 
and the rest turned their backs on the men of Gwynedd, 
and betook themselves to flight 

Tht>n Gruffydd pursued them, he and his 

company, through the woods and glens, and swamps, and 
mountiuns all that night, by the light of the moon

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Now, the mountain where the battle was fought was called, 
by the people of the country, the Carn Mountain, that is to 
say, the Mountain of the Stone Heap, for in that place there 
is a huge heap of stones, under which has been buried a 
warrior in the primitive ages of antiquity.^ 

A contemporary bard gives voice in the following 
beautiful lines (ably paraphrased by a modern poet) 
on the loss of the slain Princes and their nobles, whose 
cheery horn woke the echoes in Carno valley on 
hunting mornings : — 

On Carno's hills with nimble feet. 

The deer were wont to bound ; 
But Carno's hills no more repeat 

The baying of the hound ; 
The noble youths who chased the deer, 

In battle have been slain, 
And never to the morning's ear 

These sounds shall come ao:ain.

For Carno's groves lie dark and still. 

The harp, the minstrels shun ; 
Which sweetly rang o'er dale and hill. 

In praise of Gruffydd's son. 
! when again shall music sweet, 

Ring from the mellow horn, 
Or from yon hills the deer's light feet, 

Sweep the cold dews of morn ! 

ROADS. 

Through Carno Valley ran an old Roman road, 
which is still visible in many places, and I doubt not 
that were the turf removed, it could be traced in 
unbroken line from one end of the parish to the other. 
Going north, it may be seen in a field near the river, 
by the cottage at the level crossing, known as *'The 
Box;'' further on it runs in a north westerly direction, 
through Trawscoed and through the fir plantation at the 
top of a Ty Mawr field, known as Llwynhain, from

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there it crosses the Cerniog, and is visible again at the 
back of the Inn, running due north, almost parellell 
with the present turnpike; in the summer of 1901, 
when the road was being repaired, almost a 1 00 yards 
of it was laid bare. It is next seen by the Sarn, just 
in front of the house, here still running in a northerly 
direction, it bends westward across the swamps to 
Ystrad Fawr, whence it goes west over the hills to old 
Llanbrynmair, and thence on to Machynlleth. 

The old Coach Road from Llanwnog to the Dovey 
valley, diverged from the present one at the top of the 
small incline near Oerffrwd farm, running above 
Gilfach, passed near Trawscoed down Frank well, 
through the Cerniog brook into the village. On the 
spot where Glanrhyd now stands were some thatched 
hovels, and the woman living at one of these would 
run out at the first sound of the horn with a huge 
cauldron of boiling water, with which to gruel the 
horses before fording the brook and driving on to the 
Inn. But the days when the mail first ran through 
Carno do not date very far back, as the older route 
from Shrewsbury to the sea was through Llanfair, 
Mallwyd and Cemmaes Road, perhaps the Carno 
valley had too bad a reputation for highwaymen and 
footpads. The introduction of " Turnpike Trusts " by 
improving the roads, no doubt, brought Carno into 
nearer communication with the outer world. The first 
"Montgomeryshire Act" was passed in 1769, and is 
entitled '' An Act for Repairing and Widening several 
Roads in the counties of Montgomery, Merioneth and 
Salop," and mentions the road leading from Newtown 
through Aberhafesp to Machynlleth. There is also an 
enactment requiring the roads to be measured and 
milestones to be placed at the end of each mile, and 
direction posts where roads divide. The next or second 
Montgomeryshire Act was passed in 1773, this Act, 
after referring to the Act of 1769, states that under the 
provisions of that Act considerabe progress had been 
made in the repair of the roads. 
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The present road is exceptionally good, the surface 
being hard and firm, dries quickly after the heaviest 
rain. 

RESIDENCES AND PEDIGREES. 

Three hundred years ago the valley of the Carno 
was not as deserted as it now is, it seems at one time 
to have held the principal seats of the Lords of 
Arwystli and Cedewain. The following pedigree, 
which occurs on p. 148 of vol. x., i., of Mont. Coll., 
will illustrate the history of the parish and its 
families : —

Though the names of many Carno inhabitants occur 
in this pedigree I have failed to discover their places of 
residence. Nowhere have I been able to trace any 
history of Gilfach, Plas Newydd, the Inn, which now 
bears the name of the '' Aleppo Merchant," or Ty 
Mawr, which in 1811 was known as Tynyfynwent or 
the house near the churchyard, or the Castell Farm ; 
though, it is probable, some of these houses may have 
been occupied in those days by men of some local 
importance.

always mentioned as Plasse Duon, Carno, so that 
I cannot well leave it out. The house stands on 
high ground above the left bank of the brook, and 
though small, is for its size, one of the most picturesque 
Elizabethan houses in the county. The porch over th^ 
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front door being of special architectural beauty.^ The 
slopes down to the river are wooded, and above it 
stand the rough heights of baiTen hills ; it commands 
a grand view of the valley opening out to Caersws, 
where the silver thread of the Severn winds circling 
through the meadows. 

In 1653, Evan Rees Howell, gent., of Camo, 
appears on the Grand Jury, the " Inquisitio Magna ; " 
and the following year, 14 Charles II., we read — 
** Mountgomery. At Plassey Duon, 7 April, 1654, 
before Evan Lloyd, Edwin Price and Edward Allen, 
Esqrs., Justices of the Peace for the said County;" 
and on the 31st of October, under "Llanidloes 
Hundred — Wee doe likewise p'sent Richard Ffletcher 
of Carno in the said county, yeoman, and Evan Rees 
Howell of the said p'ishe, gent : for swearing either of 
them an oath upon the last day of October, 1654, in 
this towne of Montgomery." ^ Later, the following 
Jurors occur: — 1667, "Richardus de Carno;" 1670, 
at the Great Sessions of Montgomery, " Moyanus 
Evans de Carno;" 1671, at Pool Sessions, " Rice*us 
Evans de Carnoe, gent.;" Jury Panel, 1680, "Rees 
Evans of Carno." Richard Rees of Carno, one of the 
descendants of David Teg of Carno, the only branch of 
whose descendants that can be traced with a surname 
being that of Evans of Plasse Duon.^ On the Grand 
Jury, " Roderic ap Llewellyn ap David Deg of Plassy 
Duoh," he was 11th in descent from Einion ap Seissyllt, 
Lord of Merioneth (See Llwyd pedigree). Plassey 
Duon is at present in possession of Miss Mytton of 
Welshpool (sole surviving daughter of the late Rev.

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Devereux Mytton, Rector of Llandyssil), who possesses 
considerable property in these parts. 

Further up the valley, near the river, on the opposite 
bank, is a farm which bears the name of Oerffrivd^ 
though nothing of the old mansion now remains, only 
an ancient yew tree marks the probable spot. Amongst 
the names on the " Magna Inquisitio " ^ (Grand Jury) 
in 16 Charles II. is mentioned "Jacobus Penrhie de 
Llanwnog, gen." He was of Oerifrwd, situate between 
the churches of Carno and Llanwnog, and was the son 
of Thomas Penrhie, descended from Rhys Gryg, by 
Mary verch Ordderch. 

John Pryce of Newtown, Esq His grandfather David Penry 
was granted the office (Sept, 1604) of Keeper of the Gael of 
Montgomery for life, he was groom of the Privy Chamber 
(1610). 

.lenkin Maurice ap Maurice of Llanwnog married Margaret, 
verch David Henry of Oerffrwd, and his sister Jane married 
David Morris of Gilfach. 

Evan Lloyd of Llanwnog, who was High Sheriff of the 
County in 1649, was son of Elen, a daughter of David ap 
Henry of Oerffrwd, by her husband David Lloyd ap Evan. 
This Evan Lloyd took a prominent part on the Cromwellian 
side during the Civil Wars, and in 1646, as Capt Evan Lloyd, 
was in charge of Montgomery Castle. 

Gilfach is the next old timbered house on our way 
up the valley, it stands under the shadow of 'Rallt 
Gelly, and hardly ever sees the sun during the winter 
months ; the front faces the old coaching road, and is 
black and white, but the back, which looks out upon 
the present Newtown road, is built of the cold grey 
stone of the country. From the house, close down to the 
road, used to run a thick wood, where the last of the 
squires who lived in the house is said to have hung 
himself, and till most of the trees were cut down 
(some six years ago) his ghost still haunted the spot, 
and even now many of the villagers are very chary of 
passing at night-time. 

Plas Newydd stands most picturequely on the left 
bank of the river, commanding a glorious view, both up

and down the valley. It must have been a place 
of some importance, the greater part of the rooms were 
oak panneled, but most of it was taken away by the late 
owner, Sir W. W. Wynn, for the decoration ot

Wynnstay, a^ d was burnt in the disastrous fire. 
The panneling of one room still remains, however, but 
in the others the great oak beams and lath and plaster 
divisions are exposed. The uppermost story has 
disappeared, and the upper floor is open to the roof. 
The balusters to the stairs are carved and handsome, 
and the principal door is studded with nails. Here the 
Court-leet of the Ecclesiastical Manor of Talerddig was 
formerly held. It was sold by the late Sir Watkin, 
together with Pantycrasty, Parcyrhiw and Pantyrhcs, 
to the late Captain Adams of Plas Llyssin. 

Ty Maivr, of this house I can find no mention in the 
re-seating of the church, perhaps it was here that the 
minister lived. We know that the front entrance was 
into the churchyard, legend says it was here the old 
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Hospice of St: John stood ; the part next to the road 
(the better built part) is the oldest. Before Andrew 
Davies bought it in 1808, it belonged to Squire Atkins, 
who had inherited it from his uncle, Squire Shales, 
who,besides being the possessor of an estate in England, 
was said to be owner of the Manor of Carno. When- 
ever he visited Carno, which he did frequently, he 
stayed with his agent at Ty Mawr, occupying the 
larger part of the west end of the house, in which he 
made some structural alterations. There was a small 
stained glass window in the west bedroom, bearing the 
coats of arms of Einion ap Seisyllt, Kunedda Wledig, 
Bleddyn ap Cynfyn, lestyn ap Gwrgan, Elystan (Earl 
of Hereford) and Edwyn of Englefield, but I have failed 
to discover when placed there, or to whom it belonged. 
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77*6 Aleppo Merchant Inn stands on the road 

facing the churchyard, and is a large substantial 

building, with very pretty gardens at the back ; at 

one time the Cerniog brook is said to have been 

divided, a portion of it flowing the other side of the Inn, 

there are strange shaped mounds at the back of this 

house, and also in the adjoining garden of Llys ^wen, 

which might prove interesting for archaK)logical 

excavation, here I dug up a Roman spindle-whorl. At 

the back runs the Koman road, which can still be 

plainly traced, being in a particularly good state of 

preservation. The strange name the Inn bears was 

given to it by an ancestor of the late tenant (Mr. John 

Wilson), who owned not only this property, but Ty 

Brith, and many other farms in the neighbourhood ; 

he was a sailor, and made his fortune in the ship 

** The Aleppo Merchant," some say freebooting helped 

not a little, but when in old age he settled as a 

prosperous publican, he called his Inn after the good 

old ship. An Inn with an evil reputation was the house 

now known as the Sam, the railway has now turned 

the road, which in former days ran directly past the 

Inn, following almost exactly from the Aleppo, the old 

Roman Sarn, which can be distinctly traced here. 

Many are the tales of travellers seeking a night's 

shelter, who were never heard of again, it was the last 

house of call before breasting the heights of Talerddig 

or the lonely valley of Cwm Llwyd, the former of 

Nvhich led to the coast, and the latter to Llanfair 

and Welshpool. It was a convenient spot in which to 

put away a man who was known to have a little money, 

and when enquiry should be made, to give the excuse 

that he must either have been lost or have met 

his death after setting forth again on his jouney. 

In one of the bedrooms may still be seen the dark 

stains which legend ascribes to the blood of a pedlar 

done to death on the spot, and which no amount 

of scrubbing has been able to thoroughly eiface. Of 

course, the place was haunted, but I can hear of no 
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more authentic ghost than the brilliant illumination of 
the barn, which was visible in past days at night time. 
Perhaps for the more convenient rifling of some corpse 
before burning and burying it. 

About the year 1660, Eleanor, daughter of Evan 
Evans of Cwmyratvel, married Thomas Jones of Esgair 
Evan ; she was descended from Evan Llwyd, Lord of 
Carno, by Catherine, daughter of Lodwick Lloyd 
of Gwestydd. Cwmyrawel stands in the Cwm Llwyd 
Valley, which at the beginning of the 19th century 
was notorious for the robbers and footpads infesting 
it, and the Carno folk, who took their wool over the 
mountains through this pass to the Welshpool market, 
took good care not to delay their return journey till dark. 

Glanhanog and Ystrad are outlying farms near the 
boundary. In 1608, one Humphrey Lloyd of Trws- 
ythan, bequeathes to — 

Gwen Lloyd, his married wife a house and 

meadow, and a Ffridd called " Blayne Glanhanog/* other wise 
"Trumyllvvyn Hir," together with a little Ffridd which 
testator had by Rystrad, for 21 years, if she lived to remain 
a widow so long, paying yearly to Edward Lloyd, son and heir 
apparent, 40/- towards the rent to Mr. Purcell, all the rest of 
my Terme lands in the Parish of Carno and Llanbrynmaire 

I devise to my son Ed. Lloidd .... 

.... etc. 

Plds Llyssin, the residence of the late Capt. Adams, 
J. P., is by far the most important house in the neigh- 
bourhood, and is beautifully situated, commanding fine 
views, especially of the twin spurs of the Sarn hill. It 
was re-built almost entirely by the late Mr. Farr, and 
again added to by the Captain. The old house was 
known as " Perthinkns," and is mentioned as such in 
the re-seating of the Church in 1631. At the back of 
the house runs the Cledau brook, which becomes the 
most riotous of streams, when there is heavy rain 
on Tarannon. 

EDUCATION. 

A hundred years ago very little was done in Carno 
towards educating the people. About 1820, a certain 

X 
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Herbert Barker kept school, with about a dozen 
scholars at liis house, then called Pantle Bach, in the 
ton of Cwm Cledan, which he carried on for two or 
"-•us. Alx)ut ten years later Lewis Pugh kept a 
sv'iiool iit the Creigfryn chapel; and shortly after 
Edv\ard Hughes had a similar school at the Peniel 
chapel. He was followed by Robert Evans at the 
same place. After this, Jones started once more at the 
Creigfryn chapel. All these four were preachers 
belonging to the chapels, and it does not appear that 
they were trained as teachers, nor was their stay but 
of short duration. 

We next find the school removed to the church, 
conducted by Mr. Ridge, a good teacher, and probably 
trained. He belonged to Madam Bevan's staff, and his 
stay did not exceeded three years at the same place, 
for that was the rule under her plan of ** Itinerant" 
schoolmasters. When he left the parish was without a 
school for two or three years ; but John Wilson of this 
parish kept school for three or four months during the 
winters at the church. 

About the year 1851 a school was built (now known 
as the Old Schoolroom) on a site presented by John 
Foulkes, Esq,, of Aberdovey. This school was in 
connection with " The British and Foreign School 
Society," and managed by a committee. The funds 
were raised by voluntary subscriptions. It was thus 
carried on until 1871, when a School Board was elected 
(April 13th). In 1872 the Education Department 
warned the School Board that the school was too small 
to accommodate the children — the population of the 
parish being much higher then than it is now. A site was, 
therefore, purchased from Mr. Edward Owen, Penybont, 
and the present school was erected on it ; it was opened 
on September 21st, 1874. To build this school a loan 
of £1,800 had to be obtained, which amount was to be 
re-paid in 50 years, by equal annual instalments. 

The number of children now attending the school is 
123. It is in good state of efficiency, and receiving 
the highest grants.

NONCONFORMITY. 

Besides the Parish Church of St. John, there are 
three other places of worship in the parish, viz., those 
belonging to the Calvinistic Methodists, the Independ- 
ants and the Wesleyans. 

The Wesley a7i Chajyel of St. John is situated at the 
south end of the village, and is one of the eleven 
chapels in the Llanidloes Circuit. It is a small, but 
substantially built, and well appointed chapel. 

The great John Wesley himself appears to have 
visited Carno in 1749. He stayed often at Llanidloes 
during his preaching tours, and was there in 
August, 1747, for a fortnight, and again in 1748 and 
1749 ; in the latter year, on April 10th, he visited 
a small village seven miles away, " which is, in all 
probability, Carno, where he was cordially received." 
We read of his being in Llanidloes in 1750; and in 
1756 he travelled from thence to Dolgelley, and must, 
surely, in doing so, have again passed through Carno. 
On a window pane at Tythyn, bearing the date 1764, 
he wrote his name and " In the name of Jesus, peace 
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be to this house," so for a period of seventeen years we 
see he frequently passed through the neighbourhood. 

The pi*eaeliers regularly preached and formed a 
society l^efore li>09, John Jones, afterwaixls of Dolwen, 
was one of its most prominent and useful members, 
and the tirst chapel (St. John's) was built in 1812, 
and renovated in 1892. The first trustees were — John 
Davies, Rhydlydan ; Zacharias Davies, Cyffiau ; Evan 
Jones, Yeoman ; David Swancot, Hendrefach ; Evan 
Pryce, Ty Nant ; Athelustan Savage, Llanidloes, and 
Richard Pryce, Neuadd Newydd. 

Ccilvinistic Methodists. — About the year 1745, 
whilst Carno was merrymaking, a small band of 
earnest preachers reached the village, and one of them 
having mounted a heap of stones, began a religious 
service, much to the annoyance of the festive party, 
who forthwith pelted them with mud and stones, 
driving them away and giving them no peace ; but 
some of the crowd followed them, and w hen they had 
reached the place now known as Penybont, finding 
things quieter, they then addressed themselves to the 
few who had come with them, almost on the spot now 
occupied by the chapel. After that day some of the 
inhabitants formed themselves into a small society, and 
assembled in the house of Thomas Richaid of Llanerch. 

On the date of the memorable flood, June 20th, 
1781, a meeting was being held at Rhydyfelin, when 
the river rising with great suddenness, swept the 
house away, and five of those present were drowned, 
Thomas Richards, his daughter, Catherine his sister, 
grand child and Enoch Jones of Pantley. Thirty 
years afterwards the lease of a small field was 
obtained by Ed. Owen from Morris Evans of Perthincws, 
at the rental of three wheat grains per annum, and 
here the first chapel was built in 1811, which, in 1842, 
had to be enlarged, and again in 1861 ; the present 
building seats 210, but owing to the increasing number 
of members, land has been bought from the late Capt. 
Adams, and a new and spacious building is about to be 
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constructed. The first deacon was Richard Owen, 
who, though unable to read or write, was much liked 
and respected. The present deacons are Mr. Thomas 
Owen, Mr. S. Higgs, Mr. R. Jones, Mr. W. Evans and 
Ml'. R. Swancott. There was no stationary minister 
till 1848, when the Rev. Joseph Thomas was appointed; 
he died in 1889, when the Rev. Griffith Parry, D.D., 
took his place, a man of considerable learning, and the 
author of many worthy books, his death in 1901 was 
felt to be a great loss to the Calvinistic Methodists 
of Wales. 

Independents. — Their chapel, which is a very fine 
building, was erected in 1898, at a cost of £900. The 
site was first granted by Mr. Joseph Thomas of 
Craigfryn in 1811, in which year a small place of 
worship was built ; previously, meetings had been held 
at diiferent farm houses, notably at Glanhanog, Plasau 
and Trawscoed. 

Rev. John Roberts and his son were in charge till 
1848; afterwards, Mr. John Jones, Penllys, became 
minister. In 1852 Mr. Edward Roberts was ordained, 
and during his time the chapel was repaired at the 
cost of £200. In 1866 Mr. Robert Ellis accepted the 
charge, and worked wonders amongst the younger 
generation by his weekly Bible Classes and Meetings ; 
he died at the early age of 28 in 1873. Following him 
came Mr. Thomas J. Rees, remaining till 1891. 
Mr. John Hughes became minister in September, 1892, 
leaving in 1903. 

Sunday Schools are held in connection with it at 
Glanhanog, Cwm Llwyd and the Castle. 

In 1884 a small chapel was erected on a site given by 
J. H. Jackson, Esq., at Cwm Llwyd. 

The Baptists no longer have a meeting place in 
Carno, though they were the first to build a chapel, 
where the celebrated Christmas Evans once preached; 
it stood close to the brook at Cwm Llwyd, but has been 
pulled down. 
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FOLK-LORE. 

Many of the beliefs held by neighbouring villages, 
find credence also in Carno, and the beautiful Celtic 
legends are still told by the grandfather over the fire 
e er the children go to bed ; and though in later years 
men have grown ashamed of their childish faiths, much 
of the mystic charm stiU lingers in their imaginations. 
The blooming of the fruit trees in the autumn foretelling 
death to some member of the owner s family, phantom 
funerals, corpse candles, the power of the evil eye 
and second sight, were openly believed in not long ago, 
and even now the credence survives that warts may be 
charmed away by the hiding of a piece of bacon and 
telling no one where it has been put. So much has 
been written in the Montgomeryshire Collectiorts about 
the Folk-lore of Llanidloes, only seven miles distant, 
and of other neighbouring towns and villages, that I 
think it may be taken for granted that the same 
beliefs were held in Carno. Many spots are haunted, 
es})ecially Ty Mawr, which is only natural seeing how 
close it is to the churchyard, indeed, the old name 
Tynyfynwent signifies the *' house near the church- 
yard." At one time the scare became so great that 
the children dared not pass after dark, the house was 
supposed to be brilliantly illuminated at night, when it 
was known no one v^ as in it, figures appeared at the 
windows of people known to have been long dead; 
voices were heard, and ghostly footsteps ascending 
and descending the stairs, and people entering were 
caught by invisible arms. 

CUSTOMS. 

New Year's morning is ushered in by the children 
singing at the different houses their New Year 
greetings. 

Wish you Merry Christmas, and Happy New Y'ear, 
A pocket full of money, and a cellar full of beer, 
A right good fat pig, that 11 last you all the year, 
Please to give me a New Yearns gift. 
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Or 

The road is very dirty, my boots are very thin, 
Please give me a penny, to have some nails put in ; 
The cock is in the yew tree, the hen is sitting by, 
If you haven't got a penny, please give me a mince pie. 

In times gone by boys only went round gathering in 
the pennies, the quaint idea then holding sway that it 
was unlucky to see a girl first on New Year's morn, so 
any girls found abroad before noon were dubbed 
^' witches," but the new woman has rebelled, and the 
girls now gather in as rich a harvest as their brothers. 

It is the custom on Good Friday for all the children to 
repair to 'Rallt y Gelli and lighc bon-fires, the first child 
to start a blaze is rewarded with a small money present. 

On All Hallow Eve the children stay at home and 
" cooch " in the house, for do not the evil spirits take 
the form of a short black sow, and sit on the stiles 
spinnmg and carding ? 

RIVERS. 

Carno is well watered, for 6 miles along the valley 
runs the Avon Carno, which rises in the marshy lands 
beyond Ystrad Fawr, and enters the Severn at 
Caersws. 

The Cerniog, a corruption of the word Carneddog 
(which signifies abounding with earns), first bubbles up 
on the wilds of Tarannon Mountain, and flows by two 
farms which take their names from it down into 
the Carno brook near Frankwell. 

Cwm Llwyd brook tears down from Carnedd in a 
westerly direction, and joins the Carno river, near the 
station. 

The Tarannon rises on the mountain of that name, 
and signifies thunder, it runs south and empties itself 
into the Severn, near Caersws. 

The trout fishing is good, though the fish do not run 
to any large size, the average being between a quarter 
and half a pound, but a good many pounders are 
taken, especially in heavy water with a worm, or 
up-stream fly fishing in the summer evenings. 
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GAME. 

There is a great variety of game in the parish, 
pheasants, woodcocks, partridges, plovers, grouse, 
hares, blackcocks, pigeons and snipe. Small birds 
are jilentiful, and tl)e king fisher haunts the river, 
M-heie an occasional heron may also be seen. There 
are a few foxes on the hills, and sometimes a badger is 
disloclgeil ; but since Capt. Adams gave up his hounds, 
there has lx*en no hunting in the parish, except an 
occasional meet of the otter hounds. The low lands 
are productive, but the greater part is hill ground. 
Large tracts of common land are grazed by the 
fanners. Court leets were until quite lately held at 
the Ale]*po Inn every three years to discuss the rights 
of the sheepwalks, but they are now discontinued. 

Not much of interest has been found at Carno, but 
the late Cai)t. Adams had a fine flint spear-head picked 
up on a field belonging to the Sarn. Two large Celts 
lOins. by 3|ins. w^ere found at Tynyrwtra, and 
piesenteJ by Miss Da vies of Ty Mawr to the Powys- 
land Museum at Welshpool ; from the same donor 
came two swords, two halbert heads and a rapier, one 
of which was found on the Castell farm, but the others 
had been in tlie family for generations. In Ty Mawr 
garden is a large block of composite, which local 
tradition claims as Roman cement. Roman spinning 
whorls and old grinding stones have, from time to 
time, been dug up, and on Tarannon Mountain old bill- 
hooks and battle axes. There is a legend that there is 
treasure buried on the Sarn hill, in a gully, exactly 
oppositt^ Craigfryn farm, but the exact spot is not 
known J owing to a landslip.

Jones, the late Hugh Evans, Ned Humphreys and 
many others. 
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LLANDRINIO, 1809—1846. 
By Archdbacon THOMAS, F.S.A., Thb Rector. 




When writing the History of the Parish, I stated 
in Vol. XXVIII., p. 185, of the Montgomeryshire 
Collections, that " the Vestry Books were missing 
down to 1847." I am glad, however, now to be able 
to say that last year, 1903, on a change of tenants at 
the runch Bowl Inn, the new tenant, Mr. Whitfield, 
having found among the lumber the Vestry Minute- 
book for the immediately preceeding period 1809 — 
1 846, at once restored it to the church. It had lost one 
of its covers, but the contents were otherwise mtact, 
save that the nomination of the churchwardens down 
to 1840 was missing from the reverse end. By its aid 
not only is the List of Churchwardens from 1684 down 
to the present year completed ; but many items of 
parochial interest have been added to our store of 
information. We are told particulars about the " new 
Porch " and the " new Gallery ; " the Bassoon and 
other instruments of the Choir ; the Regulations for 
their good conduct and their annual treat, as well as 
about the early Christmas-Day Plygain. We learn 
incidentally, at least, that not only the *' Surplus" was 
stolen in 1819, but the Communion Cup. also carried 
off and damaged before 1832. The Benefaction Table 
still remains ; but the " Altar pieces " are gone. We 
may hope that Eleanor Thomas, the " Dog Whipper," 
had an easy time of it ; but who had charge of the 
'* Bird-net," and what where the offending culprits ? 
It is curious to read of a " Foot-bridge " from the 
churchyard into the high road, but it is by no means 
inconsistent with the traditions of the wretched state 
of the road at the time, and it very probably pointed 

Y 
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to the line of the Moat that appears to have once 
surrounded the churchyard. It is interesting to learn 
that " Thanks " were given to Lord Dungannon for his 
great liberality in connection with the new porch and 
its door ; but we should like to know something more 
of the old door made in " 1568," when Richard Price, 
the brother of Matthew Goch of Newtown Hall, was 
Rector, and which was, no doubt, "very decayed" 
after weathering storm and sunshine for 274 years. 
But how much of the timber work of the present day 
will stand comparison with it for durability ? 

Would that some like good fortune would restore to 
light some more of the missing records of the parish 
and illuminate its earlier story.

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THE ROWLEY MORRIS DEEDS. 

By Archdeacon THOMAS, F.S.A. 



In the Report presented at the last Annual Meeting, 
December 29th, 1903, I't is recorded that " The Club 
has to thank Mr. Thomas Rowley Morris for the 
presentation of a portfolio labelled, in the handwriting 
of the late Mr. E. Rowley Morris, * A number of 
Bonds, Feoffments, Marriage Settlements, Leases and 
other Documents relating to Montgomeryshire ; 
principally in the Parishes of Llandinam, Llanwnog, 
Trefeglwys and Llanidloes. Date various from 1560 
to 1620. Many of the Parties to these Documents 
are referred to in Lewys Dwnn's Pedigrees.* The 
documents number in all 58, the first four of which 
have been summarised and printed in Vol. XXIV. of 
the Montgomeryshire Collections" Later on, the 
Chairman mentioned that twenty-four of them referred 
to Llandinam, sixteen to Llandysilio, and thirteen to 
Trefeglwys ; and in illustration of their value for 
parochial and family history, he stated that in one of 
them, dated 20 James (1622) and endorsed '' Trederwen 
in Pentreheylin " (the names should have been reversed 
in the original), the name of ** Roland Heylin, 
Ironmonger, of London," occurred as one of the parties. 
It was he who shared, with Sir Thomas Myddelton, 
the costs of publishing the first handy edition of the 
Bible and Prayer Book in Welsh ; the '' Beibl Bach " 
of Vicar Pritchard's poems. 

For the guidance and information of local antiquaries; 
a rough analysis of their several contents is here 
given.

Tais well-known volume, though in the main intended 
as a ]M'ess-list to the deeds and evidences of the Abbey 
of Wigmore, contains full copies of many of the 
documents. These are arranged according to the 
particular abbatial properties to which they relate, 
and as the convent had estates in Wales— Chirk-land — 
the commotes of Gwarthreinion and Maelienydd, in 
Kerry {co. Montgomery) and at Usk, as well as, of 
course, at other places along the Welsh border, a 
number of the documents have direct relation to Wales. 
The Chirk-land entries are at ff. 49-50 b, and those 
connected with Gwarthreinion and Maelienydd at 
ft' 37 — 59 b. The first entry in this section is the 
transcri])t of a release by Llewelyn ap Grijffith ap 
Llevv^elyn,^ quondam princeps North Wallise to Ralph 
Mortimer and Gladus his wife, of all his lands in those 
commotes. The witnesses are John Lestrange, Walter 
de Clifford, Thomas Corbet, Brian de Brompton, Henry 
de Mortimer, Phillip de Mortimer, Ralph de Araco, 
Godred fil. regis Manniae, Tudor ap Madoc, Kynwrick 
I^eySj E}'gnon ap Cradoc cum multis aliis. The deeds 
of the Kerry, Cedewen and Cwmdauddwr estates come 
at ft: 67-68 b; those relating to Presteignat S. 69 b 70;

Llewelyn ap lorwerth, is not otherwise known to the historian. The 
above entry, however, proves the value of tradition in the remote 
districts of Wales, and at the same time, affords an instance of 
the care with which it should be accepted. It was, of course, 
historically known that Llewelyn ap lorwerth had been connected 
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witli tije piirisih of St Tlarmon. Cuhelyn was sufficiently like-

CHARTER OF GRUFFUTH AP CYNAN TO THE 
ABBEY OF HAUGHMOND. 



It is much to be desired that the authority from 
which George Owen or Justice Broughton took this 
surprising entry could be traced. Gruffudd ap Cynan 
died in 1137, and if he ever granted a charter to 
Haughmond or any other ecclesiastical corporation or 
individual, it would be the earliest diplomatic instru- 
ment issued by the North Welsh princes, of which we 
have record. The connection of Gruffuth and his 
family with Haughmond is also puzzling, there being 
no circumstance related in the valuable Welsh life ot 
Gruffuth in the Myvyyian ArThaiology to account for 
it. Yet a connection certainly existed, for the first 
grant recited in the confirmation charter of 13 
Edward 11. (1319-20) to the Abbey runs as follows :—

Here we have no mention of a grant of Gruffuth, 
the father of Cadwaladr, but the omission is, probably, 
due to the fact that the grant of the son was more 
generous in terms than that of the father, and would, 
therefore, be the one put foi-ward for later confirmations. 
It is diflBcult to conceive why the far distant Shropshire 
house of Augustinians should have found favour with 
those North Wales chieftains that were furthest from 
its influence, but the fact is indisputable. Nevin and 
its neighbourhood was the scene of several stirring 
incidents in the career of Gruffudd, and at his death 
he did not forget its chief religions establishment. His 
biographer states — 

He sent twenty shillings to Christ Church in Dublin, where 
he was bom and nurtured, and as much to all the principal 
churches of Ireland ; and as much to the church oi Myny w 
(St. David's), and as much to the Monastery of Chester, and 
as much to the Monastery of Shrewsbury, and more than that 
to the church of Bangor, and ten shillings to Caergybi 
(Holyhead), and as much to Penmon, and as much to 
Celynowe (Clyimog), and as much to Enlli (Bardsey), and as 
much to Meifod, and as much to Llan Armon, and as much 
to Dineirth, and to many other of the most important churches 
(eglwyssau pennadusaf). 

GruflPudd's grant to Haughmond is as follows : —

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That of his son Cadwaladr runs thus —

I have been unable to identify the two rivulets 
between which the church of Nevin was situated. The 
donation of Madoc, formerly '* king " of Powys Fadog, 
and Howel, formerly "king" of Arwystli, were situated 
in the parish of Trefeglwys, co. Montgomery. One oi 
the townships of this parish is Maestrefcymmer (spelt 
Maestrecymmer " on the old one-inch Ordnance Map, 
and ** Maestrefgomer " in **A Parochial Account of 
Trefeglwys in Montgomeryshire Collections, xii., 1). 
Of the other places and physical features named in the 
charter, the brook Kerist, or Ceryst, is a tributary of 
the Tarannon, itself a tributary of the Severn. 
''Nantelyn" may stand for Nant y glyn, a small 
stream which falls into the Tarannon, now tautologi- 
cally called "Nant Gleinant." The writer of the 
"Parochial Account" above mentioned conjectured 
that "Nant Gleiniant" represented the "Ole Nant" 
("Olemant") of the document, but this, I think, is a 
mistake. The land called "Brendbedwyn" seems to be 
situated in the upper part of the township, and to be 
themodern Bryn Owen. Close by is Cefn Oleu, and a 
little beyond is Esgair-y-groes, no doubt, the station 
of the cross mentioned in the charter. The writer 
already referred to observes that the parish of Tref- 
eglwys contains a reputed manor of Cilceirennydd (or 
" Cilceirenwydd " as the name seems to have been 
pronounced at an earlier date) — almost certainly the 
Kilgremut (Kilgrenuit) of the charter — which, he says, 
in all probability, owed its manorial origin to its 
connexion with the Abbey of Haughmond, and which 
he promised would be " more fully noticed in the

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chapter devoted to the ecclesiastical history of the 
parit^h;" but, bo fai as I can make out, that chapter 
was never written, 

Nevyn and Trefeglwys appear in the Valor 
EcclemoHiu^t.^ as churches appropriated to the Abbey 
of Haiij^limoiKl, but, strange to say, they are entered 
in the Tajucio oi" 1291 (and Nevin in the earlier valor 
of 1254) vvitliout any reference to their dependent 
condition, Mr, Eyton does not deal with the grants of 
the Welyh claeftainH eitlier in his History of Shropshire, 
or in a paper upon '' The Monasteries of Shropshire — 
Haughniond Abl:>ey,'' in the Transactions of the 
Shropshire Arch oeo logical and Natural History Society 
(Oct,, 1887), xi,, 101 ; and a brief. notice of the manor 
of ** Cilceiienydd " in Montgomeryshire Collections, x., 
45, is unssatisfactory*

WELSHPOOL PARISH BOOK ^ 
(POOL MIDDLE), 1765—84. 

By T. S. J. 



An old Parish Book has turned up, with the above 
date, it is proposed to make a few extracts from the 
same as illustrating more especially the maintenance 
of the poor at the time. 

First of allj it will be well to explam that by the 
term " Middle division of the parish of Pool " is meant 
the original Borough of Pool, 'formed by Griffith ap 
Gwenwynwyn, in 1263, and carved out of the ancient 
township of Trallwng Llewelyn ; the Lledan brook 
forming the boundary between the newly-enfranchised 
part (" Pool Town ") and the outer portion (eventually 
called " the Welsh Town "). As Pool Boroicgh the 
Middle Division forms a manor of the Barony of 
Powis. From 1688 to 1899, " Pool Middle " formed a 
distinct poor-law parish. In the latter year it became 
united to the Upper and Lower Divisions.

RICHARD ROBERTS: THE WELSH INVENTOR.

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RICHARD ROBERTS, C.E. 
OF LLANYMYNECH. 



Renewed attention has happily been drawn to the 
story of this remarkable Genius and Inventor by the 
recent presentation of his bust to the University 
College of Wales, at Aberystwyth, and by the admirable 
appreciation of his character and ability, made on that 
occasion by Sir William H. Bailey of Manchester, the 
donor. This address we have pleasure in reproducing 
with his photograph and bust as a permanent record 
in the Montgomeryshwe Collections. 

Strange, however, to say, although he stands out 
so pre-eminently among his contemporaries, and has 
not been dead more than forty years, it is most 
diflScult to fix with certainty the actual place of his 
birth. The inscription on the family tombstone in the 
churchyard states definitely that he was born in 
*'Carreghova," one of the two townships in the Parish; 
and a Correspondent in Bye-Gones (May, 1873, p. 169) 

says he was *' born in township of Carreg Offa 

and that his father at one time kept the tollgate of 
Brynmawr." Later still, J. Ifano Jones writing in the 
Cardiff Public Library Journal, is quoted in Bye- 
Gones (Oct. 26, 1898), as repeating that he was born 
at Carreg Hwfa. But Mr. Fewtrell, in his Parochial 
History of Llanymyyiech, vol. xiii., p. 148 (1880), tells 
us that he was *' born at Llanymynech, and that 
his father was a shoemaker and kept the tollgate upon 
the Oswestry Road." A Correspondent in Bye-Gones, 
1880, p. 78, under the name of Roath, quotes a 
still more explicit statement in SmiWs Self Help 
(p. 264), that '* the house in whiph Richard Roberta 
W^s JDprn ^tood upon th^ bord^;* line, which then

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divided the Counties of Salop and Montgomery; the 
front door opening in the one county, and the back 
door in the other;" and he adds the question — "In 
which County was the room that gave biith to this 
famous Engineer ? Was he an * Eminent Welshman' or 
a Border Counties Worthy ? " 

These questions were answered by Mr, Fewtrell in 
the issue of the same month (July, p. 87), where 
he tells us that the house was ** still in existence, and 
was known as *the old Carreghova Gate/ It stands on 
the north side of the Canal bridge. There aie two 
rooms on the ground floor and two bedrooms above. 
When the Canal was made, the road was raised about 
eight feet, and consequently one of the bedrooms was 
converted into a kitchen, and a doorway made in the 
wall of the room. This alteration limited the 
accommodation to a kitchen and one bedroom with 
a cellar beneath. In this bedroom, Richard Roberts 
was born on April the 22nd, 1789. In common with 
many houses in this Village, the Gatehouse was built 
upon Offa's Dyke, which forms in this parish the 
boundary between England and Wales. It (the Dyke) 
can plainly be seen by examining the fence north and 
south of the house, noting that the house projects into 
the roadway, that it stands exactly upon the boundary 
line. From the shape of the room it is almost certain 
that Richard was born on the Shropshire side of 
the line. In the Parish Register the house is entered 
as being in the township of Llwyntidman, which is in 
Shropshire. He may thus be claimed as a * Border 
Counties Worthy.' At the same time there is a claim 
as an ' Eminent Welshman ' as his mother was formerly 
Mary Jones of Meifod." We think that Mr. Fewtrell 
was mistaken as to the room, inasmuch as the Act for 
the " Ellesmere Canal " was not passed until 1793, and 
that for the '* Montgomeryshire Canal " not till the 
following year, whereas Richard Roberts was born 
in 1789. The old house, which was taken down some 
years ago, stood on the J^asterji or Shropshire side 
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of the road, between the Inn and the Canal 

bridge. Its old name and its position on the boundaries 
of the two townships, probably, led to the impression 
that he was " born at Carreghova," as curiously enough 
is actually stated on the tombstone, and to the belief, 
which some old people held, that it was at the 
Wern Gate house, in the Carreghova township. But 
the entry in the Register, made at the tiaie, records 
that *' Richard, son of William Roberts of Llwyntidman, 
Shoemaker, and Mary his wife, formerly Mary Jones of 
the parish of Meifod ; was born April 22nd, 1789, 
and Baptised May 17th (by) GriflSth Howell, Curate." 
This Mr Howell was Curate of the parish from 1784 
to 1816, when he was presented to the Rectory of 
Llangadvan, where he was buried in 1830. 

He was a good Mechanician, and paid much attention to 
lathe-turning. At his lathe at the rectory, it is said that 
Richard Rooerts " the Inventor " received his first lessons 
in Mechanics. He also took much interest in Agriculture^ 

and among other things, he invented a small drill 

for sowing any kind of grain or seed, two rows at a time, 
adapted either for broad intervals upon the Tullian System, or 
for equidistant rows of any breadth. The same machine was 
also contrived so as to scuffle and hoe between the rows." ^ 

The story of how Mr. HowelVs attention was 
attracted to the lad is characteristic ot the bent of the 
boy's budding genius ; Roberts, we are told. 

Spent a short time at the Village School, then kept in 

a room in the belfry of the church. Here one day M"^ 

Howell found him carving the handle of a Walking Stick 

during school hours, his tasks being laid aside and 

instead of awarding a punishment to him, kindly offered him 
a situation in his own private workshop at the rectory, where 
he had opportunities of acquiring a knowledge of the lathe. 
While engaged in this work he succeeded in making his 
mother a spinning wheel, and though a rough one, it showed 
he had a good taste for Mechanics.

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What is more, it led his friends and neighbours to 
take an interest in him, and to give him a helping hand. 
And it is pleasant to think that after the hard toils of 
the canal, the quarry and the iron foundry, when 
by resolute perseverance and marvellous skill, he 
had carved for himself a foremost position as a 
Mechanical Engineer, and become a partner in the 
famous Atlas Works of Sharp and Roberts, he should 
have remembered with gratitude the successful 
struggles of his boyhood, and that in 1845, when the 
old church, with its *' room in the belfry," was taken 
down, and the new church erected in its place, he 
should have presented to it the fine clock, which still 
adorns the tower, of his own design and construction. 

A great peculiarity in it is the absence of brass fittings, the 
Avhole of the pivots moving on pieces of bell metal ; and it has 
two large dials, of eight feet diameter, and constructed so as to 
be seen from the quarries.^ 

It is said of him, that ** in liis early years, he was 
considered a dull, stupid boy ; " and there are 
reminiscences of his middle age, when he used to visit 
his old home, which imply that he was taciturn 
and unsocial in his ways, that when addressed by 
a neighbour with the salutation of " a fine day," or 
" good morning," or the like, he would retort sharply, 
" Why dont you tell me something I dont know ? " 
But it was, doubtless, the impatience of a mind, 
brooding over deep thoughts, and working out his 
gieat inventions, which could ill brook well meaning, 
but trivial interruption. 

**Vernwyon" tells us in Bye-Gones, April, 1880, 
that '' he was a powerful, heavily made man, of above 
six feet in height," and this is fully borne out by the 
strong, manly expression of his portrait, and still more 
so by the masterful tone of his bust. He adds that he 
was ** very patriotic and proud of his country and 
countrymen ; bred and born at Llanymynech, that

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he spoke Welsh with a ' lledlaeth fain/ and that ' his 
English pronunciation was very Welshified/ " 

The details of his early struggles, his steadfast 
perseverance, his marvellous power of invention, his 
growing success and wealth, and influence, and his 
ultimate misfortunes, have been told in Mr. Fewtrell's 
Biographical Sketch, and need not be repeated here. 
But it will be interesting to record the information 
about his family, supplied by the inscription on the 
tombstone, which lies on the southern edge of the 
churchyard, on a line with the West end of the Church 
of Llanymynech.

On the occasion of unveiling the bust at Aberystw^yth 
on Friday, October 28th, 1904, and presenting it to the 
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College authorities, Sir W. H. Bailey delivered the 
following address : — 

In asking you to accept this bust of Richard 
Roberts, the great Welsh invei.tor, I assure you that 
as a Lancashire man I am actuated by a deep sense of 
gratitude for the benefits conferred by him, not only 
upon my native county, but also on the manufacturing 
prosperity of the whole country. The work of Roberts 
and a few other inventors,- especially of textile 
machinery, in a few years has changed the county of 
Lancaster from a sparsely populated district of moor- 
land and wilderness— for nature is not very luxurious 
in Lancashire — to a county of great industries and 
prosperity. In the textile industries especially there 
are foui- inventors who have chiefly accomplished this 
wonderful dramatic result. Kay, of Bury, in 1772, 
quadrupled the power of the English loom and enabled 
us to out distance all competitors. Then came 
Crompton, later in the century, who multiplied the 
power of the spinning wheel iuUy 50 times. Then 
came the new era, for James Watt had invented the 
steam engine, but the difficulty was to couple up the 
new power to the handloom of Kay, to the spinning 
mule of Crompton. At the commencement of last 
century Dr. Cartwright came with the steam loom 
which created a famine in yarn, and afterwards to 
supply the increased demand for weft and warp came 
Richard Roberts, the illustrious inventor of the self- 
acting mule, which is used in all the cotton mills of this 
country, America, China, Japan, India, and other 
countries, where the textile trades exist. Other great 
inventors whose names are recorded in the history 
of British commercial supremacy have been famous for 
one or two inventions. Newcomen for a single-acting 
steam engine, James Watt for the high pressure steam 
engine, Naysmyth was the inventor of the steam 
hammer, Jonathan Hulls was the inventor of the first 
steamboat, Murdock invented gas lighting, Wilkinson 
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the first iron boat, and these men are famous for 
single parent inventions ; but in the case of Roberts I 
claim that he will stand in the future history of the 
mechanical inventions of England as the Shakespeare 
of inventions. Compared with the names that I have 
given you, they are as small rivers to Niagara. 

He was an encyclopaedia of inventions, for in the 
tool shops of the world are to be found evidences of his 
wonderful genius. As a tool inventor he was as 
dextrous as he was in connection with textile 
inventions and in the designing of steam boats his 
twin-screw boat, " The Flora," was a triumph of naval 
engineering. It is no exaggeration to state that in 
all the machine-making works, locomotive works, 
shipbuilding works and engine works in this country 
or abroad, you will find indications of his remarkabL-i 
skill in the planing machines, shaping machines, wheel 
cutting engines and other tools for cutting, planing, 
shaping, and drilling. 

We cannot prove that Shakespeare ever went to 
school, although we may infer that he did, but in. 
Roberts case ^ve know that he did not go to school at 
all, and the only education that he received was from 
his father who was a poor shoemaker at Carreghwfa, 
Llanymynech, near Welshpool, and who was a scholar. 
Roberts was born at Carreghwfa in 1789. \yTien 
he wa^^ about 10 years old he made his mother a 
wonderful spinning-wheel inlaid with mother-of-pearl, 
with very rude tools, which created such delight among 
the quarry men of Llanymynech Rock that, accoi-ding to 
the story of an old Welshman who told me, they 
subscribed sufficient money to purchase him a tool chest, 
and he became very expert as a worker in wood. He 
worked at the quarry at Llanymynech, and in the 
coui'se of time he obtained a position as a pattern 
maker at Bradley Ironworks, under Mr. John Wilkinson, 
the famous father of the iron trade, and the inventor of 
the first iron boat. Mr. Wilkinson was brother-in- 
law to Dn Priestley, the disoov^r^r pf oxygen. In 1813 
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we find Roberts at Maudslay's Works, the celebrated 
marine engineers. Very soon afterwards Roberts 
appeared in Manchester. He arrived in the town one 
miserable wet night, and made his way to the White 
Lion Inn, then situated in Deansgate. He inqui: ed of 
the landlord whether he knew of anyone who wanted a 
man, and that worthy replied that there would be an 
old gentleman in during the evening who might be able 
to do something for him. This old gentleman, who was 
a wood turner, engaged Roberts to turn the fly wheel 
as labourer. Roberts started in business in Manchester 
in 1816, where he did mechanical work and screw 
cutting. There is an advertisement of his in the first 
number of the Manchester Guardian, He next 
proceeded to erect gasometers for Manchester, and he 
was requested by the Town Commissioners to invent a 
gas meter, and he did so. The title of Roberts to be 
considered as the inventor of the planing machine has 
been very warmly contested ; but perhaps it may 
he said that by a singular coincidence the same happy 
thought occurred to both Roberts and to Fox, Derby, 
and that the machine was simultaneously invented by 
both of them. When in but a small way of business 
Roberts was an active promoter of the first Mechanics* 
Institution in Manchester, and was also one of the first 
members of the new Corporation of Manchester, and 
served as a Town Councillor for many years. He was, 
with Dr. \\' alton and others, an active member of the 
Manchester Literary and Philosophical Society. 

The first patent taken out by Roberts was in 1822, 
for machinery for weaving plain and figured cloths, and 
also for certain improvements 'in the -construction of 
looms for weaving plain and coloured cloths, and 
in the method of working looms by hand, steam, or 
other power. In the year 1823, the firm of Sharp and 
Roberts, Atlas Works, was established as locomotive 
builders, tool makers, and general machinists, to which 
was added the manufacture of turret clocks. Jn 
the same year he patented ^oprie improvements in

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steam engines, and also in the mechanism by which 
the elastic force of steam was made to give an impulse 
to and regulate the speed of locomotive carriages.

These improvements were of considerable value. His 
improvements in locomotive wheels are in the best 
motor cars to-day. The principle of the contrivance 
was the driving of two bearing wheels independent 
of each other's action on one axle, by a carrier common 
to both, which could accommodate its action on the 
two wheels to any difference of rotatory velocity which 
they might occasionally be required to perform. I 
must not omit to mention one of his inventions which 
has not been alluded to by those who have written 
about the Menai Tubular Bridge. A tubular bridge, 
it must be obvious, consists of a number of plates 
exact duplicates of each other. The holes in the 
iron plates when punched by an ordmary punching 
machine do not always come opposite the holes of 
the plates to which they have to be rivetted, and this 
want of accuracy is often somewhat resented by a rimer 
(not a poet) which is inserted to make the way for the 
rivet, the result being either ^ hole too large for 
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the rivet or a hole of such shape as to require the 
insertion of the rivet in a diagonal manner, and 
very often resulting in great weakness and sometimes 
fracture of the margins of the plates. 

Roberts was requested to design a machine for 
punching the plates of the Menai Bridge, which he 
called the Jacquard punching machine. This machine, 
it may be said, printed holes to any pattern in the 
iron. The plates were punched to such perfection that 
they could be placed on each other and stacked, 
and bars of iron could be threaded through, so equally 
apart were the holes. The same machine punched the 
holes in the plates for the bridge over the St. Lawrence, 
and also for bridges for the Victor Emmanuel Railway 
in Italy. This wonderful machine would mezzo-tint a 
portrait of landscape in boiler plate if required. 
Afterwards Roberts proceeded to perfecting improve- 
ments in twin-screw boats and generally in the 
constructing and propelling of vessels, which improve- 
ments he specitied as exactly 33 in number. They 
related, among other things, to the construction of 
vessels with a passage outside the shrouds, and the mode 
of constructing vessels so as to admit light in almost 
every part through openings made in the decks : the 
use of compartments between the chimney and its 
casing for ventilating purposes, and its construction of 
hollow beams for supporting floors and ventilating 
apartments. '* The Flora," twin-screw boat, made the 
fortune of several Lancashire men by running the 
blockade in the American war in 1 862. 

Richard Roberts' greatest achievement, however, 
was the self-acting mule. In 1832 this was patented 
and in a few years it became common in every cotton 
mill in the world. If Roberts had received one per 
cent, of the profit made by it he would have died 
a millionaire. It might fairly be said of Roberts that 
he invented to order. People went to him and asked 
him for machinery to do work then done by hand, and 
he seems to have set himself to fulfill the order.

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This may be seen in the way in which it came to pass 
that he invented the self-acting mule. The steam 
looms which were being worked consumed the pro- 
duction of Crompton's hand mule faster than the 
workmen could produce it. High wages were paid to 
spinners who worked fewer hours for increased pay. 
The workmen feeling their power struck for still higher 
wages and stopped the mills, for they commanded the 
whole trade and had accumulated a considerable fund in 
their trade society. Weavers, dyers, finishers, bleachers, 
and all dependent on twist, were thrown out of 
employment by the '* autocrats " of the trade, who 
earned as much money in three days as suflBced to 
keep them in comparative luxury for a whole week. 
Trade suffered by the continual disturbances of the 
turn-outs, and a& famine in Egypt led to the invention 
of the pump, so did necessity lead to the invention 
of the self-acting mule. Several of the leading spinners 
appealed to Roberts in their dilemma, but he was busy 
with the new locomotive designed by himself then 
being made by his firm. Crompton's hand mule was 
erected in the works that he might familiarise himself 
with its motions and study how to construct one that 
should work automatically. The result we know. 
The new machine was immediately adopted by the 
Lancashire spinners, and in 1834 more than 60 mills 
employing four hundred thousand spindles had the 
invention at work. The late Emperor Napoleon 
consulted Roberts about armour clads and turret ships, 
and I remember seeing the drawings of these before 
they were submitted to the Emperor, who received 
Roberts in person. He was also consulted by the 
Russian Government and invited to St. Petersburg by 
the Emperor Nicholas to take up his residence there, 
but he declined. 

Roberts died on the 11th of March, 1864, at the age, 
of 75, and was buried in Kensal Green Cemtjtery. 
Many of his brother engineers and his old workmen 
were present at the funeral, and the pall bearers were 
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Benjamin Fothergill, John Ramsbottom, W. Hey wood, 
Mr. Anderson, my father (John Bailey) and Alderman 
Fletcher, of Salford. His daughter married Mr. Paul 
Lubolt, of London, and died three years after her 
father. Mr. Lubolt has placed a marble bust of 
the old inventor and a medallion portrait of his wife 
over their graves, which are side by side in the 
cemetery. 

Roberts* chief power lay in his marvellous 
memory and his large capacity for combining forces. 
In his way through life nothing bearing on the 
application of steam or machinery escaped his attention, 
and he was thus enabled to bring to bear a wide 
experience and a vast array of well-digested facts. 
Nevertheless he had a genial soul, and in his days 
of prosperity he did not neglect those belongmg to him. 
His integrity -was conspicuous. He abhorred a lie. 
Scientific witnesses often have bad characters, but 
his was well known for truthfulness. This was publicly 
acknowledged by both Lord Campbell and Lord 
Brougham who, on several occasions, stated that they 
could always believe what he said Richard Roberts 
loved his worked for its own sake. Pecuniary reward 
with him was the last consideration. He would spend 
hours teaching a lad how to file flat a square. His 
eye was perfect in his education, for my father has 
told me that he could file a cube of metal true on 
all its sides without the aid of a square or a " straight 
edge." His manners were somewhat rough, especially 
to armchair engineers. He took no trouble to reduce 
absurdities to metaphorical language. 

I have endeavoured to give some account of a man 
who has had an immense influence on our prosperity 
and comfort ; a man who will be classed in future 
records as one of the most remarkable men of the 
century, crowded as its history is with the names 
of great benefactors. His genius and the supremacy of 
his intellect caused all those contemporaries who knew 
him to bow to him as a great master. His old 
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workmen always spoke of his ability with great 
reverence, for to them he was a continual and fascinat- 
ing surprise. It is said that it took about twelve 
weeks only for him to produce the first self-acting 
mule. The contractors for the Britannia Tulbular 
Bridge wanted the machine to punch the plates, and it 
was quickly invented and made, but probably the 
most extraordinary exhibition of his wonderful 
versatility may be seen in the way in which, at 
60 years of age, he went to London from Manchester, 
an inland town, and invented successful blockade 
runners of great speed, and introduced improvements in 
steam boats and war ships of such a nature as to 
astonish and delight men who had devoted all their 
lives to that particular branch of engineering. His 
designs always gave evidence of his love for the 
beautiful. His locomotives, his turret clocks, his 
steamships, his slide lathe, his carpet loom, his 
slotting machine, all show his power of design in their 
graceful proportions. In all this he has taught 
engineers that metal in the right place always produces 
the most graceful contour ; that strength and beauty 
always are in harmony. He was the greatest 
mechanical inventor of a great century, and I have 
pleasure, as an engineer, in paying homage to his 
supremacy, and I hope that his fellow-countrymen and 
those who have benefitted will in a more public manner 
commemorate his genius by erecting a monument 
to him at Llanymynech. For Roberts was, in my 
estimation, '* Y dyn mwyaf gododd Cymru," the 
greatest man that Wales has produced. ^

The late Lord Harlech, one of the two Vice-Presidents 
of the Powysland Club, which he joined in 1876, 
on succeeding his brother in the peerage, was a large 
landowner in this county, and represented, through the 
Owens of Penrhos, the ancient family of Derwas, 
descended from Sir Gruffith Vychan of Broniarth. 
This connection will be found worked out in Vol. 
xxviii.. p* 245 — 8, of the Collections, where also will be 
seen illustrations and an account of that fine old 
timbered mansion, one of the most picturesque in 
Montgomeryshire ; but alas, now no more. 

The following notice of the deceased Peer, we 
abridge from the one that appeared in the Osivestry 
Advertizer :— 

William Richard Ormsby-Gore, second Lord Harlech, 
was the second son of Mr. William Gore (born March 
14, 1779, died May 4, 1860), by Mary Jane, only 
daughter and heiress of Mr. Owen Ormsby of Willow- 
brook, county Sligo, and Porkington (now Brogyntyn), 
Shropshire (born September 17, 1781, died September 
10, 1869). Mr. Wilham Gore assumed the additional 
surname and arms of Ormsby on his marriage in 1815. 
Of the marriage there were issue three sons : John 
Ralph Ormsby-Gore, born in 1816, who represented 
Carnarvonshire from 1837 to 1841, and North Shrop- 
shire from 1859 to January, 1876, when he was raised 
to the peerage under the title of Baron Harlech of 
Harlech, in the county of Merioneth ; William Richard 
Ormsby-Gore, who succeeded his brother in the 
peerage in June, 1876, less than six months after 
it was created ; and Owen Arthur Ormsby-Gore, a 
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captain in the 43rd Light Infantry, "«vho was killed in 
the Kaffir War on April 6, 1852, and to whose memory 
a tablet is erected in Oswestry parish church. There 
were also two daughtei-s who died young. The late 
Lord Harlech was born at Brogyntyn on March 3rd, 
1819, and was educated at a private school kept by Dr. 
Worsley and at Eton. He entered the Army, and 
after twenty years' service retired from the 13th Light 
Dragoons in 1855 with the rank of Major. On 
September 10, 1850, he married Lady Emily Charlotte 
Seymour, second daughter of Admiral Sir George 
Francis Seymour, and sister of the fifth Marquess 
of Hertford. Lady Harlech, who died on January 10, 
1892, was one of a family of seven children. One 
brother followed in the footsteps of his father and 
became a lord of the Admiralty ; the other brother. 
General Lord William Seymour, is Governor of the 
Tower of London, her elder sister married Mr. Charles 
Corkran of Long Uitton, and her youngest sister 
the late Prince Victor of Hohenlohe Langenburg. By 
his marriage Lord Harlech had six children : The Hon. 
Mary Georgina, who was born in 1851, and married at 
Oswestry on October 10, 1878, Col. Alfred Mordaunt 
Egerton, C.B., equerry to the Duke of Connaught ; 
William Seymour Ormsby-Gore, born December 27, 
1852, and died May 19, 1853; the Hon. George 
Ealph Ormsby-Gore, M.P., born January 21, 1855 ; 
the Hon. Henry Arthur Ormsby-Gore, late Major 
in the 11th Hussars, and at one time Aide-de-camp 
to General Prince Edward of Saxe Weimar, born 
March 18, 1857 ; the Hon. Emily Ormsby-Gore, born in 
1859, and married July 15, 1886, to Viscount 
Ebrington, eldest son of Earl Fortescue ; and the Hon. 
Seymour Fitzroy Ormsby-Gore, M.P. for the Gains- 
borough division of Lincolnshire, born January 18, 
1863. 

The late Lord Harlech's political activities were 
associated with Ireland until his succession to the 
peerage. He inherited the large estates of his 
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mother in Sligo and Leitrim, and from 1841 
to 1852 he sat as a Conservative for county 
Sligo, and from 1852 to 1876 he represented 
county Leitrim. He was thus one of the last of the 
great territorial families to sit for an Irish constituency 
outside the limits of Ulster. On his succession to the 
peerage he continued his political activity, and generally 
took the chair at public meetings addressed by the 
late Mr. Stanley Leighton. He also took an interest in 
the welfare of the Primrose League. He was president 
of the Oswestry Conservative Club, and at the recent 
annual meeting a letter was read from him expressing 
regret that he was unable to revisit the district he 
loved. In 1885 he was appointed Lord Lieutenant 
of Leitrim, and he continued to hold that oflSce until 
this year, when he resigned, and was succeeded in the 
office by his son, the Hon. George Ormsby-Gore, M.P. 
Lord Harlech always took a keen interest in Free- 
masonry ; he was appointed Provincial Grand Master 
for North Connaught, and in 1885 he succeeded the 
late Sir Watkin Williams- Wynn, Bart., as Grand 
Master for the Province of North Wales, an office 
which he only resigned last year. The owner of estates 
extending to fifty or sixty thousand acres in England 
and Wales and Ireland, he naturally took a keen 
interest in agriculture ; he served as president of 
the Oswestry District and the Merionethshire Agri- 
cultural Societies and of the Oswestry Shire Horse 
Association; and his Merionethshire estate has long 
been famous as the home of the best type of Welsh 
cattle. Lord Harlech's estates in Ireland cover many 
thousands of acres, and at the date of Domesday Book 
he owned 5,365 acres in Shropshire, 2,621 in Mont- 
gomeryshire, 2,294 in Merionethshire, and 518 in 
I)enbighshire. To this acreage he added considerably, 
one of his latest acquisitions being the Pentrepant 
estate in Shropshire, which adjoined Brogyntyn. 

On his father's side. Lord Harlech belonged to 
the old Irish family of Gore, gf which the Earl of

Arran is the head. They deduce their lineage from 
Gerard Grore, an alderman of the city of London in the 
16th century, one of whose sons was member for 
the city and another Lord Mayor The youngest son. 
Sir Paul, captain of a troop of horse, went over to 
Ireland with his regiment in the reign of Elizabeth, 
and, obtaining large grants of land which hecontcnsed 
into a manor called Manor-Gore, he settled there. 
The sons of Su* Paul Gore, by a niece of Thomas, Earl 
of Strafford, were Ealph and Arthur, who was created 
a Baronet of Ireland in 1662, and had seven daughters 
and four sons, of whom William, of Woodford, * co. 
Leitrim, M.P. for that county, was grandfather of 
William Gore, M.P. for the same county. This 
William Gore married Frances Jane, daughter and 
heiress of Ralph Gore, Esq., of Barrowmont, co. 
Kilkenny, M.P., by whom he had a son, William 
(father of the late peer), married in 1815 to Mary 
Jane, only daughter and heiress of Mr. Owen Ormsby, 
of Willowbrook, county Sligo, and Porkington, Shrop- 
shire — a lady who was descended from the noble house 
of Godolphin, being sole heiress of Francis, the last 
Lord Godolphin of Helston. 

On his mouther's side Lord Harlech's lineage was 
traced to still remoter times and connected him with 
some of the most notable families of Wales. The 
descent (we quote from Nicholas's County Families) is 
from the Wynnes of Glyn, in the county of Merioneth, 
and the Owens and Maurices of Clenenney, in the 
county of Carnarvon. The Wynnes of Glynn derived 
from Dominus Otho, supposed to have been of the 
Gherardins of Florence, who, proceeding to Normandy, 
and thence in 1057 to England, acquired, through the 
favour of Edward the Conlessor, immense possessions in 
the latter country. These devolved on his son, Walter 
Fitz Otho, castellan of Windsor Castle, who married 
Gwladys, daughter of Rhiwallon. and niece of Bleddyn 
'ap Cynfyn, King of Powys. His son Gerald Fitz 
Walter Se Wijidjsor^ cppst^blg of Pembroke Castle, 
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living in 1108, married Nesta, daughter of Rhys ap 
Tudor, Prince of South Wales, and Gerald's eldest son 
accompanied Richard Strongbow, Earl of Striguil, 
to Ireland in 1177, and was buried at Wexford. By 
Alice his wife, daughter of Roger de Montgomery, he 
had several children, the second of whom, Thomas 
Fitz Maurice, was an ancestor of the Wynnes of 
Glyn, and now ot Peniarth. The surname of Wynn 
began with Robert Wynn, or Wynne, ap John ap 
levan, of Glyn, near Harlech, who married, about 
1544, Catherine, daughter of Ellis ap Maurice of 
Clenenney. Margaret, eldest daughter and heiress of 
Owen Wynne, of Glyn and Sylfaen, Sheriff of 
Merioneth in 1674, of Flintshire 1675, and of Carnar- 
vonshire 1676, grandson of WilUam Wynne (ShnrifF 
of Merioneth, 1637), married Sir Robert Owen, Knight, 
of Porkington (M.P. first for Merionethshire, then 
for Carnarvon), the ancient seat of Owen Brogyntyn, 
and Margaret, the representative of the united families, 
became the wife of Owen Ormsby, of Willow brook, 
and was grandmother of Lord Harlech. 

The Owens of Porkington have long been connected 
with the town of Oswestry. In 1686 Sir Robert 
Owen was Mayor of the borough, to which office he 
was again elected in 1696. Again, in 1730, we find 
" William Owen of Porkington," chief magistrate, and 
in 1772 the office was held by Robert Godolphin 
Owen. This Owen, who became an alderman of 
Oswestry in 1789, died unmarried in 1792, and was 
buried at Llangollen ; he was the last of the heirs 
male, and his sister, Margaret, daughter of William 
Owen and Mary Godolphin, the heiress, married 
Owen Ormsby, Esq., of Willowbrook, co. Sligo. Mr. 
Owen Ormsby was elected a Common Councillor of 
Oswestry in 1793, and sworn Mayor in 1796. He 
succeeded John Mytton of Halston in the command 
of the Oswestry Rangers, and died in 1804. Again 
heirs male failed, and Miss Ormsby, the heiress, 
married in 1815 William Gore, Esq., son of the 
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member for eo. Lei trim ; and he was the Oswestry 
Mayor of 1823. The Owens first became connected 
with Porkington (according to Pennant) in the 16th 
century, by the marriage of John Owen, secretary to Sir 
Francis Walsingham, with Ellen Maurice, the heiress 
of Clenenney and Porkington. Their son, Sir John 
Owen, became a notable soldier of Charles I., and 
fought gallantly on the losing side, was made a 
prisoner, and confined, with the Duke Hamilton, Earl 
of Holland, and Lords Goring and Capel, in Windsor 
Castle. On being asked by the Court what he had 
to say in his defence, he replied that he was a 
plain gentleman of Wales who had always been taught 
to obey the king, and that accordingly he had served 
him honestly. Condemned to lose his head, he bowed 
and said it was a great honour to a poor gentleman 
of Wales to lose his head with such noble lords, 
for he was afraid they would have hanged him! On 
the intercession of Leton, Sir John was afterwards 
pardoned. He died in 1666, and was buried at 
Penmorfa, Carnarvonshire. Lord Capel, just before 
he was executed, presented his sword to Sir John 
0\Nen, because he knew it would be worn by him 
with honour. Lord CapeVs sword. Sir John's portrait, 
and other relics of the true old soldier, are preserved at 
Brogyntyn. Ellen Maurice married as her second 
husband the Hon. Sir Francis Eure, lord president 
of the Marches, who died in 1621. By her will 
she founded the almshouses in Willow Street, Oswestry. 
Lord Harlech was the patron of one living, the 
Vicarage of Penrhos, in Montgomeryshire. He was 
also the patron of Deytheur Grammar School and was 
Chairman of the Governors of Oswestry Grammar 
School. He was Chairman of the Committee of the 
Oswestry and Ellesmere Cottage Hospital, and Vice- 
President of the body of Trustees ; he was the senior 
trustee of the Oswestry Dispensary and President 
of the Oswestry, Montgomeryshire and Aberystwyth 
Branch of the N.S.P.C.C. He was from the first 
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Ohairmaa of the most practical temperance movement 
ever inaugurated in Oswestry, the Oswestry Public 
House Company, Ltd., and in the larger world of 
finance he was a director of the London Joint Stock 
Bank, Ltd. 

The arms of the family are : — Quarterly, 1st and 
4th gules, a fesse between three cross-crosslets fitchee 
or. Gore ; 2nd and 3rd, gules, a bend between six 
cross-crosslets, or Ormsby. Crests : 1st, an heraldic 
tiger rampant argent, maned and tufted sable. Gore; 
2nd, a dexter arm embowed in armour, holding in 
the hand a man's leg also in armour coupled at the 
thigh all proper, Ormsby. Supporters ; Dexter, an 
heraldic tiger argent, maned and tufted sable, ducally 
gorged or ; sinister, a lion or. Motto : In hoc signo 
vinces.^

In the death of Mr. Pryce the Powysland Club has 
lost one of the most diligent Members of its Council, 
an active contributor of matter and illustration to the 
pages of its Collections, and a donor to the Museum. 

Born at Trederwen Hall, in Llandrinio, on the 5th 
of September, 1833, he was the sixth and youngest son 
of Mr. David Pryce and Anne his wife, the daughter of 
Mr. Tannatt, of Bryntanat. For his education he was 
sent to the Collegiate Institution, Livei^pool, then 
under the charge of the Rev. John Saul Howson, M.A., 
the joint author, with the Rev. W. J. Conybeare, 
M.A. (Fellow of Trinity College, Cambridge), of The 
Life and Epistles of St. Paul, and later, widely known 
as the genial Dean of Chester. One of his contem- 
poraries at the College was the present Lord Justice 
Rigby. From the College he went out to Java, where 
he remained some eight and twenty years. There, on 
November 28th, 1863, he married Rosalie, daughter of 
Jacobus G.T. and Aldouse van Motman of Dramaga, 
Java, by whom he had issue two sons and three 
daughters. The elder son died in infancy, and the 
eldest daughter is the wife of the Rev. R. S. Edwards, 
Rector of Westcote Barton, iu the diocese of Oxford. 
From Java Mr. Pryce removed with his iamily to the 
Hague, where he resided four or five years, returning 
to his native country to enjoy the fruits of a busy and 
successful career, and settling down in 1890 at Pentre 
Heylin, in Llandysilio. 

But his aim was, by no means, to indulge in a well 
earned '' otium," whether cum or sine dignitate ; but 
rather to apply his activities in other directions. Being 
a man of active habits and great business capacity, he 
was able to put a great deal into his day's work ; and 
it was well it was so. For besides his own home 
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duties, others crowded upon him such as those of 
Trusteeships, a Justice of the Peace, a County 
Councillor, Chairman of his Parish Council, and a 
Manager of Llandysilio and Llandrinio Schools, and 
had he been spared he would have been first on the roll 
as High Sheriff of the County for this year. He was, 
moreover, unusually well read, and fond of collecting 
rare books ; his tastes found vent in one direction in 
the acquisition of good paintings, and in another in the 
study of astronomy. As an archaeologist he was one of 
the Local Secretaries for the County of the Cambrian 
Archoeological Association, and he was on the Council 
of the Powysland Club. To the Montgomeryshire 
Collections he contributed a very full and interesting 
'' History of the Parish of Llandysilio," which he 
illustrated with his own photographs. Indeed, 
photography was with him a favourite pursuit ; 
and besides those already referred to, the Collections 
contains evidence of his skill in the view of old 
Penrhos Hall (now taken down) and of Llandrinio 
Church, and some reproductions of the Parker drawings 
at Sweeney, in illustration of the "Screens and 
Roodlofts of Montgomeryshire." It was only just a 
week before his illness that he, with his daughter, 
accompanied me to Llanyblodwel, and took some 
beautiful views of the exterior and the interior of 
the Church, which will appear in the next volume 
of the Collections, to illustrate Mr. Watkins's " History 
of that Parish." Nor must I omit to mention that 
he carried out the difficult and laborious task of 
transcribing the " Registers of Llandrinio, Llandysilio 
and Penrhos." 

He enriched the Museum with (l), a fine Collection 
of Shells, collected principally in the Molucca Islands ; 
(2), with Stone implements, ancient Pottery, a Bronze 
Bell, Weapons antiquities and other Curiosities from 
Batavia ; and (3), with Models of Weapons, Tools, 
Musical Instruments and other Articles in use in 
Batavia. 
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In his personal character, frank and straightforward, 
in his social relations a sympathetic and helpful 
neighbour ; in politics a steadfast Conservative, and in 
religion a loyal Churchman; he passed av^ay after 
a very brief illness on Thursday, the 23rd of June, 
1904, in the 71st year of his age, and was laid at rest 
on the 27th, in the peaceful churchyard of Llandysilio.

student with abundant material for study and comparison.

ANNUAL MEETING, 1903. 

The Annual Meeting of the Powys-land Club was held at 
the Museum, Welshpool, on December 29th, 1903. The Ven. 
Archdeacon Thomas presided, in the absence of the Earl of 
Powis, the president, and there were also present — the Vicar, 
the Rev. D. Grimaldi Davis, Mr. and Mrs. C. Shuker, and 
Messrs. Morns P. Jones, C. E. Howell, Thomas Pryce, J. B. 
Willans, and H. H. 0. Summers, with Mr. T. Simpson Jones, 
hon. secretary, who announced the receipt of letters of apology 
for absence from Lord Powis, Mr. Humphreys-Owen, M.P., Dr. 
Lloyd Owen, Birmingham, and Mr. Kichard Williams, 
F.R.Hist.S , and- read the following list of new members : — 
Sir John Williams, Bart.. Miss Temple, and Mr. J Grant, 
Llanidloes, adding that he had much pleasure in moving 
their election. 

Mr. Pryce seconded the motion, which was carried. 

The Secretary read the Annual Report as follows : — 

Powys-land Club, 35th Anniversary, 1903. 

Since oiu- last Annual Meeting two of the original members of the 
Club, Mr. Evan Powell, of Llanidloes, and the Rev. Thomas Owen, 
Vicar of Christ Church, Wellington, have passed away, and two 
others who joined it early have also gone, His Honour Judge Wynne 
Ffoulkes, a learned archaeologist, and Mr. John Dugdale, late of 
Llwyn, who is, however, represented by his son, one of the members 
of the Council. Another originnl member is represented by his 
sister, Miss Temple, whom we welcome as a new member. We have 
also the satisfaction of extending our welcome to two other new 
members, Sir John Williams, Bart., M.D., the eminent surgeon, and 
collector of rare old Welsh books and MSS., and Mr. James Grant, of 
.Llanidloes. The funds of the Club, which conmienced with a balance 
of £218 9s. 6d., close the year with a credit of £188 178. 4d., but 
the new part has to be paid for out of it. 

Captain Mytton's offer at our last meeting, to excavate at 
Gaerfawr, has not been taken advantage of so far ; we have been 
waiting for fine weather, and if it comes again we purpose taking an 
early opportunity. Some private excavation has been undertaken at 
Staylittle, between Llanidloes and Machynlleth on the wilds of

Trefeglwys, as will be seen in the last Part, It is hoped, however, 
that a fuller and more systematic exploration may be made there. 

The Club has to thank Mr. Thomas Rowley Morris for the 
presentation of a portfolio labelled, in the handwriting of the late 
Mr. E. Rowley Morris, " A number of Bonds, Feoffments, Marriage 
Settlements, Leases and other Documents relating to Montgomery- 
shire ; principally in the Parishes of Llandinam, Llanwnog, Tref- 
eglwys and Llanidloes. Date, various, from 1560 to 1620. Many 
of the Parties to these Documents are referred to in Lewys Dwnn's 
Pedigrees. E. R. Morris." The documents number in all 58, 
the first four of which have been sumarised and printed in vol. xxiv. 
of the Collections, With them were also presented three volumes of 
the Journal of Thomas Jones, constable, viz., (1) 1843, June 10 — 
Aug. 8, 1844, stationed at Newtown and Four Crosses. (2) 1844, 
Aug. 8— April 6, 1846, at Four Crosses, Llanidloes and Machynlleth. 
(3) 1846, April 6— Sept. 1, 1848, at Machynlleth and Llanerfyl. The 
Club tenders to Mr. Rowley Morris its cordial thanks ; they are 
interesting and valuable as illustrating local families and social 
history. 

At the last meeting a suggestion was thrown out and adopted 
that photographers, professional and amateur, should be invited to 
send a permanent copy of such as depicted houses and other objects 
of interest in the county for preservation in the Museum, with a 
view to a collection of such memorials for future reference. Many 
promises have been received, but the season has been singularly 
unfavourable for any such purpose. Next year we hope for an 
attractive display. Meanwhile, a new fashion has set in in favour of 
Picture Post Cards, and something like four hundred of these, 
bearing on Montgomeryshire, have recently been issued. Some 
of these, though small, depict churches, old houses, and views of 
great interest, and it is proposed that a collection of the most 
appropriate ones should be made for the Museum. 

The volume for the year, which is in the hands of the members, is 
somewhat smaller than usual, which is partly due to the serious 
illness of Mr Richard Williams, the joint editor, but he is now, 
happily, convalescent, and we tender him our hearty congratulations 
on his recovery. The contents of the volume are not less interesting 
than its larger predecessors The article on some Montgomeryshire 
Reredoses will take its place as a companion to that on the Roodlofti 
and Screens The continuation of the History of Guilsfield contains 
some valuable " Notes on the Structure of the Church, by Mr. 
Millard," and the History of Carno embraces valuable local 
memoranda, and an interesting account of the Knights of St. 
John and their local Hospice. 

The difficulty of getting the unwritten parishes, and they are 
still man}', taken in hand continues as of old. Two parochial 
histories have been offered to the Editor from outside the county, 
but adjoining it, viz., those of Llanyblodwel and Llansiliu They are 
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both in Powys-land, and, therefore, not altogether beyond the scope 
of the Club and its collections. And it is proposed to print at 
least an instalment of Llanyblodwel in the next Part. 

The Chairman said he had very much pleasure in moving 
the adoption and printing of the Report, which began by 
reminding them at the outset of what they saw on every side, 
namely, the decrease in the number of old and original 
members. They were now reduced to nine, but nine was a 
considerable proportion when they looked back some thirty- 
seven years. While the number of the original members 
must naturally go on decreasing, they hoped that new 
members would follow to fill up the gaps. Ot the three new 
members elected that day one was Montgomeryshire all over, 
in the sister of the late Mr. Robert Temple, who joined the 
Club at its foundation. They were always glad to see these 
associations carried on and continued as in this instance. 
(Applause). They also welcomed Mr. Grant and Sir John 
Williams, the last-mentioned being noted for his eminence as 
a surgeon, and for his tamous collection of rare Welsh 
manuscripts : and he, for one, was very glad, indeed, to be able 
to number him among their members. The funds of the 
Club, they were reminded, were in a very flourishing 
condition ; they were not so flourishing, perhaps, as last year ; 
but they were still flourishing, and would enable them, with 
the return of fine weather, to initiate some excavations at 
Gaerfawr, and to take advantage of Capt. Mytton's kind offer. 
Proceeding, the Ven. Archdeacon asked if there was anyone 
present who could tell him where Staylittle was. (Laughter). It 
was stated to be between Llanidloes and Machynlleth, and 
when he made some inquiries a short time ago with a view to 
paying a visit to this place, he was given to understand that it 
was eight miles from Llanbrynraair station. He was given to 
excursions, but he was not inclined to make that visit. 
(Laughter). Still, they did hope to have some excavations 
carried on at Staylittle on a systematic scale. There were 
many tumuli there, and one which was casually opened the 
other day revealed an urn and some good specimen of 
cremation. He wished they could secure that urn for the 
Museum. (Applause). He had written to the gentleman who 
reported the matter to him, and he was hoping to receive 
a favourable reply. Speaking of this find reminded him of an 
earlier find — the discovery of a number of palstaves at 
Tanyglaiiau among the Cemraes Hills. Hardly anybody 
seemed to know anything about them — where they were or 
what had become of them. He believed, however, they were 
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in existence, and he hoped the persons who were able to 
obtain possession of them would bear in mind the service they 
might render their county and their country by depositing 
these finds in that Museum, where they would be well cared 
for, and where he and others would have an opportimity 
of seeing them and of learning something about the past. 
(Applause). He should be glad if the persons who now held 
these palstaves could be made acquainted with those senti- 
ments that they might act upon them By so doing they 
would be rendering the county a good turn, and woula 
perpetuate the credit of their names for all time. (Hear, 
near). Mention was also made in the report of Mr. T. 
Rowley Morris's gift. (Applause). The name of Edward 
Rowley Morris appealed very directly to every member of the 
Powys-land Club. He was one of the earliest and most 
inde&tigable toilers in its interest — of course, they never 
forgot how much that Club and the Collections owed to 
its founder, Mr. Morris Charles Jones; but next to him 
Edward Rowley Morris claimed their respect and commenda- 
tion — (hear, hear! — and the portfolio given by his brother had 
evidently been arranged by Mr. E. Rowley Morris's hands. 
He had made an efiSrt to analyse these documents, and he 
must confess that in analysing a deed he had been fairly 
puzzled more than once to know whether it was a lease or a 
release, a recover j or a feoffment — (laughter) — and he ran the 
risk of being cnticised for not comprehening the nature of 
freehold phraseology. (More laughter). That, however, was 
not a matter which concerned archaeology very much, but 
what did concern them was the reference to particular places 
and persons, and these deeds contained an immense amount 
of interesting information of this character. Lands in these 
deeds were often indicated as belonginsr to certain persons, as 
adjoining certain other lands or as belonging to the neighbours 
of certain other people. (More laughter). Of these deeds, 
twenty-four referred to Llandinam, thirteen to Trefeglwys, and 
sixteen to Llandysilio, and in going through these interesting 
documents it had occurred to him how valuable the sight of 
some of them would have been to Mr. Pryce, for instance, 
in writing his "History of the Parish of Llandysilio." When 
he brought out a new edition of his History he would be, able 
to add a new name, namely that of Roland Heylin, for one 
of these deeds, dated 20 James, 1622, and endorsed "Trederwen 
in Pentreheylin," was drawn up between Edward ap leuan 
of Haughton. yeoman, and Roland Heylin, ironmonger, 
London, and it had reference to the payment to Roland 
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Heylin of £6, due to the said leuan from Thomas Morgan 
of Trederwen Fawr, gent., the witness to the document bemg 
Richard Hunte. Now, Roland Heylin. continued the Chairman, 
was one of their most eminent Montgomeryshire men, for 
he was the man who shared with Sir Thomas Myddelton 
the expense of producing the first handy Welsh edition of the 
Bible and Prayer Book. With the aid oi ammonia and all sorts 
of things, he searched for his signature, but he failed to find it, 
and it was difficult to say, therefore, that it was attached to 
the document. However, this was the only memorial he 
had ever met with in that county of Roland Heylin, of Pentre- 
heylin. (Applause). There was other matter which called 
for notice. He called upon Mr. John Owen, of Newtown, 
the other day, and learned from him that he had produced 
some admirable photographs of objects and places of nistorical 
interest in the county, and he nad most kindly promised 
to let them have a collection. (Applause). 

Mr. Charles Howell seconaed the motion. He was 
particularly pleased to learn, he said, of the return to 
convalescence of his old friend, Mr. Richard W illiams — 
(applause) — a man who had worked as hard as any man 
for the benefit of that Club. 'Hear, hear). He was also 
pleased to learn that their latest recruit was his friend, 
bir John Williams, a man who was truly at the head of 
his profession, or, rather, had been, and who had given up 
his profession for greater leisure in Carmarthenshire. It must 
be a great advantage to that Society to have a man of Sir 
John's eminence connected with it. (Applause). Something 
had been said of Staylittle. He was well acquainted with 
the place and he could assure them that a wet day offered no 
encouragement to anyone to make even a ** little stay " there. 
(Laughter). Staylittle, however, was pregnant with much that 
was of interest to the archaeologist as well as the tourist. 
(Hear, hear). 
The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Pryce said last year a proposal was made and adopted 
to secure for the Museum a collection of photographs of 
objects and places of interest in the county. He rejoiced 
to learn that a number of promises had been received, and he 
hoped a satisfactory fulfilment would be the result. Mean- 
while, he would move that the Council be authorised to buy 
a suitable album or portfolio for the reception of those photo- 
graphs, as well as two albums of views which their Chairman 
had been good enough to obtain for them. (Applause). 
Further, he begged to offer the Club what he regarded as 
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a photographic curiosity, a portfoHo of photographic views, 
taKen in Welshpool over fifty years ago by a gentleman named 
the Rev. Charles Wilding. (Mr. Howell: He is alive and 
resides at the present moment at Dyserth). They were done 
by what was known as the calotype process, which was 
invented by Mr. Fox-Talbot, but the prints were now 
somewhat faded. Still, on some of the views, the old Town 
Hall and the old Coach Inn, were discernible, though the real 
things had long disappeared. (Applause). 

Mr. Shuker seconded the motion, which was carried. 

The Secrretary at this stage gave a detailed report of the 
structured repairs carried out by the Corporation, and a vote 
of thanks was accorded them, on the motion of the Chairman. 
Mr. Simpson Jones also reported the receipt of a gift of 
two mummies' heads and a considerable number of stuffed 
birds from Mr. H. C. J. Beadnell, of the Egyptian Geological 
Survey, and a vote of thanks was also accorded him. The 
Secretary further mentioned that the membership was just 
under a hundred, and said it would be a good thing if, 
during the coming year, they were to pass that figure. (Hear, 
hear). 

Mr. Howell next moved — 

That this Council being informed that the Parish Council of 
Llandrinio propose to obtain an official copy of the Local Act relating 
to the Tirymynech, Street Marchall and Deytheur embankment 
(which Act is now out of print), it is resolved that the Parish Council 
be applied to for leave to utilise such copy when obtained for the 
purpose of the Powys-land Club, upon piyment of half the cost 
thereof. 

Proceeding, he said the embankment referred to in the 
resolution was formed over a hundred years ago, under the 
powers conferred by a Local Act. Copies of that Act were 
now out of print, and were therefore unobtainable. The 
object of the Act was to keep back the Severn in fiood time, 
and to enable the farmers to carry on their pursuits. The 
Parish Council of Llandrinio now proposed to obtain an 
official copy of the original, and as it was of some historical 
value he thought it would be well to reprint it, and therefore 
to join with the Parish Council in the expense of obtainmg it. 
(Hear, hear). 

Mr. Morris P. Jones seconded the motion, and said he 
thought the reprinting of the Act would be of local as well as 
of archaeological interest, adding that he did not know 
whether it would not be well to follow this up by reprinting 
other Acts, such as the Act which authorised the construction 
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of the Shropshire Union Canal, which extended through the 
whole of Powys-land. 

Mr. Howell here mentioned that the Society's Collections 
contained a large number of extracts from the Canal Act, 
being introduced by his late father in his article on the 
" Roads, Bridges and Canals of Montgomeryshire." 

The Chairman said he had tried in every direction to 
obtain a copy of the Local Act relating to the Tirymynech, 
Street Marchall and Peytheur embankment, but without 
success. He brought the matter before the Parish Council, 
and they decided to cfet one. He happened to mention the 
matter to Mr. Howell, who suggested the proposal which was 
now to be su Emitted to that meeting. The Act, the Chairman 
added, would also be of great service and value to the people 
resident in the lower end of Guilsfield parish, as well as to 
those residing much nearer to the Severn. He took it that if 
they carried the motion they intended that the Act should be 
reprinted fully in the Collections, i*' Yes "). 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 

Mr. Morris P. Jones said he was sure it would be the wish 
of the meeting that they should tender to the Chairman their 
best thanks for his services in the chair that afternoon. That 
was not the first meeting by very many that the Archdeacon 
had attended. One of the original members, he had always 
taken the keenest interest in the Club, and the presence of 
Archdeacon Thomas at their meetings many years ago, when 
he (Mr. Jones) used to attend with his father, was one of his 
earliest recollections. Living so far away as he did now, he 
regretted that it had not been possible for him to attend 
many of their annual meetings of late years, but he was glad 
to have been able to make the journey there that mornmg. 
It was interesting to look back on the life of the Club during 
the past thirtv-five years, and to reflect on all that had passed 
since then. It was with a feeling of sadness that one scanned 
the list of the original members, only to find that nine now 
survived, Archdeacon Thomas and himself being among them. 
The Club still had many true friends, though many of them 
lived a considerable distance away from that neighbourhood. 
Mr. Jones enlarged upon the importance of continuing works 
of excavation in the district, and, returning to the subject of 
the resolution, repeated that the Club were much indebted to 
Archdeacon Thomas for the labour he had expended on the 
Collections for many years past. The labour, he felt contident, 
must have been both a nightly and a daily one, and no one 
could take a glance through the volumes without feeling that 
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their Chairman must often have been burning the midnight 
oil for their benefit and instruction. One could not help 
feeling also that the Archdeacon remained evergreen in spite 
of the lapse of time. (Hear, hear\ He assured the Chairman 
that it was- a pleasure to them to meet him on those occasions, 
and to see how fresh and lively he always was. (Applause). 

The Vicar seconded the motion, and said he could fiilly 
endorse all that Mr. Morris Jones had said concerning the 
Chairman. Like them, he had listened with especial pleasure 
to the Archdeacon's comments and remarks upon the report, 
for whenever he rose to address an audience on archaeological 
subjects he was certain to interest his hearers, as he had done 
on that occasion. (Hear, hear). He felt sure he was echoing 
their sentiments, as well as his own, when he said that few 
had done as much as, and that none had done more than 
Archdeacon Thomas for that Club. (Hear, hear). He (the 
Vicar) knew how deeply he loved the (Jlub, and he felt sure it 
must be a satisfaction to the Chairman to know that the Club 
was flourishing in every possible way, and he hoped that for 
years and years to come they would have the privilege and 
pleasure of seeing the Archdeacon there. (Applause). 
The motion was carried with acclamation, and 
The Chairman, in reply, observed that, as a Montgomery- 
shire man, he felt to the core everything that affected his 
county. (Applause . In his generation he had tried, as they 
all had tried, to provide for those who would follow, as good an 
account as they could of the past history of the county. It 
h3»,d caused him a good deal of labour by day as well as by 
night, but it would be extremely wrong of him to claim any 
credit to himself, when, on lookmg around him, he could see 
so much of what others had done. On behalf of the Club, he 
tendered to all of the writers their hearty thanks for the help 
they had given him. He only wished that more of the members 
could be persuaded to attend their meetings. (Applause). 
He wished also that more could be persuaded to take a 
livelier interest in the Club. Perhaps it was thought that 
they were a lot of old fogeys, who dug the earth to see what 
was done by their ancestors hundreds and hundreds of years 
ago. He did not think that was a correct view. While they 
did justice to the past they were also awake to the importance 
of doing justice to the present. (Hear, hear). (Concluding, 
the Chairman moved a vote of thanks to the Hon. Secretary 
for his valuable services. Nothing so far had been said in 
praise of his work, though they were all dependent upon his 
activity and resourcefumess, and he felt certain that they 
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would be in a very poor plight could they not count upon his 
aid. He had not only performed the clerical work of the 
Club during the year, out in the present part thejr would see 
an interesting contribution by him in continuation of the 
History of Guilsfield. They chaflFed him a good deal about his 
many promises a few years back, buc he had now redeemed 
them, and they congratulated him on the fact. (Laughter 
and applause). In that connection he wished they could 
induce other workers to take up the history of the parishes 
not yet written. When applied to on tne matter, their 
answer generally was that they were too busy to do anything. 
(Laughter). But who were the people who had done the 
work in the past ? Those who worked day and night, and he 
hoped those who were generally so busy would not wait for the 
opportunity to be able to write out their story at one sitting, 
but would take advantage of the few spare moments to write 
what little they could. By those means they would be able to 
complete their story in a few months. (Hear, hear). 
Concluding, he again thanked them for their vote of thanks. 

Mr. Howell seconded the motion. They were much 
indebted to Mr. Simpson Jones, he said, for again carrying 
them through the year. He remembered the late Mr. Morris 
Jones expressing wonder to him on one occasion whether any 
of his family would do anything for the Club after he had 
gone. They were glad, therefore, that they had his son, Mr. 
Simpson Jones, there continuing his father's work. (Applausse). 

The motion was carried with acclamation, and Mr. Simpson 
Jones having suitably replied, the meeting ended.

ANNUAL MEETING, 1904. 

The Thirty-seventh Annual Meeting of the Powys-land 
Club was held at the Museum, Welshpool, on Thursday 
afternoon. December 29th, 1904. The President, the Earl of 
Powys, occupied the chair, and there were also present the 
Ven. Archdeacon Thomas, chairman of the Council, Mr. T. 
Simpson I ones, hon. secretary, Miss Jones and Miss Amy 
Jones, Gungro^r; the Rev. J Lewis and Mr. Walter Lewis, 
Ford; Mr. Charles E. Howell, Mr. G. D. Harrison, Mr. and 
Mrs. Shuker, Mr. J. Bancroft Willans, Mr. Noel Turner, 
and Mr. Herbert Summers. Apologies for absence were 
received from Messrs. M. P. Jones, Liverpool ; D. C. Lloyd 
Owen, Birmingham; and Richard Williams, F.RHist.S., 
Newtown. 
The Secretary read the Annual Report : — 

The urn discovered in the excavations at Staylittle, just 
over twelve months ago, had been promised to the Museum 
by its finders, the Rev. E. K. Jones and Mr. E. R. Vaughan, 
B.Sc. ; the Council, however, regretted that they had not been able 
to secure a specimen of the Tanyglanau bronze palstaves or axe-heads, 
or even to solve the mystery of their disposal. A copy of the " Act 
for Dividing and Enclosing the Common fields and Waste Lands 
within the Manors of Street Marchall, Tirymynech and Deutheur, in 
the County of Montgomery," had been discovered in London by 
Mr. Chas. £. Howell, and presented by him to the Llandrinio Parish 
Council, and in due time would be printed in the Society's Collection. 
The appeal for photographs to illustrate the history of the county 
had found one generous response in the collection of views of almost 
all the churches, taken by Mr. Willans, and by him presented to the 
Museum. Two books had been provided for illustrated postcards, 
and in one of them a series of such churches as had been printed had 
been inserted, and in the other the castles, mansions and timbered 
houses, with spaces in both for further additions. The value of these 
illustrations would be better realised when they recorded that within 
this last year the most picturesque old half-timbered mansion in 
Montgomeryshire had disappeared. The tabulated analysis of the 
"Rowley Morris MSS." had been printed in the part now due, 
together with the completion of Mrs. Andrew Davies's "History 
of" the Parish of Carno," a further instalment of the " Registers of 
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Trefeglwye," with a charter of the grant to Haughmond Abbey, 
a Blayney deed, some interesting Memoranda from the vestry book of 
Llandrinio, 1809-1846, and from a Welshpool parish book, 1766-84, a 
notice of the celebrated civil engineer, Richard Roberts of Llany- 
mynech, with Sir William H. Bailey's address on presenting his bust 
to the University College Library at Aberystwyth, and, lastly, 
obituary notices of departed members of the Club, viz., the second 
Lord Harlech, a vice-president, and a fine specimen of a grand 
old Englishman, embodying, as he did, the strains of England, 
Ireland and Wales, strong in purpose and gentle in manner, and Mr. 
Thomas Pryce, a member of the .Council, and a valued worker 
with pen and camera, who took a great personal interest in the 
success of the Powys-land Club, its Collections and Museum. Other 
departed members were Mr. David Morgan, of Welshpool, Sir Alfred 
Wood, Garter King at Arms, and Mr. E. H. Owen, F.S.A., 
Carnarvon. The Council had to record the gift of some thirty pieces 
of Egyptian pottery, 11th and 12th century B.C., from the Committee 
of the Beni-Hasan Excavations. This gift was due to the suggestion 
of the President, who also defrayed the cost of packing and carriage 
from Egypt to Welshpool. The new members were Mr. Edward 
Hughes, Glyndwr, Wrexham ; the Rev. J. Wilym Jones, M.A., 
Vicar of Meifod ; Mr. E. L. R. Jones, Town Clerk of Welshpool, and 
Mrs. Thomas Pryce, of Pentre Heylin, in continuance of the 
membership of her late husband. The statement of accounts showed 
credit balance on December the 31st, of i:195 12s. 9d., compared 
with £188 17s. 4d. at the close of 1903. The Council recommended 
the election, subject to their acceptance, as vice-presidents, of the 
Duke of Northumberland, Lord Hawkesbury and Lord Harlech, 
and as a member of the Council of Sir John Williams, Bart., M.D. 

The President, in moving the adoption of the Report, 
referred in sympathetic terms to the loss sustained by the Club 
by the death of Lord Harlech and Mr. Pryce. They had cause 
to be thankful, however, that they still had among them 
many who contributed handsomely to their publications and 
assisted the Club in various ways. There was their good 
friend, Mr. Howell, always a most energetic man, who was 
ever ready to assist in any good cause. (Hear, hear). He 
remembered with pleasure the fact that his father, the late Mr. 
Abraham Howell, was one of the founders of the Club, and the 
interest Mr. Charles Howell took in the Club was fully equal 
to that taken by his father. Then, again, so long as they had 
Archdeacon Thomas at the helm he felt confident that the 
continued success of the Club was assured. He thought, 
however, the time had come when some change might be 
made in regard to the publication of the Society's Transactions. 
Much of the ground had now been covered, and therefore he 
thought it would be well if they were to issue the volumes 
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with less frequency. It would be well, perhaps, only to 
publish a volume once every two or three years, instead of 
annually, as at present. In any case, it was a matter for the 
consideration of the Council. He thought the most interesting 
thing in the Report was the fact of their having had given 
them, by the Committee of the Beni-Hasan exploration, some 
thirty pieces of the Egyptian pottery, which were discovered 
in Egypt earlier in the year. He noticed that afternoon, as 
the pieces lay on the table, that already they were beginning 
to suflFer from exposure to the light and air ; of course, it was 
not surprising considering the number of years they had lain 
stored away in Egypt, the climate of which was extremely 
dry. It was desirable, therefore, that hermetically sealed glass 
cases should be provided in which the specimens might be 

Eroperly arrangea. Then, they had all read about the recent 
nd of old coins at Oswestry, and he only hoped they would 
be fortunate in securing some for their Museum. (Hear, 
hear). In any case, he thought steps ought to be taken to try 
and secure a portion of the find. When it was pointed out to 
him that, as Lord of the Manor of Oswestry, he possibly had 
some claim to a portion of the find, he thought it right and 
wise to put in a claim to be considered with others; and 
if any of the coins did come into his possession it was his 
intention to hand them over to that Museum. (Applause). 
Their application, however, was somewhat premature, as he 
had not yet received any of the coins. (Laughter). At 
all events, he hoped some of the coins would come to the 
Museum. (Applause}. 

Archdeacon Thomas seconded the motion. He was glad to 
hear his lordship's views with regard to the Oswestry find, and 
he shared with nim the hope that a portion of the nnd would 
be secured to them, inasmuch as, the discovery being made in 
Powys-land, that Museum had a strong claim to consideration 
in tne matter of the distribution. Finds of this kind had 
to be looked after closely and without delav. There was the 
case of the collection of palstaves found at Tanj'^glanau. 
Curiously enough, no one seemed to know where they were or 
what had become of them, and though they made an effort to 
get some of the specimens for the Museum, they failed, and he 
feared that the result of the discovery was that thev had 
passed on from hand to hand, become dispersed, and that all 
trace of them had got lost. That was unfortunate, when 
it was borne in mind that an institution like the Museum was 
their natural home. Referring to the Tirymynech Enclosure 
Act, the Archdeacon said he had that morning been promised 
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a transcript of it from their secretary. (Applause). They had 
to thank Mr. Howell for the efforts he maae to find it, happily 
with success, and for his kindness in presenting it to the 
Parish Council. (Hear, hear). Having thanked Mr. Willans 
for his photographs, the Archdeacon said the gift was to be 
appreciated the more when they remembered how rapidly 
some of the fine old half-timbered houses in the district were 
passing away As the report mentioned, the most picturesque 
specimen in the whole county, namely, Penrhos Hall, had 
been taken down within the last two or three months. 
Fortunately, a photojjraph of it was taken by the late 
Mr. Pryce, and an illustration of it was given in the 
" History of the Parish of Llandrinio." Having explained 
the delay in the issue of the current number, and expressed 
his gratitude to the members for their patience in regard to it, 
the Archdeacon expressed his sorrow at the great loss the 
Society had sustained by the death of Mr. Tnomas Pryce, 
who was a regular attendant at their meetings. It was 
only a week before his death that Mr. Pryce and himself went 
to Llanyblodwel together to secure a photograph of the church 
and other material for the Society's Transactions. The 
printing of the registers seemed to some heavy and 
uninteresting ; nevertheless, one received numbers of letters 
from people inquiring about them. After all, they were 
not padding, but something of real value. They had had a 
transcript made of what was regarded as the oldest register of 
Llanllugan, but since the transcript was made, he was pleased 
to state that he had heard that the Bishop of St. Asaph had 
lately succeeded in finding an earlier register, and he hoped 
they would be able to get a transcript of that one, too. 
The article of greatest interest in the current volume was 
that dealing with Richard Roberts, of Llanymynech, who was 
certainly one of the most eminent and distinguished men of 
the borders during the last century. He was, indeed, a very 
marvel of invention, and though they could not claim him for 
Montgomeryshire, he thought they could describe him as a 
Montgomeryshire man, for on his gravestone he was mentioned 
as of Carreghofa, which was in Montgomeryshire, though in 
the Llanymynech registers his name was entered as of 
Llwyntidman, which was in Shropshire. In truth, he was 
born actually on Offa's Dyke, one door of his home opening 
into Montgomeryshire and the other door into Shropshire. 
By his discoveries and ability he cast a halo of honour upon 
the whole neighbourhood, and that was one reason why they 
had delayed issuing the Part now due for a few days. Sir 
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William Bailey having kindly promised some electrotypes, 
which would make the account more interesting. 

The motion was then put and carried. 

On the motion of Mr. Howell, seconded by Mr. G. D. 
Harrison, a vote of thanks was accorded the Committee of 
the Beni-Hasan Exploration for their gift of Egyptian pottery. 
The sum of £10 was also voted to provide cases, as suggested 
by the President, in which to store the gift. The meeting 
ended with a vote of thanks to the President for his services 
in the chair, on the motion of the Rev. J. Lewis, seconded by 
Mr. Noel Turner.
